MITCHELL INDICTED, 
AND ALSO HERMANN. 


President Orders “Dist.-Atty. Hall Re- 
moved at Portland, Or. 


The Administration-and the Grand Jury ‘Actively 
Prosecuting the Land Fraud Cases—Former Deputy 
Sheriff George Sorenson Indicted for Attempted Brib- 
ery—Statements of Accused.

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


ORTLAND (Or.) Dec. 31.—United States Senator Mitchell 

p and Congressman Hermann were indicted today for con- 

spiracy to defraud the United States government out of 
public lands. 

George Sorenson, formerly adeputy sheriff in this county, 
was indicted for attempting to bribe United States District 
Attorney Hall in an endeavor to have him quash the inyesti- 
gation and indictment of certain persons. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY REMOVED. 


Alvices from Washington that the President had removed 
District Attorney John H. Ha!l*from office created profound 
surprise in this It came as the climax to rumors that 
have been heard u the street and around the courthouse 
for several days. It had been intimated that since the grand 
jury began its investigation, Hall’s name had figured to a 
greater or less extent, and that trouble was probably ahead 
: for him. That Heney had taken some action in reference to 
'$ Hall and that Hall’s name was withheld from being sent to 
| ; the Senate for confirmation before the holiday adjournment of 
_* Congress, by virtue of information furnished the Department 

of Justice by Heney, had been suspected, and seemed to 
; confirmation when the announcement of Hall’s removal was 
¢ made from the national capital. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Washington 
was but slightly surprised tonight when it learned, in a brief bul- 
letin from Oregon, that United States Senator Mitchell and.Rep- 
resentative Binger Hermann of that State had been indicted by 
the grand jury for complicity in the land frauds, because earlier 
in the day this city had been apprised that something was com- 
ing, by an announcement from the White House that the Presi- 
dent had removed from office United States District Attorney 
Hall of Oregon. — 

This action by the President clearly foreshadowed legal pro- 
ceedings in Oregon on the part of the United States government. 
District Attorney Hall, being an appointee of Senator Mitchell, 
could not conduct the case with entire freedom. It develops now, 
as was surmised when the announcement was made from the 
White House, that these proceedings will be against Senator 
Mitchell himself, and also against Mr. Hermann. 


PRINCIPAL ACCUSATION. 


The principal accusation now in the Oregon land frauds cases 
is that the land ring there set up dummies as holding lands within 
forest reserves in that State; that these supposed lands were ex- 
changed for lieu lands outside of the forest reserves, and that the 
land ring in Oregon got control of these valuable lands, meaty 
heavily timbered. 

UNDER HERMANN’S REGIME. 


When Binger Hermann was Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, it is alleged that these frauds were proceeding. 
They might have gone on in Oregon, as in other States, without 
his knowledge, and it might have been that he approved such 
fraudulent transactions in the regular order of business, without 
being aware that any fraud was being committed. But it is 
charged that when he was Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, land cases from Oregon were put through his office with 
remarkable expedition, and it is also charged that whether he 
knew anything about the land conditions in his own State or not, 
no such case from Oregon was ever turned down. 

Hermann served in Congress with William McKinley, and 
was by President Mckinley appointed Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office. He was endorsed by most of the prominent 
men on the Pacific Coast who were also President McKinley’s 
friends. When he took charge of his oftice in Washington, no 
one suspected that Hermann would ever come under suspicion, but 
according to gossip current in Washington long before President 
McKinley was shot,there was an open rupture between certain men. 

When C. N. Bliss was Secretary of Interior, Hermann had his 
own way. His troubles did not commence until Bliss resigned 
and Ethan Allen Hitchcock of Missouri came back from his post 
as Ambassador at St. Petersburg to be Secretary of the Interior. 
Hitchcock knows land laws and land affairs. Bliss had not known 


them. 


STORIES OF TROUBLE. 


Soon after Hitchcock got to Washington, and in his quiet, 
insistent way commenced to demand that he know everything done 
in his department, there were stories that Hermann was in trou- 
ble. These stories finally culminated, early in the spring of 
1901, im definite reports that President McKinley had demanded 
of Hermann that he resign his office by November 15 of that year. 
At about that time, along in July, Hermann let it be known that 
he was sick of being Land Commissioner, and would retire that 
fall. Before the date set for his retirement, President Mc 
was shot, and Theodore Roosevelt became President. Py 
In the excitement that followed, Hermann was forgott,

Oregon had then, for many years, off 
and on, been under the politica) dom- 
ination of Senator Mitchell. Hermann 
and Mitchell were then and had long 
been friends, if not associates. When 
Hermann resigned from his place in 
Washington, it was with the announce-, 
ment that he resigned to go to Oregon 
to reénter politics in his State as a 
candidate for Congress to succeed 
Tongue. Hermann had Mitchell beh 
him, and he was triumphantly elected 
and came to Washington to take his 
seat. 


BY AUTHORITY. 
HITCHCOCK’S STATEMENT. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 31.—When the 
news of the indictment of Senator 
Mitchell and Representative Hermann 
for conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment out of public lands reached here, 
Secretary Hitchcock frankly stated that 
he had looked for the indictment at 
any time, while Atty.-Gen. Moody, 
who acted in conjunction with the In- 
terior Department in bringing about 
the special indictments, declined to 
make any comment on the result of the 
investigations, although -it is believed 
here that he, too, was prepared for 
no other decision than the indictment 
of the two men, 

Secretary Hitchcock consented to 
make a brief statement concerning the 
case. He said: 

“From information which has come 
to me from time to time, I am not sur- 
prised at the indictments. Of course, 
While we all regret that men occupy- 
ing high stations in public life should 
get within the clutches of the law, nev- 
ertheless the Interior Department and 
the Department of Justice had their 
duty to perform. These lana frauds in- 
dictments are the result of two years 
of the most searching investigation, 
and are a part of the unalterable de- 
termination of the President and the 
administration to bring to justice all 
offenders of the law, be thiey high or 
low. 

“These indictments,” continued the 
Secretary, “will not be the last. More 
are to follow, although I Lelleve I can 
Say that the investigation will involve 
officials as high in public serv- 
fee a8 are these twO members of Ccn- 
gress.

HERMANN’S STATEMENT. 
ALLEGES BASE CONSPIRACY. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
PORTLAND, Dec. 31.—Congressman 
Binger Hermann, who will leave for 
Washington tomorrow, issued the fol- 

lowing statement tonight: 

“The indictment returned against me 
is the result of the basest of conspir- 
acies and malicious persecution. I 
came here upon the advice and urgent 
suggestion of my friends, two weeks 
ago, as I had been informed by them 
that efforts were being made to impli- 
cate me and Senator Mitchell in the 
Oregon land frauds which have been 
under investigation and trial, which 
fraud, it was rumored, I had knowingly 
aided and advanced during my service 
as Commissioner of the General Land 
Office.

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SACRAMENTO, Dec. 31.—The bien- 
nial report of the. State Harbor Com- 
mission for the two fiscal years end- 
ing June 30, 1904, was submitted to the 
Governor today. 

The report shows an unprecedented 
increase in the tonnage-ef foreign ship- 
ping. The commerce of foreign ports 
of San Francisco has increased from 
an average of 100 to 750 tons per diem 
in the past two years. The increase 
in rental deriwed from State property 
along the waterfront has been $50,000 
over that of last year. The total in- 
crease. in revenue over that of two 
years ago is $62,019. 

The various items for which the $2,- 
000,000 the jresent Legislature is ex- 
pected to appropriate for the seawall 
are set forth in the report. These are: 
For the seawall alone, $770,000; for 
paving East street, the entire length of 


the preposed seawall, $125,000; for 
building eleven modern cylindrical 


piers, 9600 feet in total length, $1,105,- 
000. ‘ 

The commission makes two com- 
Plaints: 

First, that the docking privileges

PORTLAND (Or Dec. 31.—The in- 
dictments against United States Sen- 
ator John H. Mitchell, Representative 
Binger Hermann and George Sorenson, 
formerly a deputy Sheriff of Multno- 
mah county, jointly indicted today by 
the Federal grand jury, alleges that 
John H. Mitchell and Binger Hermann 
did, in January, 1902, unlawfully and. 
feloniously conepire together and with 
each other, and with 8S. A. D. Puter, 
Horace F. McKinley, P. W. Tarpley, 
Emma L. Watson, Salmon B, Ormsaby, 
Clark E. Loomis and William H. Davis 
and others to defraud the government 
of the United States out of a portion 
of its public lands situated in town- 
ship 11 south, of range 7 east, by 
means of forged and false affidavits 
and fictitious persons, and that in fur- 
therance of such conspiracy, 8. A. D. 
Puter did, on March 9%, 1902, pay to 
John H. Mitchell the sum of $2000 to 
secure his influence with Binger Her- 
mann, then Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office in Washington. 

Tt alleges that, acting upon the sug- 
gestion and the wish of Senator Mit- 
chell, and influenced by him, knowing 
that the transactions were unlawful 
end felonious, Binger Hermann used his 
wer as Commissioner of the Genera! 
nd Office to expedite twelve claims 
in township 11 south, of range 7 east, 
when he knew them to be illegal and 
accer@ing to the requirements of 
the law. 
The indictment also alleges that, 
March 2, 1964, George Sorenson offered 
to Join Hall, District Attorney for the 
United States In Oregon, the sum of 
$5000, with intent to influence said 
John Hall in his capacity when acting 
upon indictments returned against 8.

INTRODUCTION OF PUTER. 
The alleged connection of Senator 
Mitchell and Representative Hermann 
wit hthe alleged conspiracy dates 
back, i fs said, to the time when 
Mitchell received the letter from “a 
prominent attorney in Oregon’ intro- 
ducing §. A. D. Puter as a “responsi- 
ble business man of Oregon.” The

Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lar Fire in Chicago. 


Crashing Walls and Explo- 
sions Attend Flames. 


One Fireman Injured, Many 
Narrow Escapes. - 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—A fire that start- 
ed today on the second floor of the sev- 
en-story brick building in West Van 
Buren street occupied by the Cash 
Buyers’ Unien destroyed property va!l- 
ved at $600,000. 

Spreading rapidly, the fire soon as- 
sumed such large proportions that the 
whole district was in danger and a sec- 
ond alarm was sent in, fellowed by 4 
series of extra calls for ad“itional men 
and apparatus. When the fire penetrat- 
ed to the adjoining bullding, occupied 
by the Zeno Manufacturing Company, 
a four-story structure, the firemen were 
ordered to the roofs of adjacent build- 
ings to fight hte flames. 

Within a few minutes the fire had 
gutted the structure and spread to the 
Beeston Rubber Paint Company. Then 
the flames, cracking the brick walls 
of the bullding, spread to No. 160-2 Wesa 
Van Buren street, causing heavy dam- 
age to the Peninsular Stove Company, 
which firm occupied the seven floors. 

So fierce did the biase become that 
burning sparks, carried by a high gale, 
were driven far over the district and 
bilidings blocks away caught fire. 
With a detonation that was heard for 
squares, an explosion,in the basement 
of the Cash Buyers’ Union tore up the 
streets and sidewalks, throwing firemen 
into the air and knocking the live wires 
of the Van Buren-street electric car 
line down. Fred Blocki, a fireman, was 
struck on the head by falling bricks 
and severely injured. 

Crashing down through the walls of 
the structure adjoining came the tow- 
ering walls of the Peninsular Stove 
Company building and those of the 
Cash Buyers’ Union tottered and col- 
lapsed.

AY CUTTING IS 


POINTS ON THEIR SIDE URGED 
BY LUMBERMEN. 


Removal of Big Trees, They Argue, 
Does Not Injure Water-gathering 
and Water-retaining Qualities of 
Watershed—Smalier Growth, They 
Contend, Shades Ground Better. 


In yesterday's Times was printed a 
report of the action taken Friday 
night by the San,Bernardine Board of 
Trade against the cutting of timber in 
the mountains of that county. — 

In defending their position the lum- 
bermen say that where the big timber 
is standing there is seldom any smal! 
growth about it. The ground about the 
sky-piercing forest monarchs, they 
point out, is generally clear with the 
exception perhaps of a little low wiry 
grass. With such a condition, accord- 
ing to their argument, there is not 
adequate shade to prevent heavy lors 
of moisture by evaporation enhanced 


by much direct exposure to the sun.. 


The timber cutters point to ground 
where the big trees have been  re- 
moved on which land many young 
trees and much smal! growth such as 
brakes and other kinds of underbrush 
is growing thickly. 

This abundant young growth, they 
declare, prevents evaporation more ef- 
fectively and forms a nucleus for a 
new forest. The big trees now, being 
cut awdy, so the lumbermen say, have 
reached mature old age and within a 
few more years would doubtless fall 
without the aid of the ax man so that 
their removal now does not by many 
years anticipate nature. - 

In the mountain country about Sky- 
land, in San Bernardino county, where 
the cutting has not been followed by 
extensive fires, many smal! conifers of 
ages running up to twenty or twenty- 
five years are starting thriftily. The 
older trees in that vicinity, according 
to forest experts, have been growing 
about 400 or 450 years. 

It is likely that another five, years 
will solve the problem. The mountain 
forest area held in Southern California 
by private parties ia limited and it 's 
estimated that at the present rate all 
“of the available timber not on the for- 
est reserves will have been removed 
within that period. 

In Los Angeles county little or no 
timber is being taken out for the saw- 
mills. In San Bernardino county sev- 
eral concerns are operating on private 
holdings. The lumbering is mostly 
done in the spring, summer and fall 
cnonths. Snow renders the work im- 
practicable during the winter. The 
present output of lumber is estimated 
at between 12,000,000 and 15,000,000 feet 
per year. A dozen vessels might bring 
as much-to the port of San Pedro 
within less than a week. — 

The lumber taken fr the San Ber- 
nardino mountains ts for the most 
part used for cruder purposes of con- 
struction. Much of it gves into orange 
boxes.

Santa Fe and Texas Pacific Give 
One-half Carload Rates to Carisbad. 
Fifteen Rigs Going There from the 
Local and Bakersfield District—in- 
dependent Opens ‘Frisco Office. 


The most important development of 
Interest to speculators in oil stocks 
and holders of Union and United Pe- 
troleum is the report, from reliable 
sources, of a coming increase in the 
already large dividends paid by the 
Union.

PROPOSED BIL

Los Angeles Realty Board Has Changes 


to Suggest in the State 
Laws. > 

The Los Angeles Realty Board has 
prepared two bilis for submission to the 
State Legisiature, relating to ma:ters 
especiaily pertinent to the business of 
members of the board, and it has now 
in preparation a third bil, 
with the problem of vacant lots, upon 
which it will also ask the Legisia.ure 
to take action. 

One of the bdiils relates to actions for 


obiaining possession of rea! property, | 


the manver in which tenants may Le 
ejected, and providing the form of 
complaint, the form and amount of the 
undertaking, and the form of the writ 
of ejectment, and the manner of serv- 
ing the writ. The measure provides for 
the tment of delinquent and de- 
flant tenants, after notice in all of at 
least five days; and the Realty Board 
claims that the passage of this act 
would be but simple justice to the own- 
ers of rented property. 

The other bill which will be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature is to author- 
ize the permission of proof of ora! 
agreements to pay a commission for 

ecting the sale or purchase of a 

ece of real estate. The Realty Board 

lieves that in this measure it has 
overcome the objections urged against 
former bills dealing with the same sub- 
ject, and that were its provisions put 
inte effect, there would be ample safe- 
guard for honest owners of property 
against possible attempts by unscrupu- 
lous agents to extort unearned com- 
missions. The board states its argu- 
ments for the praposed law as follows: 

“The safeguards inst abuse are, 
briefly: (1) the provision that but one 
commission can be recovered, which 
relieves an owner of possible attack by 
several persons claiming participation 
in negotiations for a deal; (2) the re- 

uirements for bonds for payment of 
the defendant's expenses in case the 
plaintiff fails to éstablish his sult; this 
will effectually bar blackmailing suits 
and all others, except in cases where 
the agent is absolutely confident of his 
sole right to the commission. These 
previsions together make the rightful 
agent an ally ef the owner or purchaser 
as against all other possible claimants. 
Recovery of a commission wrongfully 
would involve conspiracy and perjury 
net only by the agent and confederate 
witnesses but also by one of the prin- 
cipals to the deal, inasmuch as an- 
other provision of the bill is that title 
to the property must have been trans- 
ferred before sult can be brought." 


BROKEN RECORDS. 


A Few Traditions Smashed During the 
Year at Postmaster Flint’s 
Workshop. 

During the past month there have 
been 14,082 changes of address recorded 
at the local postoffice. This not only 
breaks al! local records for change, but 
it is doubtful if it could be paralleled 
in the United States. Hundreds of 
families seem to believe in the literal 
truth of the adage that implies 4 sav- 
ing of rent when moving is frequent. 
The mail service has been vuninter- 
rupted, however, as the carriers have 
kept pace with the victims of the mi- 
gratery mania. 

The postal receipts for 1904, figured 
up yesterday in Mr. Fiint's office, show 
a gain of more than $100,000 over last 
year. The aggregate for the twelve- 
month is $599,681.28, as against $497,- 
631.06 for the preceding period of equa! 
length. December, month of Christ- 
mas gifts, of course, heads the list, 
with receipis of $70,000. Next to this 
comes March, with receipts of $55,000. 
January. October and November each 
came up with more than $52,000, while 
September. just preceding a big month, 
goes lowest with only $42.000 to ite 
credit. The Christmas mail businces of 
1903 barely exceeded $59,000. 

Today the postoffice wiil observe its 
regular Sunday hours. omorrow the 
New Year's holiday will celebrated, 
and the office will be kept open only 
until noon. The city carriers wi!!l make 
complete morning deliveries.

OF GAS 
IN POMONA. 


SUPREME COURT DECIDES CASE 
AGAINST COMPANY. 


On Writ of Review of Cases Ap- 
pealed to the Superior Court the 
State’s Highest Tribunal Sustains 
the City in the Right to Enforce 
Ordinance Fixing Rates. 


POMONA, Dec. 31.—A ‘telegram was 
received by City Attorney Robert 4G. 
Loucks today announcing that the city 
has won a sweeping decision in the 
fas cases pending in the Supreme 
Court. 

According to the news conveyed by 
he message the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting in San Francisco, has decided in 
favor of the municipality ‘the two 
cases taken from the City Recorder's 
Court of this city, in which Paul J. 
Beninger, an employé of the gas com- 
pany, Wag defendant and the case 
taken from the same tribunal in which 
Rh. C. Carter, another employé of the 
gas -company, was defendant. 

The cases are based on prosecutions 
conducted by the City Attorney, acting 
on complaints accusing the defendants 
of misdemeanors. The defendants were 
charged with having violated the city 
ordinance fiximg the rate for gas at 
$1.50 per 1000 feet. They were found 
guilty in the Recorder's Court and 
their cases were appealed to the Su- 
perior Court. Judge Wilbur decided 
the cases in favor of the city and the 
gas company’s men succeeded in get- 
ting the matter before the Supreme 
Court On writs of review. It is on 
those writs that the decision has been 
obtained. 

' When the cases were taken originally 
into the Recorder's Court the City 
Trustees were opposed to civil actions 
to compel the company to reduce its 
rates. The City Attorney. who did not 
have the support of the City Trustees, 
accordingly took the cases into court 


on criminal or misdemeanor com- 
plaints. 

“The effect of the decision,” said 
City Attorney Loucks tonight, “is to 


sustain the ordinance of this city fix- 
ing rates for gas. Under the decision a 
city may not only fix the rates, but 
may conduct a criminal prosecution to 
secure the enforcement of the ordt- 
nance fixing them.”

MERCENARY SPIRIT AND 
SIMPLICITY. 


E have in passing touched 


a certain wide-spread 
prejudice which attributes 
to money a& magic power. Hav- 
ing come #onear enchanted 
ground we wil! not retire in awe, but 
pliant a firm foot here, persuaded of 
many truths that should be spoken. 
They are not new, but how they are 
forgotten! 

§ see no possible way of doing with- 
out money. The only thing that 
theorists or legislators who accuse it 
of all our ills have hitherto achieved, 
has been to change its name or form. 
But they have never been able to dis- 
pease with a symbol representative of 
te commercia] value of things. One 
gight as well wish to do away with 
written language as to do away with 
money. Nevertheless, this question 
@ a circulating medium is very trou- 
piesome. It forms one of the chief 
@ements of complication in our life. 
The economic difficulties amid which 
we still flounder, social conventionali- 
tes, ard the entire organization of 
modern hfe, have carried gold to a 
rank so eminent that it is not aston- 
ishing to find the imagination of man 
ettributing to it a sort of royalty. And 


ft is on this side that we shall attack 


the problem. 

The term money has for appendage 
that of merchandise. If there were 
g®@ merchandise there would be no 
@Goney; but as long as there is mer- 
-@andise tticre will be money, little 
matter under ‘what form. The source 
@all the abuses which center around 
Money lies in a lack of discrimina- 
te. People have confused under 
the term and idea of merchandise, 
things which have no relation with 
ose another. They have attempted 
@ give a venal value to things which 
neither could haye it nor ought to. 
The idea of purchase and sale has in- 
vaded ground where it may justly be 
considered an enemy and a usurper. 
It is reasonable that wheat, potatoes, 
wine, fabrics, should be bought and 
sold, and it is perfectly natural that 
® man’s labor procure him rights to 
life, and that there be put into his 
bands something whose value repre- 
Semis them; but here already the 
analogy ceases to be complete. A 
man’s labor is not merchandise i, the 
tame sense as a sack of flour or a 
ton of coal. Into this labor enter 
tlements which cannot be valued in 
money. In short, there are things 
which can in no wise be bought: 
sleep, for instance, knoWledge of the 
future, talent. He who offers them 
for sale must be considered a fool or 
an impostor. And yet there are 
gentiemen who coin money by such 
trafic. They sell what does not be- 
long to them, and their dupes pay 
fictitious values in veritable coin. 
86, too, there are dealers in pleasure, 
Sealers in love, dealers in miracles, 
fealers in patriotism, and the title of 
merchant, so honorable when it 
represents a man selling that which 


1s in truth a commodity of trade, be- 


tomes the worst of stigmas when 
there is question of the heart, of re- 
ligion, of country. 

Almost all men are agreed that to 
barter with one’s sengiments, his 
honor, his cloth, his pen, or bis note, 
ls infamous. Unfortunately this idea, 
which suffers no contradiction as a 
theory, and which thus stated seems 
rather a commonplace than a high 
moral truth, has infinite trouble to 
make its way in practice. Traffic bas 
Invaded the world. The money- 
changers are established even in the 
Sanctuary, and by sanctuary I do not 
mean religious things alone, but 
whatever mankind holds sacred and 
inviolable. It is not gold that com- 
plicates, corrupts and debases life; it 
is Our mercenary spirit. 

The mercenary spirit resolves 
everything into a single question: 
How much ig«that going to bring me? 
and sums up everything in a single 
axiom: With money you can pro- 
cure anything. Following these two 
principles of conduct, a society may 
descend to a degree of infamy impos- 
sible to describe or imagine. 

How much is it going to bring me? 
This question, so legitimate whiie it 
concerns those precautions which 
each ought to take to assure his sub- 
sistence by his labor, becomes perni- 
cious as soon as it passes its limits 
and dominates the whole life. This 
ig so true that it vitiates even the

better; but if to inspire me in this la- 
bor I have only the desire to get the 
pay, nothing could be worse. A man 
whose only motive for action is his 
wages, does a bad piece of work;

Nothing 
better proves that man is not a ma- 
chine than this fact: Two men at 
work with the same forces and the 
same movements, produce totally dif- 
ferent results. Where lies the cause 
of this phenomenon? In the diver- 
gence of their intentions. One has 
the mercenary spirit, the other has 
singleness of purpose. Both receive 
their pay, but the labor of the one is 
barren; the other has put his soul 
into his work. The work of the first 
is like a grain of sand, out of which 
nothing comes through all eternity; 
the other's work is like the living 
seed thrown into the ground; it ger- 
minates and brings forth harvests. 
This is the secret which explains 
why so many people have failed while 
employing the very processes by 
which others succeed. Automatons 
do not reproduce their kind, and mer- 
cenary labor yields no fruit. | 

Unquestionably we must bow  be- 
fore economic facts, and recognize 
the difficulties of living; from day to 
day it becomes more imperative to 
combine well one’s forces in order to 
succeed in feeding, clothing, housing 
and bringing upafamily. He who does 
not rightly take account of these cry- 
ing necessities, who makes no calcu- 
lation, no provision for the future, is 
but a visionary or an incompetent, 
and runs the risk of sooner or later 
asking alms of those at whose par- 
simony he has sneered. And yet, 
what would become of us if these 
cares absorbed us entirely? If, mere 
accountants, we should wish to 
measure our effort by the money it 
brings, do nothing that does not end 
in a receipt, and consider as things 
worthless or pains lost whatever can- 
not be drawn up in figures on the 
pages of a ledger? Did our mothers 
look for pay in loving us and caring 
for us? What would become of fil- 
ial piety if we asked it for loving and 
caring for our aged parents? 

What does it t yon to speak the 
truth? Misunderstandings, some- 
times sufferings and persecutions. 
To defend your country? Weariness, 
wounds and often death. To do good? 
Annoyance, ingratitude, even re- 
sehtment. Sélf-sacrifice enters into 
all the essential actions of humanity. 
1 defy the closest calculators to 
maintain their position in the world 
without ever appealing to aught but 
their calculations. True, those who 
know how to make their “pile” are 
rated as men of ability. But look 
a little closer. How much of it do 
they owe to the unselfishness of the 
sim ple-hearted ? Would they have 
succeeded had _ they met only 
shrewd men of their own sort, having 
for device: “No money, no service?” 
Let us be outspoken; it is due to cer- 
tain people who do not count too rig- 
orously that the world gets on. The 
most beautiful acts of service and 
the hardest tasks have generally lit- 
tle remuneration or none. Fortu- 
nately there are always men ready 
for unselfish deeds; and even for 
those paid only in suffering, though 
they cost gold, peace and even life. 
The part these men play is often 
Who of 
us has not heard recitals of experi- 
ences wherein the narrator regretted 
some st kindness he had done. 
some ble he had taken, to have 
nothing but vexation in return? 
These confidences generally end 
thus: “It was folly to do the thing!” 
Sometimes it is right so to judge; for 
it is always a mistake to cast pearls 
before swine; but how many lives 
there are whose sole acts of real 
beauty are these very ones of which 
the doers repent because of men’s in- 
gratitude! Our wish for humanity 
is that the number of these foolish 
deeds may go on increasing. 

Annowl arrive atthe “credo” of 
the mercenary spirit. It is charac- 
terized by brevity. For the mercen- 
ary man, the law and the prophets 
are contained in this one axiom: 
With money you can get anything. 
From a surface view of our social 
life, nothing seems evident. 
“The sinews of war,” “the shining 
mark,’ “the key that opens all doors,” 
“king money!” If one gathered up 
all the sayings about the glory and 
power of gold, he could make a litany 
longer than that which is chanted in 
honor of the Virgin. You must be 
without a penny, if only for a day or 
two, and try to live in this world of 
ours, to have any idea of the needs 
of fim whose purse is empty. I in- 
vite those who love contrasts and un- 
forseen situations, to attempt to live 
without money for three days, and 
far from their friends and acquuint- 
ances—in short, far from the society 
in which they are somebody. They 
wil gain more experience in_ forty- 
eight hours than in a year otherwise. 


Alas for some people! They have 
this experience thrust upon them, 
and when veritable ruin descends 
around their heads, it is useless to 


remain in their own country, among 
the companions of their youth, their 


former colleagues, even those in- 
debted to them. People affect to 
know them no longer. With what 


bitterness do they comment upon the 
creed of money:—With gold one may 
have what he will; without it, impos- 
sible to have anything! They become 
pariahs, lepers, whom everyone 
shuns. Flies swarm round cadavers, 
men round gold. Take away the 
gold, nobody is there. Oh, it has 
caused tears to flow, this creed of 
gain! Bitter tears, tears of blood, 
even from those very eyes which 
once adored tho golden calf. 

And with it all, this creed is false, 
quite false. I shall not advance to 
the attack with hackneyed tales of 
the rich man astray in a deseri, who 
cannot get even a drop of water for 
his gold: or the decrepit millionaire 
who would give half what he has to 
buy from a stalwart fellow without a 
cent, his twenty years and his lusty 
health. No more shall I attempt.to 
prove that one cannot buy happiness. 


the clumsy lie hidden beneath an 
axiom that all the world goes about 
repeating. 

Fill your purse to the best of your 
means, and let us set out for one of 
the watering-places of which there 
are so many. I mean some little 
town formerly unknown and ful! of 
simple folk, respectful and hospita- 
ble, among whom it was good to be, 
and cost little. Fame with her hun- 
dred trumpets has announced them to 
the world, and shown them bow they 
can profit from their situation, their 
climate, their personality. You start 
out, on the faith of Dame Rumor, 
flattering yourself that with your mon- 
ey you are going to find quiet place 
to rést, and, far from the world of 
civilization and convention, weave a 
bit of poetry into the warp of your 
days. 

The beginning is gvod. Nature's 
setting and some patriarchal = cos- 
tumes, slow to disappear, delight 
you. But as time passes, the im- 
pression is spoiled. The 
side of things begins to show. This 
which you thought was as true an- 
tique as family heirlooma, is naught 
but trickery to mystify the credulous. 
Everything is labeled, all is for sale, 
from the earth to the inhabitants. 
These primitives have Become. the 
mGst consummate of sharpers. Given 
your money, they have resolved the 
problem of getting it with the least 
expense to themselves. On all sides 
are nets and traps, like spider webs, 
and the fiy that this gentry lies 
snugly in wait for is you. This is 
what twenty or thirty years of venal- 
ity have doné for a population once 
simple and honest, whose contact was 
grateful indeed to men worn by city 
life. Home-made bread has disap- 
peared, butter comes from the dealer, 
they know to an art how to skim milk 
and adulterate wine; they have ajl 
the vices of dwellers in cities without 
their virtues. 

As you leave, you count your mon- 
ey, So much is wanting,: that you 
make complaint. You are wrong. 
One never paystoo dear for the con- 
viction that there are things which 
money will not buy. 

You have need in your house of an 
intelligent and comp¢tent servant; at- 
tempt to find this rara avis. Accord. 
ing to the principle that with money 
one may get anything, you ought, as 
the position you offer is inferior, or- 
dinary, good or exceptional, to find 
servants unskilled, average, excellent, 
superior. But all those who present 
themselves for the vacant post are 
listed in the last category, and are 
fortified with certificates to support 
their pretentions. It is true that 
nine times out of ten, when put to the 
tests, these experts are found wholly 
wanting. Then why did they en- 
gage themselves with you? They 
ought, in truth, to reply as does the 
cook in the comedy, who is dearly 
paid and proves to know nothing: 
“Why. did you bye out as a cordon 

bleu? 
It was to get bigger commissions.” 

That is the great affair. You will 
always find people who like to get big 
wages. More rarely you find capa- 
bility. And if you are looking for 
probity,the difficulty increases. Mer- 
cenaries may be had for the asking; 
faithfulness is another thing. Far 
be it from me to deny the existence of 
faithful servants, at once “intelligent 
and upright. But you will encounter 
as many, if not more, among the illy- 
paid as among those most highly sal- 
aried. And it little matters where 
you find them, you may be sure that 
they are not faithful in their own in- 
terest; they are faithful because they 
have somewhat of that simplicity 
which renders us capable of self-ab- 
negation. 

We also hear on a!) sides the adage 
that money is the sinews of war. 
There is no question but that war 
costs much money, and we know 
something about it. Does this mean 
that in order to defend herself against 
her enemies and to honor her flag, a 
country need only be rich? In oklen 
time the Gregks took it upon them- 
selves to teach the Persians the 
contrary, and this lesson will never 
cease to be repeated in history. With 
money, ships, cannon, horses may 
be bought; but not so military genius, 


administrative wisdom, discipline, en-. 


thusiasm. Put millions into the hands 
of your recruiters, and charge them 
to bring you a great leader and an 
army. You will find a hundred cap- 
tains instead of one, and a thousand 
soldiers. But put them under fire; 
you will have enough of your hire- 
lings! At least one might imagine 
that with money alone it is possible 
to liglten misery. Ab! that, too, is 
an illusion from which we must turn 


away. Money, be the sum grevyt or 
small, is a seed which germinate 
into abuses. Unless there go with it 


intelligence, kindness, much know!l- 
edge of men, it will do nothing but 
harm, and we run great risk of cor- 
rupting both those who receive our 
bounty and those charged with its dis- 
tribution. 

Money will not answer for every- 
thing; it is a power, but it is not all- 
powerful. Nothing complicates life, 
demoralizes man, perverts the normal 
course of society like the development 
of venality. Wherever it reigns, 
everybody is duped by everybody 
else: ont-ean no longer put trust in 


persons or things, no longer obtain 
anything of value. We would not 
be detractors of money, but this gen- 
eral law must be applied to it: Every- 
thing in its own place When gold, 
which should be a servant, becomes a 
tyrannical power, affronting morality, 
dignity and liberty; when some exert 
themselves to obtain it at any price, 
offering for sale what is not mer- 
chandise, and others, possessing | 
wealth, fancy that they can purchase

‘FISH AS FOOD 
FOR SOLDIERS. 


Japanese ‘A rmy Served With 
Tabloids of Brain Food. 


Japan Called Leading Fishing 
Nation of the World, 


Little Brown Men Eat Raw 
Fish and Dine on Sharks. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. | 
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26-—I saw 

this morning a specimen of the emer- 
gency ratiofis furnished the Japanese 
army. It look like a petrified ba- 
nana of the largest size, and when I 
picked it up it\ made me think of a 
whetstone. I tried to scratch it with 
my finger nail, but could not dent the 
surface. I smelled it and perceived 
hardly an odor. Nevertheless it was 
all fish, compressed into a gigantic 
tabloid of brain and nerve food. It 
is in such shape that it can be packed 
in bags or boxes and carried on the 


can carry it in their pockets or iz 


been caught at one time in such a 
net. The yellowtail are large fish of 
somewhat the same character as the 
bonito. These 20,000 are said to have 
averaged twenty pounds apiece, mak- 
ing a total catch of about 400,000 
pounds.” 

“How is the fishing carried on, Dr. 
Smith, by individuals or by trusts?” 

“It is largely by individuals, al- 
though there are companies of fisher- 
men which club together. The large 
nets to which I have referred often 
belong to one village and are owned 
in common by the fishermen ofthat 
village. Indeed, such a net often 
raises a town from poverty to af- 
fluence. I knew one village which 
had been poor, but had grown rich 
through codéperative fishing by means 
of one net. The catch brought in 
about fifty thousand dollars a year, 
| which is a large income for a small 
Japanese town.” 

“Where are the chief 
fisheries, Dr. Smith?’ 

“They are found everywhere along 
the coast. Japan consists of maay 
hundreds of volcanic isifnds, some 
large and some very small. The wa- 
ter ig very deep a_ short distance 
from the coast, and you have all 
kinds of fishing and almost ail kinds 
of fish. There ig scarcely any part 
of the empire where fresh fish may 
not be had daily. Everyone’ eats 
fish, and dried fish are stored away 
and shipped to China. Korea and oth- 
er parts of the Far East. 

“The government does more to fos- 
ter the fisheries than here in the 
United States. We devote ourselves 
to propagating fish in order to If

their haversacks, and a few chunks 
with rice would form a meal for a 
company. The Russians are bring- 
ing their meat over the trans-Sibe- 
rian road. They have to have enor- 
Mous quantities to feed the army, and 
the cars are taxed to their utmost ca- 
pacity. The Japanese ship their 
food in boats. It consists largely of 
rice and this fish, although other 
foods of different kinds are supplied. 
Indeed, the fate of the war may yet 
rest upon fish, and the fight is large- 
ly one of the fish eater and 0beef 
eater. 

JAPAN’S BIG FISHING -INDUSTRY. 

The Japanese are among the mos: 
skilled fishers in the world. They 
farm the water as we do the land, 
and their annual fish product runs 
high into the millions. It was at the 
National Bureau of Fisheries that I 
saw the fish I have described, and 
there I talked with Dr. H. M. Smith, 
who was sent by the United States 
government a little over a year ago 
to Japan to examine into its fisheries 
for the people of the United States. 
Dr. Smith's coming was announced 
to the Japanese government, and dur: 
ing his stay he had with him experts 
from the imperial fish commission 
and also the local fish officers of the 
various States. He traveled more 
than 5000 miles through the country, 
visiting the fisheries, and as a result 
has brought back much information 
of value. 

Dr. Smith thinks the Japanese are 
the leading fishing nation of the 
world. Said he: 

“The Japanese have more than a 
thousand varieties of fish, and they 
eat them all, in one shape or an- 
other. Their water products annu- 
ally amount to $30,000,000, and they 
have. altogether about 500,000 fishing 
vessels and boats. They have many 
ships which devote’ thetnselves en- 
tirely to fishing, and more than 100,- 
000 of their boats are above eighteen 
feet long. There are, I should say, 
almost a million professional fianer- 
men, and more than that who devote 
themselves to farming and fishing 
combined. Here in the United States 
we have about 150,000 fishermen. 
Japan has fifteen fishermen. to our 
one, and that notwithstanding the na- 
tion is only one-half the size of ours.” 

FISH AS WAR FOOD. 

“Tell me something about the fish 
that the Japanese are using as war 
food, Dr. Smith,” said I, as I picked 
up the brown, whetstone-like object 
referred to in my first paragraph. 

“That is the bonito,” was the re- 


ply. “It is caught by the thousands 
in the Japanese waters. In*tthe year 
1900 nearly 17,000,000 pounas of 
were taken, and the anuual output of 
it sells for.something like $2,000,090. 
The bonito fish weighs three and 


more pounds. It is a round 
fist In curing it the bones -are first 
taken ou!

The 
Japanese are fond of it.” 
THE BIGGEST NETS 
WORLD. 

“How is it caught?” 

“Chiefly in huge nets. 
the largest nets in the world are 
used in Japan for catching bonito. 
I saw one there which was about a 
thousand feet long end two hundred 
feet wide, with wings two hundred 
and fifty feet long extending out at 
each end. It took thirty boats to man- 
age that net. The fish were first 
driven in between the wings, finding 
their way from them into the great 
bag-like net at the end. Then the 
men fastened the net and drew it up 
out of the water. They caught an 
enormous quantity of fish. Indeed,

They are regulated a d 
advanced in every way possible. in 
addition to the impérial. gove n- 
ment, the various States have fish de- 
partments connected with them, and 
altogether the industry receives large 
government aid.” 

THE RED HERRINGS OF JAPAN. 

“Does Japan have about the same 
fish that we have?” 

“It has many similar to ours, such 
as the mackerel, halibut, herring 
and others. I did not find the shad. 
The favorite fish is the tai, some 
what similar to our red snapper. 
About $2,000,000 worth of it is con- 
sumed yearly. 

“As to the herring,” continued Dr. 
Smith, “that is one of the most val- 
uable of the Japanese fishes. It 
runs in schoois, just as off the coast 
of Northern Europe. lt is caught 
in seins, and the product selis for 
about $4,000,000 annually. The her- 
ring are also dried and pickled for ex- 
port.” 

“How about eating fish raw, doc- 
tor? I uhdetstand that is common 
in Japan.” 

“It is, and I assure you that raw 
fish are not so bad when properly 
served. Take a fresh tai and slice 
it thin. Bring it cold to the table 
and eat it with chopsticks, dipping 
each bite into soy or bean juice, and 
you will find it delicious. The Japa- 
nese, however, usually eat their fish 
cooked. They have fried fish. baked 
fish, fish soup, and fish relishes of 
various kinds. They are good cooks 
and are especialiy skilled in the 
preparation of fish.” 


WATER FARMS WHICH PAY $300 
PER ACRE. 

“The Japanese have many water 
products in addition to fish,” said Dr. 
Smith. “They raise sea weed and 
water vegetables. Indeed, some of 
the bays are far more vaiuable for 
farming than the lands adjoining 
them. The Bay of Tokyo is so valu 
able that it is held by the govern- 
ment and leased out by the acre to 
farmers. Some parts of that bay 
produce as much as 500 per acre 
every year in water vegetables. The 
farmers cut brush, tie it up in bun- 
dies and stick tt down into the sand 
so that it is almost covered at high 
tide. The spores of the water plants 
attach themselves to these bushes 
and grow, being fed by the water 
which rises and falls with the tide. 
From time to time during the year 
the plants are picked off and carried 
to the marké@t for sale. They are 
used for favoring soups and as a 
condiment. Several hundred thous- 
and dollars’ worth of such vegeta- 
bles are annually taken from Tokyo 
Bay. 

SEA WEED AND FISH OATMEAL. 

“An enormous amount of sea weed 
is also produced in. Japan,” Dr. 
Smith continued. “This is gaihered 
and used in a varicty of shapes. It 
is very nutritious, and is so much 
liked by the people that you wil! not 
find a Japanese family which does 
not consume some of it. every day of 
the year. We have aboul the same 
varieties of sea weod, but the most of 
it goes to waste. Take the kombu, 
for instance, which is made from 
kelp, such as is found along our At- 
lantic Coast. The Japanese use a 
million dollars’ worth of it every year 
and we let it goto waste. About the 
only sea weed taat we take advan- 
tage of is the kind known as -¢lrish 
moss, We gather abont $40,000 
worth per year. Some of the Japa- 
nese sea weed is put up in the shape 
of powder and used for soup and 
flavoring. Some of it might be 
made into a very nourishing breakfast 
food. indeed, I have a bottle of 
such breakfast food here new. I call 
it fish oatmeal. 

“And then the Japanese make vez- 
etable isinglass out of sea weed and 
ship it to Europe, America and China. 
They send it to Holland for soupand 


to China to be used in.place of bird's 


nest soup. It is very clear, and it 
has much the same properties.” 
THEY EAT SHARKS. 

“Il have been told, Dr. Smith, that 
the Japanese eat sharks.” 

“Yes, they do,” was. the reply. 
“They make $200,000 a year out of 
their shark fisheries, and something 
like $80,000 out of shark fins. Many 
of the fins are sent to China, where 
they are considered a great delicacy. 
As to sharks, they are even eaten in 
this country, being often served up 
under other names. They eat dog 
fish, such as we have in great droves 


along our coast. We do not eat 
them, t they are excellent when 
fresh canned, and I predict that 


the day will come when one will be 
able to buy either dog fish or shark 
meat in the markets.” 

“How about salmon’” 

“The Japanese have salmon, but 
they are not so good as ours. They 
are like the poorest variety of the 
Pacific Coast salmon. The people 
consider them a great delicacy, and. it 
is customary to send a big salmon 
to one’s friend on New Year's Day.” 

“Are there good fisheries in Nerth- 
ern Japan, Dr. Smith?” 

“Yes, very rich ones. There are 
many cod along the Island of Yezzo, 
and the fisheries stili farther North 
are valuable. This is especially so 
about Saghalin, the island which the 
Russians took from Japan. I under. 
stand that the Japanese will demand 
its réturn, if they are successful in 
the present war. If they get it it 
will add $15, 000 a year to their 
fishing product.’ 

FISHERIES OF CHINA. 

“How do the Chinese fishermen 
compare with those of Japan?” 

“I have not been in China,” said 
Dr. Smith. “Indeed, but little is 
known about the water wealth of the 
country, except that its fish product 
is enormous. It is said that it has 
more than a thousand different vari- 
eties of fish, and that in Macao, near 
Canton, one may have a_ different 
kind of fish every morning the year 


round. The Chinese must have 
much the same fish as Japan. They 
have mackerel, herring, shark and 


carp. They have shell fish, oysters 
and prawns, shrimps and crabs. The 
people use cormorants for fishing. 
They havea vast boat population and 
there must be fishermen every- 
where.” 


CORMORANT FISHING IN JAPAN. 
“Is there any cormorant fishing in 


Japan?” 

“Yes. I have brought back excel- 
lent photographs showing how cor- 
morant fishing is done,” said Dr. 
Smith. “I do not know that the cus- 
tom originated with the Japanese, 
but it is mentioned in Japanese liter- 
ature as far back as 700 A. D. The 
people go out with the cormorants, 
sometimes using as many as sixteen 
birds to one boat. Before the birds 
are started out a string is tied tight- 
ly about the neck of each to keep it 
from swallowing the fish. They are 
also tied by long strings to the 
boats. Sometimes metal rings are 
put around the throat to prevent the 
fish from sliding into the stomach. 
The birds dive down into the water 
and bring up the fish, whereupon the 


boaimen pull them in, force open 
thetr vills amd squeeze the throats 
until the fish drop out. Then the 


birds are started out for a _ fresh 


catch.” 

“I suppose cormorants are raised 
for this purpose?” 

“Yes, and they are also caught in 
the winter as they go southward.. 
Once trained, they will work for 
yeors, the birds living to be fifteen or 
twenty years old. Some cormorants 


are very skillful, catching as many 
as a Gundred fish per hour.” 

JAPANESE FISH CANNERISS. 

“The Japanese are developing their 
fisheries from a commercial stand- 
point,” Dr. Smith continued. “They 
have canning and pickling establish- 
ments, and are putting up all sorts of 
things for export. Here is @ copy 
of the catalogue of their St. Louis 
fish exhibit. It treats of everything 
from sardines to whales, and shows 
what they are doing along various 
lines. The annual catch of sardines 
is now more than 23,000,000 pounds, 
and sardines are sold fresh, dried and 
salted. At the experimental Osh 
station of Aichi-ken they have been 
salting down fresh sardines into bar- 
rels as an experiment, and if there is 
a demand for them a million barreis 
may be easily cured in that way in 
one year. In the past, many sar 
dines have been pressed into guane 
and sold for fertilizers. They are 
now being put up in oll. A great deal 
of the herring catch is used for 
guano, and this is so with other 
fish.” 

“Do they have much salt macke® 
el?” is asked. 

“Yes, and the goverument has been 
paying a bounty on mackerel cured 
after American methods. They hope 
to ship mackerel to this country, but 
so far have not been able to do so for 
lack of good barrels. At present, 
mackerel are sold in Kobe at $9 per 
half barrel. Some mackerel are 
now being put up in oil, and this is 
so with gray mullet and other 
fish.” 

WHALE AND FISH OILS. 

“You spoke of whale fishing. De 
they have whales near Japan?” 

“The whale hunt is chiefly ip the 
Korean waters,” said the fish expert. 
“There is a whale company whic? 
has three factories In Japan and 
many stations on the coast of Korea. 
It annually produces 1,000,000 gal- 
lons of whale oil. The Japanese are 
also making cod liver oil for medi- 
cinal purposes. They make all they 
need themselves and export 
siderable quantity. They make & 
fine clock oil from the dolphin, and 
they have recently begun to make 
herring oil, sardine oil and shark oil, 
Indeed, they are quite up-to-date is 
the use of all their fish products.”

day of 1995, a little retrospection may 
not come amiss. When the year 1904 
dawned the San Francisco Labor 
Council Loasted that the city was com- 
pletely unionized, and as convincing 
evidence of this pointed to the fact 
that more than four hundred unions 
Were affiliated with the Labor Coun- 
cil. It was announced that no branch 
of labor in San Francisco was unrev- 
resenied in the rolls of unionism, and 
the prediction was made by the lead- 
ers of unionism, at that time, that the 
coming year was to see a great on- 
ward movement in the cause of or- 
ganized labor. 

At the beginning of the year the 
Citizens’ Alliance wes anzavneed, and 
was received with ridicule by the 
unionisis, who laughed «: the idea of 
an orgacization of empleyers and non- 
unionists which would be effective 
egainst the “clorious onward march of 
unionism.’

Empleyers Can Creak Their Con- 
tracts Made VVith

Under the agreement made 
with the union, Cohen & Son 
were prohibited from employ- 
ing ron-union men and bound 
themselves to pay a forfeit if 
they failed to comply with the 
terms of the contract. The 
firm took into its employ a man 
wio did not show the ecard of 
the United Garment Workers 
of America. I: refused to dis- 
charge the pon-union man and 
the union called out men 
employed in Cohen's shops. The 
strike did not amount to much 
and the Cohen shops are now 
“open.” Balked of its pur- 
pose, the union authorized i's 
president to sue Cohen & Sonto 
recover on the promissory 
noies which were deposited as 
collateral cecurity for the spe- 
cific performance of the’ con- 
tract The Appellate Division 
sustained the ruiing of the low- 
er court, thai agreement 
wasentered intoby the Cohen's 
under duress and coercion and 
is. therefore. illegal.

F. C. Nunemacher of Louisville, in 
“The Liberty of the 
Press,” delivered at the convention of 
the Citizens’ Industrial Association 
held in New York in November, de- 
voted a good part of his time to the 
Internatione! Typographical Union, 
wita which he hes battled for twenty 
years. Mr. Nunemacher said:

When the history of the industrial 
conflict comes to be written, the year 
1904 will take its place in the story 
as the year of the great public awak- 
ening. Until, perhaps, the beginning 
of 1993 public sympathy throughout 
the country was largely on the side 
of the unions in their demands and 
even supported them in their lawless- 
ness, in the belief that the employers 
were unjust and tyrannical. One 
side of the case only had been given 
to the public through the press, and 
that always the union's. While the 
newspapers, with few exceptions, 
chose to be subject to the will of la- 
bor leaders, so far as labor matter

The great heart of the 
American public throbbed with sym- 
pathy for the “downtrodden” and the 
merry war went on against industrial 
freedom and progress, against the 
common rights of the individual and 
the interests of the public.

The public must always be the deter- 
mininzs quantity in the industrial con- 
flict, and the almost uniform resu!t 
in the uaion movements for the year 
just closed leaves no room for doubt 
as to the side the public has been on. 
Tae year 1994 was a year of defeat 
and disaster for strikers and boycot- 
ters, and of congsequont decline in 
unionism. These things have come 
about, not so much because the em- 
ployers are growing more independent 
and organizing for se!f-protection, but 
chiefly because the public has had a 
great awakening and is alive to the 
wrougs and perils of so-called union- 
ism. 

It would be impossible in this arti- 
cle to notice the union activities of 
the past year, or even to cover the 
movements that have had a more or 
less disastrous effect on unionism. It 
will be sufficient to glance 2: a few 
of the more important. The strike 
of the Chicago livery drivers § and 
hackmen will be remembered for the 
utier hearitlessniss and brutality of 
the strikers in invading homes of 
mourning.,in holdingup funeral pro- 
cessions tothe grave,and intheir at- 
tacks on the drivers, all because the 
men employed to drive the carriages 
cid not belong to the union. 


Feeders in the same city was also 
marked by a carnival of crime; the 
features of both strikes aroused the 
indignation of the pubiie throughout 
the country, and public sentiment 
stiffened the emp!oyers to stand cut 
against the demands of the unions. 
The utter collapse ofthe great texiile 
sirike fn Philadelphia and 
early in-the year, was one of toe 
most notable events in the industrial 
world. The strike was caused by 
labor adventurers in sparch of graft 
in strike funds, but while it is graiti- 
fying to know that they did not get 
the haul they had looked for, the 
want and suffering of the 250,009 em- 
ployés involved will never be known. 

The success cf the suits of D. E 
Loewe & Co. of Danbury, Ct., against 
the United Hatters of North Americy 
for boycotting and Conspiracy, be- 
cause Loewe & Co. insisted upon open 
shop, was a judicial vindication 
their position which attracted wide- 
spread attention and much favorable 
comment. Sam Parks of New York, 
the King of Thugs, died in Sing Sing 
prison in May, where he was serving 
a term for exXtorvion. Since the con- 
viction of Parks, other prominent la- 
por “leaders” have been to pris- 
on to serve Various terms for extor- 
tion, and the year has been notable in 
the number of “ieaders’ who have 
stolen union funds.

Feceration of Labor Has made many 
fool moves in histime, but never any 
one more so than his attempt, in the 
early fall, to again scare politiciang 
into subjection by issuing a circular 
to the unions, in which they were in

answers. The course of industrial 
affairs, the well-known attitude of the 
public and the awakening of politi- 
cians to the value of the ‘labor vote,” 
should have served to give Mr. Gom- 
pers pause; he evidently believed the 
Federation of Labor was still a power 
in polities, and it required the, sweep 
ing victory for Mr. Roosevelt and 
those of all the others who were op 
posed to union labor to convince him 
of the opposite—if anything can con- 
vince him. 

The progress of the open-shop 
movement has been one of the most 
impressive features of the year in the 
labor world, and emphasizes more 
than anything else could the changed 
attitude of the employers toward 
unionism when they find a united pub. 
lic sentiment behind them and recov- 
er their courage. Another feature 
of no lees importance has been the 
Citizens’ Alliance movement which is 
essentially a result of the changed pub- 
lic sentiment. 

Chicago, the Mecca of the union 
thug, gives promise of regaining most 
of iis liberty before the year 19056 
reaches its close. Unionism lost 100,- 
000 members in that city alone in 


ee and organization has practically 


eased. The unions are subdued, la- 
bor leaders, knowing the almost cer- 
tain results, do not counsel strikes, 
and are satisfied with simply holding 
their easy jobs. The determined at- 
titude of awakened employers and the 
equal determination of a long-suffer- 
ing public to aid any movement that 
willcrush andridthecity ofits criml- 
nal and tyrannical pests, have done 
these things for Chicago. New York 
is recovering itself, though slowly, 
but another year will probably wit- 
ness, the emancipation of San Fram 
cisco. 

Coming to the local fleld, there is 
much to be thankful for. Unionism 
still exists in Los Angeles, but it is 
at bay and is no longer a factor. It 
counts for nothing, and the “leaders” 
—those who have not left the city or 
gone to work, may at times be seen 
skulking about the streets with 
strange, subdued expressions. Yet 
they began the year making assur- 
ances that it would witness great 
things for wnionism. They pinned 
their faith to the Examiner, which 
had just come to town.

A New Phase in the Financial 


Situation of the Nation.

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 23.--The 
massing of gold bars and coin in New 


York City during the past few days, 
for shipment to Mexico, projects an- 


ether picture along the kaleidoscope. 
Kaleidoscopic have been the varying 
phases of the financial situation in 


this country, within the past six or 
eight months. No one dreamed, out- 
side of the limited circle occupied by 
President Diaz and his advisers, even 
three months ago, that Mexico was 
to create a gold dollar—prac- 
tically go on a gold basis. The mas- 
sing of the yellow metal in New 
York is for early shipment to this 
country and bars for that purpose 
were taken last week from the assay 
office. Two New York telegrams _§re- 
ceived Wedne day by private parties 
in this city were of high eignificance. 
The first reported that $3,000,000 in 
gold has been taken from assay of- 
fices by Goldman Sachs Company, for 
ehipment to Mexico connection 
with the proposed currency reform, 
and the second added thai the gold 
coin held for shipment to Mexico was 
for delivery on silver passing 28% 
pence. The advices were received 
with great satisfaction. To those in- 
terested in the secrets of federal 
finance, they recalled the fact that the 
bill introduced into the Mexican Con- 
gress relative to the currency 
form, authorizes the executive to 
“permit the legal circulation, for $ 
limited period, of the gold coin » 
other natjons, at the same time fixing 
their -value in Mexican colin, in case 
the standard ounce of silver In Lon- 
don goes above 28% pence.” 

Last Tuesday, when the operation of 
collecting the gold coin in London for 
shipment to Mexico commenced, the 
etandard ounce -was worth in Lon- 
don 28% pence, which is only 
one-fourth of a penny, or one 
farthing. under the limit provided in 
the currency reform b!ll before Con- 
grees. A private cipher cable re- 
ceived on Thursday by the National 
Rank indicated a “strong market and 
upward tendency.” These are not 
mere coincidences. They also point to 
increased specie circulation. 

MASONRY AND RELIGION. 

Freemasonry has flourished, and is 
flourishing in Mexico despite the un- 
disguised hostility of the dominant 
religious thought, that of the Catholic 
(Church. Perhaps to Masonry is due, 
more than to all else, the Indifference 
toward religion that prevails among 
the men, and it is roughly said that 
there are no Catholics in Mexivo ex- 
cept the women. Like the men _ in 
France there are many free-thinkers 
here among the men, but the women 
are devoted to their church with ite 
ancient and compelling power, and 
they gladly and cheerfully give to the 
church their time and money, their 
tenderest tr their deepest 
worship. One who visits the mam- 
moth catheiral on Palm Sunday or 
Christmas Day, but especially on the 
Day of Corpus Christi, will see that 
vast interior crowded with kneeling 
forms, the great majority women: 
their fair faces bent under the fallin; 
fleck of some lacy mantilla or fram 
in a cheap robowo,. Here and there 
one may fee a Kneeling man, but they 
are few and far between. Yet those 
very men, 80 apparently Indifferent. 
wilt send for a priest when they are 
stricken with sickness. An incident In 
the American colony this week has 
intensified thie situation. A man when 
dying had the priest, and the latter 
went to the American Hospital and 
suid the prayers for the dead. A few 
moments later, liseovering from the 
‘ther people that the man had been a 
Mason, he refused to go to the ceme- 
tery and complete the service. and 
the story found its way into the Mexi- 
can papers that he had withdrawn hia 
prayers. This was contradicted by 
Father Reiss, the priest of the English 
Catholic congregation, who said that 
once prayers were uttered even over 
a Freemason they could not be with- 
drawn. 

Naturally the Protestant churches 
make capital of this refusal of the 
Catholic Church to admit Masons to 
its fold, and administer to them 
sacraments. Since the dark daya that 
Masons, Jews and Protestants,  to- 
gether with witches and wizgarda, were 
burned alive = on the inquisition 
grounds where now is found the fair 
lameda, Masonry has progressed and 
flourished, and General Diaz himself 
fi< a Mason of the Thirty-third degree.

The large quantities 
of apparatua needed for so many ob- 
servatories and stations are being 
brought from the United States and 
are of the best. When these institu- 
tions are fully installed, farmers of 
each region or State wil! be given daily 
a forecast of the weather, such as 1s 
furnished to agriculturists in the Fed-

Cassie's Husband Groans and 
Weeps When, Upon Arriving in 
“New York, He Hears cAll -About

N wick of Cleveland, who is under 
indictment in Cleveland, with his 
wife, Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, for 
uttering a forgery, reached here today 
on the steamer Pretoria. Dr. Chad- 
wick and his daughter oceupied one of 
the poorer staterooms in the second 
cabin. 

Dr. Chadwick will not be placed un- 
der arrest, but will go to Cleveland as 
the guest of Sheriff Barry, who is an 
old friend. 

Dr. Chadwick gave the Associated 
Press a long interview on his arrival, 
In reply to questions, he said: 

“Il am inexpressibly shocked by the 
recent turn of events. I am innocent of 
all charges against me and can point 
with pride to a thirty-five-years’ resi- 
dence in Cleveland. I am entirely 
without information as to the case exX- 
cept what I read in the papers and 
what you have been good enough to 
tell me. So I can say nothing of the 
awful charges against my wife. My 
life the past few weeks has been a liv- 
ing death, and I hope no one will ever 
go through what I have undergone. 

“When I recovered from my Iliness in 
Paris, my financial resources made it 
necessary for me to travel in the sec- 
ond cabin. I mMmsisted that my daugh- 
ter go first class, but the noble girl re- 
fused and has kept at my side, cheer- 
ing me in my dark hour of trouble and 
proving to me what a splendid woman 


e is. 

“Tl know little of Mrs. Chadwick's 
financial affairs, and until I find out 
the details will say nothing. I am 
overwhelmed by the charges against 


her.” 
THE LAST STRAW. 

Dr. Chadwick read the Associated 
Press dispatch from Cleveland that 
Mre. Chadwick had been measured by 
the Bertilion system. As he finished the 
reading he groaned aloud and as he 
turned to the correspondents, tears 
relied down his cheeks. 

“This is the last straw.” he said, 
“measuring her in that way. I am ab- 
solutely innocent. And you say poor 
old Beckwith is very i!!? Poor man! 
I know him but little, but I am sure he 
is innocent.” 

The correspondent then told Dr. 
Chadwick the statement that has been 
made that Mrs. Chadwick is believed 
to be Mme. Devere. He fell back 
stunned. 

“Mme. Dévere,”’ he cried, “I don't be- 
lieve that such a thing can be possi- 
bie. If she is | have never suspected 
it, and do not for a moment believe 


“I cannot think Mrs. Chadwick 
guilty of anything. I do not know the 
charges, but she cannot be guilty.” 

Asked about his financial resources, 
he sald: “If what the papers say is 
true, | am homeless and without a 
dollar. Oh, it is hard for one at my 
time of life to come to this! 

“To make my situation clear, I have 
in contemplation the writing of a book. 
1 will show the world everything. 

“You say my wife is accused of Le- 
ing Mme. Devere. Did I jook into her 
history? ‘Think of my position. I 
was a widower with an invalid sister, 
my mother in bed with a fractured leg, 
my eight-year-old daughter mother- 
less.

Chadwick in a sult for Herbert D. 
Newton of Brookline, Mass., and then 
repeated the service to make doubly 
sure, 

W. Fay of Cleveland cage to see 
the Chadwicks, but was ordered out of 
the cabin by Barry. 

One reason why Sheriff Barry did not 
arrest Dr. Chadwick was that he did 
not have the extradition papers. The 
law requires that the papers Se kept 
in the custody of 4 New York official, 
and they were in the possession of De- 
tective Sergt.

ESCAPE FLOOD BY TRAIN. 


Big Water Pipe Near New York Sub- 

way Bursts and Stops Traffic on 
Upper Broadway. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Quick work 
by a gang of men with picks and shov- 
els early today prevented a repetition 
of the flood in the Subway which oc- 
curred two weeks ago, through the 
bursting of a water main. 

A 36-inch pipe burst near One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth street and Broad- 
way and threw a stream of water high 
in the aril. In a minute it was pouring 
into the Subway station and a dosen 
passengers made a timely escape on a 
train, suffering only a slight wetting. 

Men were hurvied to the scene and 
succeeded in diverting the flood in.an- 
other direction by building a dam. 

Cellars all about were flooded and the 
water reached a depth of eighteen 
inches in the street. 

About the break the water boiled 
into a foam as it came from the ground 
and then took a co down grade on 
One Hundred and Forty-seventh street 
and thence to the Hudson River. 

Traffic along the upper Broadway 
section came to a stop. All along in the 
side streets between One Hundred and 
Thirty-seventh and One Hondred and 
Fortieth streets houses on both sides 
were soon flooded by the thousands of 
tons of water. Tenants took alarm 
and began to pack their belongings, 
preparatory to moving out. Many 
thought it would be unsafe even to re- 
main in their homes, and started to 
leave, only to find that the water was 
too deep to make wading safe. 

Not a cellar from Broadway to the 
river was left dry. 

Assirtance was called from the water 
department, but on the arrival of 
workmen it was found they had no 
key large enough to shut the gates c n- 
trolling the flood and it Was more than 
an hour before the water finally 
stopped flowing. The entire water sup- 
ply of the city below Harlem and above 
Thirty fourth street will be affected.

Design for Seventh Ward Park for 
Little Folk Fust Completed and 
Work to be Pushed Ahead—The 
Objections of Uncle Jerry. 


HE architects, Hunt & Eager, yes- 
T terday completed the plans for that 
most meritorious innovation for 
Los Angeles, the children's playground, 
and they are herewith reproduced. 
“Children's Playground No. 1" Is to 
be one of the early developments of 
the ew year in the city’s endeavor to 
provide for the welfare of its people. 
This is the first attempt to give the 
children of the city a park of their 
very own; but those who have the 
matter in charge declare that it is to 
be followed up with such activity that 
there will be a children’s playground, 
eventually, in every ward of the city. 
The Grst playground is located in the 
Seventh Ward. The land lies between 
Atlantic and Violet streets, a half- 
block east of Mateo street, and is

It lies as level as a plane, and on one- 
third of the space there stands a fine 
growth of trees of several varieties, 
while a pretty cypress hedge sets off a 
tract In the southwest corner, which 
will be used as a site for the superin- 
a bungalow and the girls’ build- 
ng. 

This part of the grounds was the old 
homestead of A. Turner, and the trees 
and shrubbery are seventeen years old. 

Besides the eucalyptus, which are 
plentifully distributed, there are some 
rare mulberry trees, and healthy peach, 
apple, apricot and pear trees, and nu- 
merous ornamental shrubsand flowers

NEXT WEEK'S START. 

One week from tomorrow the City 
Council will open bids for the construc- 
tion of the buildings on the new play- 
ground. As s0on as possibie thereafter 
work will be started on the structures. 
and the members of the Playground 
Commission believe that within six 
weeks from the time of beginning the 
work the park will be ready for the 
many children of the neighborhood. 

“Are there very many children in 
this neighborhood?” asked a Times re. 
porter of a resident adjoining the play- 
grounds, yesterday. 

“Laws, sir, there ain't noting else 
but children here,”’ came the answer. 
And a survey of the streets adjoining 
confirmed the idea. The children’s 
playground is fortunately located fora 
clientele, and it is doubtful if there is 
any quarter of the city where within 
a radius of five blocks so many children 
could be found. Only two blocks dis- 
tant is the Seventh-stree; school, with 
= of the largest enrollments in the 
city. 

The idea of the Playground Commis- 
sioners is to give thes® children an 
opportunity for the expenditure of 
their surplus energies in a healthy di- 
rection; to guide the boys and giris in 
/physical development, and to provide 
such amusements and recreation as 
will tend to strengthen both physical 
and moral fiber. . 

To this end it is the purpose of the 
commission to provide a superintendent 
who will make his home on the grounds, 
and who, while bearing the title of su- 
perintenden:t, must necessarily combine 
with this office many other functions, 
it is expected that he will, in reality 
be the physical director: organize an 
instruct classes in physical culture and 
gymnasium work; direct the general 
sports of the playgrounds, superintend 
the care of the individual gardens, set-

ALL SORTS OF DELIGHTS. 

If there is anything which would de- 
light the heart of the average chi'd 
Which has not been included in ike 
plans for the new playgrounds, it tis 
simply becuuse it was actually beyond 
the grasp of the Playground Commis- 
sion. This commission has given the 
project much thought, and has stud- 
ied the methods in vogue in some of 
the larger cities of the East. 

The idea was first propounded for 
Los Angeles by Mrs. Willoughby Rod- 
nan, and she has been ably assisted 
by members of the Civic Federation 
and various loca! societies. The Chil- 
dren's Playground Commission is 
composed of Mrs. Rodman as presi- 
dent: Miss Bessie Stoddard, secretary; 
J. W. Fishburn, Eemenett Wiison and 
J. M. Barstow. To their efforts is due 
the active work on the proposed chil- 
dren's playground. 

A superintendent's cottage will oc- 
cupy the extreme southwest corner of 
the grounds, attached to this will 
be the lavatory for girls, lockers for 
their games, costumes, etc. An open- 
air gymnasium, with a canopy top 
supported by posts will be one of the 
main attractions, and in this will be 
installed much fine gymnasium  ap- 
paratus. There will be handball courts, 
basketball grounds, baseball and foot- 
ball grounds, runway and gutting 
ground, single nd double seesaws, mer- 
ry-go-rounds, jumping-rope platform, 
sand boxes, fish @ond, and even a doll 
house for the little tots, 

Around the various amusement 
grounds will be plots of a few feet 
each, divided up into individual gar- 
dens for the children. They will be 
encouraged to plant these with a di- 
versity of seeds and to carry on many 
experiments. 

The plang for all these tmprovements 
have been prepared by Hunt & Eager, 
free of charge.

Almost in the center of the Atlantic- 
street frontage stands the jot and 
cottage of old Jerry Moulton, one of 
the first colored men to settle in Los 
Angeles. He fas lhved there for so 
many years that he has lost his reck- 
oning, and now that the city wants his 
property, he is not inclined to vacate. 
His is the only property in the tract 
over which there @as been any diffi- 
culty, but no settlement has yet Seen 
reached in the Moulton case. The 
Playground Commissioners have de- 
chled to go ahead with their improve- 
ments regardiess of this obstruction, 
and believe té#at by the time they have 
the other sections of the grounds in 
readiness the Moulton cottage will be 
removed. 
Although the plans for playground 
No. 1 are just completed, the ener- 
getic commission even now has a sim- 
lar project in view for the Eighth 
Ward. They believe that these two 
sections of the city, more than any 
other, should first be given the ad- 
Vantage of healthy, holesome olay- 
grounds for the boys and giris, and 
that through this medium each com- 
munity will ®e given a decided uplift. 
The records of the eastern cities show 
that where children have access to 
such surroundings and the benefit of 
suca physical training, the juvenile 
court's tasks are cut down in propor- 
tion, and they are sure that this will 
be the result in Los Angeles.

ETTING AT THE TRUTH. 

It is a matter for general congrat- 
ulation that the Supreme Gourt of Col- 
orado has issued an order:«which will 
determine the truth or falsity of the 
eharges of wholesale frauds in the city 
of Denver at the late election. Alva 
Adams, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor—-who, on the face of the re- 
turns, was elected—asked the Supreme 
Court that every ballot box in the cily 
be opened, declaring that he did not 
desire to accept thé office if it came 
to him/ tainted with fraud. The court 
has gone further than Mr. Adams 
asked it to go, and has decreed that 
not only shali every ballot box be 
opened, but thet there shall be a full 
investigation of the registration lists, 
the campaign expenditures, and other 
matters connected with the campaign. 

The investigation thus ordered will 
take considerable time—severai months, 
perhaps, for it will of course »e /thor- 
ough in every detail. But the time con- 
sumed will not be consumed in win if 
the final outcome be the triumph of 
truth and justice. There have been so 
many charges and countercharges in 
congection with the Colorado election 
that the investigation ordered by the 
Supreme Court is necessary to clear the 
atmosphere and to separate the false 
from the true. It would be better to 
Open every ballot box in the State, 
and to examine the registration lists of 
every precinct, than to place im the gu- 
bernatorial office a man not honestly 
elected to fill that office. 

The Colorado election passed be- 
yond the stage where it Was a partisan 
affair. It has become a matter of na- 
tional concern, in view of the frauds 
already unearthed, and Ahe practical 
cefiainty that there are other frauds 
yet to be brought to light. The integ- 
rity of the ballot is at stuke; and in 
the preservation of the integrity of the 
ballot every citizen of the United States 
is directly concerned. It is not so 
much a question of whether Peabody 
or Adams shall be Governor of Colo- 
rado as of which candidate received 
the larger number of legal votes. If 
the sifting process instituted by the 
Supreme Court serves to accomplish 
this result, it will be werth all the 
time and money expended. 


ROTECT THE FORESTS. 


The Board of Trade of San Bernar- 
dino is much to be commended for its 
action, taken on Friday night, in favor 
bf presenting a memorial to Congress 
praying that the national government 
take immediate action for the protec- 
tion of the timber on the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains. From the report of 
the Forestry Committee, appointed by 
the Board of Trade last June, it ap- 
pears that there has been wanton de- 


l struction of the mountain timber, and 


that in consequence thereof the agri 

eultural and horticultural interests o 

the valley have suffered great injury. 
Thee memorial to Congress recites at 


length and in detail the character of | 


the Injuries that have been inflicted Dy= 
the operations of luinbermen, partly 
within the designated limits of the re- 
gion set apart by the government as 
forest reserve. It shows that there are 
many sawmills and lumber camps 
within and adjoining the forest reserve, 
and that the owners of these mills “are 
rapidly removing ihe timber from pri- 
vate and corporate lands, to the great 
and irreparable damage of the horti- 
cultural, agricultural and commercial 
interests of the inhabitants of the fer- 
tile valley lands below.” It is also 
claimed that the mills and camps are 
responsible for many of the fires which 
spread over the mountain slopes, 
“causing devastation equal to, if rot 
in excess of, the removal of the tim- 
ber.” 

An excellent recommendation is in- 
cluded in the memorial, to the effect 
that the forest reserve laws should be 
s0 amended that “the government may 
own or control all the lands within 
the boundaries of the reserves, to the 
end that the preservation of the tim- 
ber and the conservation of the water 
may be made permanent, positive and 
secure.” 

The government will have to take up 
this question of forest preservation, 
sooner or later, in deadly earnest, The 
present time is a better time fow this 
purpose than any time in the future 
ca. be, because every month of delay 
means further vandalism on the part 
of forest destrovers, 

In Seuthern California the need for 
forest protection is greater. probably, 
than In any other section of the coun- 
try. because of the fact that the rain- 
fall is comparatively Nght under the 
most favorable conditions. It is to be 
hoped that the stirring memorial of the 
San Bernardino Board of Trade wil! 
result in sor e Gctioh more stringent 
than hag herctefore been taken for the 
protection of our forest watersheds. 

Under existing conditions our forest 
vegetation is destroyed. by fire and 
other agencies, more rapidly than it is 
replaced by growth. At the same time 
there ig a steadily tncreasing demand 
for water to be use@ for irrigation and 
domestic purposes, ft is not difficult 
te perceive that the continuation of 
these conditions wil? soon bring us face 
to face with a serious problem, which, 
i¢ not solved, Will virtually stop the 
growth and further development of Los 
Angeles and of Southern California. 
The importance of this matter cannot 
be exaggerated. Water is the most 
vita’ problem of the near future, There 
is no ading it. and to postpone its 


consideration is worse than foily, 


.ment in this issue.

One of the crops that has for some 
time been attracting attention to Lyons 
is that of the basket wil- 
iow. which has grown to considerabie 
The 
crop hag just been marketed and 
Ciyde and Lvons have the distinction 
of being ‘wo ef the most important 
shipping’ points for this commodity. 

In the two towns named it is esti- 
mated that there are nearly three hun- 
dred acres devoted to the culture of 
these willows.

Finally the Great Pachyderm 
Crushed Him to Death—Varied Ca- 
reer of an Old Circus Man—He Per- 
formed Before Emperor William 
and Marshal Von Moltke.

[Cindinnati Enquirer:] “The original 
hypnotist of this world was, In My 
opinion, an elephant,” said Charley 
Reed, the old circus follower, now em- 
ployed at the Palace Hotel. Mr. Reed 
followed the life for fifty years even, 
and in his day was considered the best 
dancer on a padded performing circus 
horse the white tents ever knew. 

“The elephant has a small eye, but 
there is strange magic in it,” he con- 
tinued. “When a trainfr is taken by 
the eye of an elephant he may 4s well 
‘cash.’ 1 never knew if'té fail. Let me 
see. What was his name, that German 
fellow recently killed by Dave Wal- 
lace’s big elephant at Peru, Ind., thelt 
winter quarters? Anyway, I knew the 
fellow well, and once I told him if he 
didn’t quit Charley (that was the ele- 
phant's name) he would kill him. 

“"I know just as well as 1 am stand- 
ing here, Reed,’ says he, ‘this animal 
will kill me, but I can’t quit him. Tried 
it several times, bat couldn't get him 
out of my mind. I saw him waking 
and asleep, and, to tell you the truth, 


me to him, and that settles it. He'll 
idl] me and I'll die, and that will end it. 
Of course they will then order out the 
militia and kill him, but it won't do me 
any good.’ 
END CAME AT LAST. 

“Strange talk for a man knewing he 
was up against it, and once I saw him 
trimming Charley's nails, and every 
time he closed the tweezers that ele- 
plant had one of his ponderous tusks 
pointed at his body.

I wanted to join and 
learn the business, and after much ar- 
gument with daddy I was apprenticed 
to Dan Rice, the veteran circus man- 
ager and world-renowned clown, who 
quartered at Girard, Pa. He took me 
at 12 years of age to serve him until 
I was 21, for board and keep. I began 
immediately to learn the art of riding 
and performing upon padded horses. 
I was what thev call a pad rider. Rice 
sent me to dancing school to perfect 
me in handling my feet, then one of 
the chief attainmenis of the polished 
pad rider, | became an expert dance 


PERFORMERS OF TODAY. 

“The ring barns over the country,” 
continued Mr. Reed, contemptuously, 
“have undermined the business now. 
Youths practice in them With compar- 
atively little instruction and come out 
With no more grace than a hog! They 
do, however, learn a few tricks, and 
are willing to work for $25 a week, 
and the good performer who used to 
get $75 a week is out of the business. 
Nowadays you see no more dancing 
pad riders that made the circus fea- 
ture of the show famous years ago. 

“I drilled along with Rice, going out 
vith him every season, and wintering 
at Girard. It was there I fell in love 
with his daughter and married her aft.

Gone is 
the word that expresses it. 

“Maybe Rice didn't put mé@ over the 
ropes—-but that is necessary. 
how John Robinson put Jim Robinson 
over the hurdles, but he made him one 
the greatest bareback /riders the 
eeewr ever saw. They make you do 
things that look like Instant death was 
ahead. Then they force you to do 
them over and over, regardless of 
neck breaking, until it all looks easy, 
and you wonder why you didn’t do ev- 
crything without being forced. It’s a 
great life, but no more of it for me. 
Look at my hand joints—all twice as 
large as they should be. I have had 
10,000 hard falis, one of which would 
kill me if experienced today, 

BEFORE CROWNED HEADS. 

“Thayer and Noyes was the first 
combination that I joined out’ with 
after marrying Dan Rice's daughter, 
Elizabeth. Then I worked for the 
original Forepaugh, Barnum, Sells 
Brethers and many other big circuses. 
Finally I took my wife and started for 
Europe, concluding to try the other 
side of the earth, and did well. At 
L'verpool I shipped with Henglers at 
~iZ a week, and with that and other 
European cosnbinations danced ip al- 
most every country on the continent. 
At Berlin we gave a special matinee 
for the present Emperor of Germany, 
then a boy. Field Marshal Von Moltke 
often witnessed our performances and 
seemed to greatiy enjoy then. Km- 
peror William, as I remember him. was 
a very bright, enthusiastic, fine-faced 
fellow, who applauded when I did my 
steps over the pad. 

“With the Schuman circus I per- 
formed for King Oscar of Sweden. The 
show was given at Stockholm, and 
with Chinclllfs aggregation I visited 
St. Petersburg and Mescow. In ten 
minutes after the grandfather of Czar 
Nicholas was blown up ®y Nihilisis, I 
was at the place where the tragedy 
occurred. A hole four feet deep was 
blown into the frozen earth. Our ctr- 
cus tent was four squares from where 
the Emperor mete death.

“My poor wife died of consumption,

They Started a Carnival of Crime 
Among Wild Creatures in 
aine. 


{Eddington Letter to Brooklyn Union:) 
For more than two weeks a carnival 
or crime has prevailed amung the wild 
things which come about the farm- 
houses in Paduck, a small coijection of 
houses on the banks of the river four 
miles north of Bangor. It broke out 
among the red squirreis, which were 
busy carrying corn from the granaries 
to the woods. Every time a squirrel 
emerged from a corn-house with its 
mouth full of grain it would stagger 
jigs as if it were afMlicted with some 
strange dancing disease which affected 


could travel in any way except the one 
it wished to go. The cats soon found 
out the helpless condition of the squir- 
rele, and for a week the death rate 
among the frisky rodents was fearful. 
Then the cats were taken Il) from eat- 
ing the squirrels until, they ceased fo 
squall nights and were contented to lle 
by the fire and be fed on catnip and 
other articles such as are used for 
solacing infirm cats. After this the 


which the squirrels were carrying 
away, and which the cats refused to 
eat, were taken ii! and came flying 
against windows and breaking into 
peaceful family kitchens | 
glass, much to the annoyance of the 
careful housewives. The advent of the 
jays inside the house roused the ailing 
cats from their’ naps by the fire, and as 
fast as any cat took a meal from the 
body of a plump jqy it was stricken 
with blind staggers and performed feats 
of contortion on the kitchen rugs that 
surprised everyt ody.

ACT OF HARA-KIRI.

Ceremony. 


[Nineteenth Century:} Literally hara- 
kiri is ‘delly-cutting,” and this is the 
expression in common use, but kap- 
puku, or more usualy seppuku, is the 
word employed by persons of refine- 
the actual meaning, however, 
and kappuku are exp s coin 
from Chinese. 

Seppuku was not only a mode of 
self-dispaich, but was. prescribed as 
a form of capita! punishment for al! of 
samurai rank. No samural Was ever 
to be beheaded or hanged. 

Naturally under such conditions the 
act of seppuku came to be invested 
with much formality, and cases in 
which the most elaborate etiquette had 
to be strictly observed were those 
when a daimio, |. e., a feudal baron, 
or samurai of particularly high stand- 
ing, was called u by the p r 
authorities to dispatch himself in this 
way in expiation of some political ef- 
fense. A special commissioner was 
then sent from the proper quarters to 
witness the due execution of the senr 
tence, and a kai-shaku-nin was chosey 
to assist the principal in ridding him- 
self of the burden of life. T per- 
son was gelected by the condemned 
from the circle of his own immediate 
relatives, friends, or retainers, and the

Dark of the Moon Helps to 
Swell Duck Bags. 


Ballona Clubmen Reaping a 
Harvest of Wildforl. 


Rabbit Shooting is a Failure 
This Season. 


Duck hunters had practically given 
up all hope of first-class sport on the 
marshes during the month and a half 
of the coen season which remat!ns, 
the good shooting of las: week came 
as an unexpected and doubly gratefil 
treat. 

As is generally the case from Chr'ist- 
mas onward, the Ballona clubs had 
much the Sest of it, good bags being 
the rule on the Centinela marsh, after 
the first of the year. Chas. LeBas, 
shooting on the Santa Monica club 
killed his first limit. for that preserve 
Thursday morning, having twenty-six 
sprigs in the string of fifty. By pick- 
ing his birds, Mr. LeBus could have 
secured at least a dozen more big 
ducks. As it was, and spoonbi!lis 
suffered sorely all along ihe line. H. 
G. Weyse on the same preserve killed 
twenty-six and other members al! had 
g00d sport. The Santa Monica club 
has finished a larger pond now and ex- 
pects to enjoy as good shooting as 
anyone. 

The ducks had a week's rest, inas- 
much as very few hunted them on 
Christmas Day. The moon is waning 
now, and theoretically the next fort- 
night should afford about the %exst bags 
of the season thus far, which but for 
the teal and spoonbilis would have 

na dismal failure, indeed. The 
jovial habits and regardless energy of 
the Pasadena mallard have made him 
more friends on the marshes this year 
than he ever earned in times when 
sprigs and widgeon were to be had for 
the waiting. 

The spoonies are good this winter: 
fat and as (ender as anyone could de- 
sire. They are but‘ little inferior in 
flavor to the sprigs. The gorgeously 
attired little shovelers of the swamps 
work like Irish section hands and us- 
ually manage to scrape up a full craw 
if it is to be ad for a hard day's 
skirmishing. Their marvelous bills 
are admirably cortrived for “hard 
times” in the duck world, and the 


| baleen-like processes which enable the 


little fellows to strain out of the marsh 
water all manner of microscopic seeds 
and anima! life are undoubtedly the 
reason why the spoonbills are fat when 
Other fowl are hardjy worth olucking. 

Veteran gunners do not look for any 
decided southern movement -of the 
ducks hereafter, though severe storms 
of wind and rain sweeping down the 
San Joaquin Valley might poasibly 
help local sporting conditions some- 
what. Thus far the expected rough 
weather hag signaliy failed to mater- 
jalize. The winter has been, to use a 
duck hunter's words, “disgustingly 
miid and infernally dry.” 

When the ®Sirds begin coming back 
from the south there wil! probably be 
a few good shoots unless the move- 
ment should come in conjunction with 
that arch-eneeny of the clubmen, the 
full moon. Late in February the cin- 
namon teal will appear, but they 
seldom fiy in foree until after the p41as- 
ing of the seasen. 

The good sport of last Wednesday 
and Thureday was not entirely con- 
fined to the Ballona district, though 


; the clubs of that section had far %et- 


ter shooting than those lying south of 


the chy. On the Cerritos and Green 
Wing Marshes a number of birds were 
geen in the early flight, but they 
departed as usual for the ocean. 


Small parties came straggling back at 
intervais all morning. and R. E. Ross 
was enabled to kill thirty-four on the 
Cerritos, which was high bag. The 
ducks were mostly spoornills. 

The Green Wing party. captained by 
John Hauerwaas, had a fair shoot, and 
could pot complain of tts luck, 

The southeastern clubs ranging down 
the coast froen the Alamitos marsh had 
some good shooting for a while in the 
morning, and found the first filght 
lively enough to warm them up. The 
mornings have been very cold lately 
and gunners will do well to prepare for 
them In advance. 

Charles Van Valkenburg and Perry 
Howard shot over the Blue Wing pre- 
serve yesterday with the usual measure 
of success. There are many ducks on 
the grounds at present. 

Tee past week has been altogether 
too cold for the best snipe shooting an — 
undoubtedly has driven some of the 
long ®lils to more hospitable marshes. 
Snipe are out of business whenever the 
mud ie chilled at night. as most of 
their feeding operations are nocturn |. 

No plover have been reported as yet 
probably’ because of the light rains. 
Until the grass sprouts on the old

Qual! hunters are inactive at present, 
partly from the scarcity and wildness 
of their favorite game: possibly in 
some measure because of the growing 
belief that the breeding stock should 
be lefi as nearly intact as posabbie af- 
ter such an unfavorable season as that 
which is now about to close. There 
are still quite a few birds in some 
favored sections. Reports have come 
up from E'!sinore declaring. that 
ranchers on the tower end of the lake 
are poisoning quali in considerable 
numbers.

THIS COUNTY. 


Recorder's Office Keeps Working 
Under High Pressure Three Times 
as Many Copyists as are Employed 
in the County Office in Chicago. 
Heavy Records Endanger Wallis. 


The déad year of 1904 was the ban- 
ner one for business in Los Angeles 
county. The #trides made by this city 
and county during the past five years 
have culminated in the tmenense busi- 
ness of 1908, which is decisively shown 
in the tabulations made by County 
Recorder Hartwell. 

So great a tension has been put upon 
the office force that everyone has been 
kept working at high pressure. While 
Chicago keeps from fifteen to twenty 
copyists busy, Los Angeles has kept 
sixty-six copyists steadily at work on 
documents the return. ef which within 
a short time is imperative. The busi- 
ness is double that being done by San 
Francisco, and it is probably neo vain 
boast to assert that this city and 
county lead all others in the United 
States.

The comparison with the year’ 1963 
shows how the business of the county 
4 incréasing with giant strides, so 
much so that‘the County Recorder's 
offices are altogether inadequate to give 
proper accommodation for the valua- 
ble archives of the county. The walls 
are now showing signs of strain and 
this can be underatoced when it Is re- 
membered that thére are 2229 deed 
books, 11536 mortgage books, and 2131 
miscellaneous books of record, making 
& total of 5506 books, the loss of which 
would be irreparable. Then, too, there 
are 218 indexes, 12,500 papers on file and 
25,000 uncalled-fér papers. At the pres- 
ent rate 500 record books are being 
filled each year, and in a few years the 
present capacity of office space will 
only suffice for storage. 

While the filing fees for the year just 
ended amounted in round numbers to 
nearly $1000 a month over the preceding 
year, there ts no way of showing the 
total valuations of the property rep- 
resented by the deeds, etc., filed. But, 
if it were possible to make comparison 
with preceding years, 1964 would show 
a more startling advance than can be 
} done merely by the records of fling 
One deed alone represented $50,000,000, 
aud was filed at the time of the organ- 
vation of the Inter-Urban Railway 
Company. There was another deed for 
balf that .amount, and over twenty 
deeds were filed that each represented 
property exceeding $1,000,000. The work 
of this office, like that of miost others 
of the county offices, is carried on with 
almost the same numerical force as 
there Was ten years ago. The books 
were made up and balanced last even- 
ing as soon as the office closed. 

COUNTY CLERK'S OFFICE. 

The same story is reiold though in 
slightly different guise in the office of 
County Clerk Keyes. In there 
were 1852 civil cases filed and 651 pro- 
bate cases; in 1903 the civil cases had 
inereased to 2877, and the probate to 
1035; in 1904 ther® were 3257 civil cases 
and 1088 probate cases filed. Then, too 
365 criminal cases passed through the 
office on their way to the criminal de. 
partment of the court last year, as com. 
pared with 300 cases in the year pre- 
vious. Fortunately the percentage of 
increase in crime, as thus shown by the 
records, Was not so great us in the 
other branches of business handled, 

In the years 1903-04, under the pres- 
ent régime, the moneys collected 
amounted to $74,378.60, as compared 
with $48.375.47 collected in the corre- 
sponding two years of Mr. Keyes’s 
predecessor. The increase has beer 
$76,008.13, or $1130.50 per month, of 
53.75 per cent. 

It may be noted, too, that in this of- 
fice the bulky records are proving such 
a burden, and are so rapidly increasing 
thatthe walls are showing ominous 
cracks. In the near future some pro- 
vision will have to bé made for en- 
largement, 

In the marriage-license department 
more business is handied than is ordi- 
narily understood. re “Cupid” Kutz 
in the year 1904 received papers for 
filing—783 incorporations, 325 natural- 
izations, -772 declarations of intention. 
262 notaries qualified, and 48 co-part- 
nerships. In addition to this 2500 pen- 
sioners execute their vouchers every 
three months in room 10, and this en- 
tails a great deal of work for which the 
county receives nothing, the pension- 
ers being allowed this privilege by the 
State. 

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

For the year 1903 the .marrlage li- 
cenges issued numbered 3005, and in‘the 
year now dead the number had in- 
creased to 3283. The divorce record 
aiso has continued to increase apace 
In 1902 there were 286 divorces filed: in 
1903 there were 473; and in 1904 the 
number rose to 557. Rather oddly the 
last divorce @iled in the dead year was 
the notorious Griffith case, which hads 
been kept back by the attorneys fox’ 
filihe until the year end. During 1904. 
too, there were ten annullments granted 
as compared with seven in 19903. 

The insane complaints are also issued 
from the same office as the marriage 
licenses, and from the report made by 
Deputy District Attorney Allen, who 
has charge of all insane cases, it ap- 
pears that Judge Wilbur and the Lu- 
nacy Commission considered 296 charges 
of insanity, adjudged 21) insane and 
committed them to the State Hospital 
at Patton: 8&5 were discharged as not 
being insane or cured.

GREATEST ERA OF 


STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


HERE is every indication that the 
T present year wil] witness the great- 

est activity In street improvements 
that this city has ever known, 

From all quarters requests are pour- 
ing in for street work. 

All the departments of the municipal 
government in any Way connected with 
the improvement of the city’s thor- 
oughfares are practically “snowed 
under’ with little or 1.0 prospect of get- 
ting a breathing spell for months to 
come. 

it is extremely difficult to give an 
adequate idea of the enormous hum- 
ber of street proceedings that are con- 
templated for the coming year. 

According to the annyal report of the 
City Engineer for last year there were 
°88 ordinances for the improvement of 
streets, including all classes of work 
from asphalt paving to private con- 
tracts. The aggregate cost of this work 
was over $1,000,000, More than thirty- 
four miles of thoroughfares were grad- 
ed and paved. 

During the past three or four months 
297 grade ordinances have been passed. 
As it requires two ordinances to es- 
tablish the grade of a street this sig- 
nifies that the grades are to be or have 
heen established within this time, on 
portions of nearly 150 streets. All or 
nearly all of these grade ordinances 
will be followed by improvement pro- 
ceedings. 

This is the greatest volume of grade 
ordinances ever passed by the Coun- 
eil in so short a time and is moré than 
three times as many as for a corres- 


ponding period © year ago. 
In addition there are fifty preceedings 


for street improvements now started 
upon which the contracts will be let 
in the early part of this year. Among 
these are several big SJobs, the largest 
of which is the paving of Washington 
street from Figueroa to Normandie 
avenue. The expense for this work will 
mount well up into the thousands of 
dollars. 

A well-informed City Hall official ex- 
préssed an opinion that there will be 
twice the amount of money expended in 
1905 as in 1904, 

One reason that has been assigned 
for the great rush in street work is 
that the contractors are now doing the 
work at much more reasonable figures 
than formerly... 

This is especially true with work done 
under the ten-year payment plan. A 
considerable number of the new ordi- 
nances that are coming in prescribe 
that the work be done under this plan. 

Another reason why people ‘are so 
earnestly seeking the improvement of 
the streets abutting their property jis 
that it means a much better oppor- 
tunity for sale. 

The new processes of improving 
streets by mixing oll with the body of 
the material used in the grading is 
proving a big success, effectually lay- 
ing the dust and requiring little or no 
sprinkling. | 

Road experts\declare that while the 
oiling of old streets has proved in a 
measure disappointing, the use of oil 
on new strects is an unqualified suc- 
cess. 

More proceedings for opening streets 
in various sections of the cfty will! 
also be carried through this year than 
ever before. The most stupendous of 
these undertakings” iy the proposed 
opening of San Pedro street to a uni- 
form width of eighty feet,

Senator Platt's seat mate is the tall, 
austere -looking Vice-President-elect, 
Charlies W. Fairbanks of Indiana. He 
has cheered up considerably, however, 
since the weight of legislative duties 
has been lifted from his shoulders. 
Some of his colleagues insist that he 
has fewer strands of halr brushed 
carefully across the large bare spot on 
the top of his head, but after such an 
arduous summer thie is net remark- 
able, Senator Fairbanks seems the 
best contented and most leisurely man 
ihn the room. He listens to jokes, and 
laughs with every indication of pleas- 
ure. He hearkens to the troubles of 
his brethren and occasionally saunters 
around the room to visit the more dis- 
tant members,

It 
seems that the chaperon is absolutely 
essential to a well-ordered theater 
party here. A New Yorx girl does 
many independent things, but going to 
the theater unchaperoned is not one 
of them. 

Aunt Eleanor knew that we were to 
have two boxes and she advised us 
to dress quietly, insisting that no well- 
bred girl wished to attract attention 
to her box, either by her conduct or 
her dress. We girls, Marjorie and I, 
wore white frocks, chiffon and net, 
trimmed with lace. Our hair was 
dressed high, but the gowns were not 
cut décolleté. showing a tucker of 
shirred chiffon at the throat. The 
sleeves were three-quarter length, 
with long gloves. We wore opera 
cloaks, but no hats. The men, | no- 
ticed, wore evening clothes, with the 
long-tailed coat, white tie and waist- 
coat, and over these long, loose top- 
coats and collapsible black hats. They 
wore no white gloves, but dark ones 
which they removed witn their over- 
coats. We girls kept our gloves on 
throughout the play. 

Dicky had ordered an omnibus, for 
carrying his guests to the Empire, and 
it stopped at our house first so that 
Aunt Eleanor, as the chaperon, was 
in the vehicle when it picked up the 
other girls. Wherever we stopped for 
passengers, the girls .nd men were 
ready.

This task over, 
we were seated in the box, Aunt Elea- 
nor allowing all the buds to have the 
front chairs. She sat in the second 
box, just where it touched the first, 
so that she was virtually a member 
of the party in each box. The men 
took seats behind the girls, and opened 
the pragrammes which they had 
picked up in the lobby, so that we girls 
were not-obliged even to hunt for the

Between the windows is a long 
plate glass panel mirror, and at one 
side of the room, where ordinarily 
there is a mantel and fireplace, the 
space from floor to ceiling is filled 
with another mirror, which is about 
six feet wide, framed in white enamel 
and flanked on either side by a carved 
round column about eigfit inches in 
diameter. Across the top is a project- 
ing frieze carved to maich the _ col- 
umns. 

Now, there are many admirable fea- 
tures about a mirror of this sort, chief 
among which is the fact that it makes 
a narrow room iook almost twice its 
width. The owner of the house was 
quick to recognize this advantage. 
Nevertheless, when she saw it, she 
shook her head and said: 

“It is not artistic. It suggests too 
much a modern hotel or a fashionable 
show-room where gowns are exhibited. 
Something must be done.” 

Something was done. She sent for 
an architect and a house decorator 
and the three consulted. As a result, 
a few weeks later the mirror was 
crossed at a distance of about seven 
and one-half or eight feet from the 
ground by a carved box something 
more than a foot high and nearly as 
wide, which fitted in between the col- 
umns and matched them in tint and 
design. 

The box was lined with metal, filled 
with rich mould, and planted end to 
end with ferns of a variety which 
takes kindly to indoor life and with 
severa) varieties of small-leaved vines 
which trailed over the carved front of 
the box and partially veiled the mir- 
ror almost to the floor without, how- 
ever, being thick enough to detract 
from its usefulness. With the aid of 
the vines and ferns and the box the 
mirror is now the most artistic fea- 
ture in the room. 

“The expense is considerable,” ad- 
mitted the owner of one house with 
a drawing-room thus beautified, “but 
had the design cost twice as much, I 
would cheerfully have paid it.”

In some in- 
stances this custom has given rise to 
discord, for in many cases the bride- 
groom’é friends felt that, as the bride 
was to take his name, the silver gifts, 
being family property, obviously 
should bear his initial, to indicate the 
family name.

A CANAL, A SEAWALL AND A 
SUBWAY. 


Last February saw decided, by a 
Senate vote of 71 to 17, the long-mooted 
question of a transisthmian canal. 
Since then the surveys have been com- 
pleted, all observations taken, and so 
thorough a fight opened against ma- 
laria and yellow fever that it is be- 
lieved these hindrances to the comple- 
tion of what will be the greatest en- 
gineering feat of history will be 
stamped out. A civil proceflure for the 
new territory has been initiated, and 
in the actual work of digging the canal 
seVeral thousand laborers are now busy. 
It is estimated that eight years will 
te reguired to finish the work, and 
that $150,000,000 will be spent ‘on the 
“ditch” proper. This, with the $40,000,- 
000 paid the stockholders of the French 
company, and the $10,000,000 paid Pan- 
ama for the canal strip, will mean a to- 
tel cost to this country of $200,000,000, 
in return for which, it [«. affirmed, 
her trade with the Fast will be quad- 
ruplied, while she will have been the 
agent through which the whole com- 
mercial world will have come into a 
new epoch in its history. 

Certain questions having arisen be- 
tween the “anal Commissioners and 
the vernments of Panama and Co- 
jombia, Secretary of War Taft went to 
the isthmus in November, representing 
this government. The success of his 
mission was prompt, and all indications 
row point to rapid advauce in the 
work, with full harmony between all 
parties in interest. 

Two triumphs of engineering skill 
but little tnferior to tnat which will 
be involved in the Pancma Canal were 
brought t> conclusions last October. 
The seawall at Galveston, Tex., begun 
ih October, 1902, to prevent any recur- 
rence of such disaster as the hurrt- 
cane of 1900, was completed at a cost 
ot $1,198,318. This covers the construc- 
tion of the wall itself—-a etructure 14 
feet broad, 16 feet high and about three 
end a quarter miles long. When the 
grading is finished by which the level 
of considerabie portions of the city 
will be raised, the cost of the work 
will become at least $3,500,000. 

An achievement of even greater skill 
was the completion of the Subway 
roads, tunneling for twenty-two and 
one-half miles beneath the city of 
New York. This work, begun in May, 
1900, was expected to be finished dur- 
ing April, but strikes and other deten- 
tions occurred and it Was the 27th of 
Detober when Mayor McClellan ran the 
train from Clty Hall station to One 
Tundted and Forty-third street, which 
officially crdwned the work which had 
been done under William B. Parson, 
chief engineer, and John R. MacDon- 
ald, contractor. The total cost has 
been $35,000,000, but it has increased 
tenfold the habitable area of the na- 
tion's largest city. 

THIBET AND TWO TREATIES. 

Had it not been ovérshadowed by 
the epoch-making struggle between 
Russia and Japan, the adventures of 
England's “military mission” in Thi- 
bet would have figured large in the 
years achievements. A petty border 
outbreak, following a long period in 
which commercial treaties had again 
and again been broken, decided England 
to send to. Lhasa a “force which 
should compel recognition of her rights 
and, incidentally, counterbalance the 
influence which it was believed Rus- 
sia was acquiring at the Dalai 
court. Under Col. Younghusband and 
Brig.-Gen. Macdonald 4000 men crossed 
the frontier last January, 


| Their exploit reads like some ad- 


venture of Elizabethan days. They 
scaled a range of mountains whose 
very passes were higher than the Al- 
pine peaks across which Hannibal 
marched: In a land of mystery and 
danger, unexplored, intrabited by hos- 
tile folk, they marched and fought for 
nearly seven months, at a cost to Eng- 
land of between six and seven million 
dollarr. But when Lhasa had been 
reached and on August 9 the treaty 
signed, a distinct advance had been 
made in the development of Asia. The 
treaty, while recognizes China's 
suzerainty, yet amounts to an English 
protectorate. insuring freedom of Thi- 
betan trade to all the world, and open- 
ing the last of Asia's long-closed doors. 

Another treaty of, it may be, even 
greater importance, was concluded 
during the year by which France has 
taken a long step toward the realiza- 
tion of an African empire to extend 
from the French Soudan to the Medi- 
terranean and Atlantic. Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Engiand and Russia 
concurring, Spain has practically ced- 
ed to France all of her North Afri- 
can holdings, with the exception of a 
few coast towns in Morocco. It is a 
move in political geography—giving to 
France a larger African territory than 
is now possessed by any other power— 
which will affect future history but 
little legs than the war which has es- 
tablished a Japanese protectorate over 
Korea. 

BANDITS AND BLACKS IN AFRICA. 

Africa has also been the scene of a 
more picturesque and dramatic hap- 
pening. In May len Perdicaris and 
his step-son, Cromwell Varley, were 
carried off into the hills by a Moroc- 
ean chieftain named Raisull, variously 
described as a self-seeking rascal and 
as a patriot desirous only of the de- 
velopment of his country. The fact 
that Mr. Perdicaris was a naturalised 
American involved this country in the 
case, and such pressure was brought 
to bear upon Morocco’s Sultan by the 
French government, acting at Sec- 
retary Hay's request, that Morocco It- 
self was forced to pay Raisuli his 
money and to guarantee him and his 
followers immunity of action within 
certain territory. 

In Southwest Africa both Germany 
and oPrtugal have this year hed to 
meet rebellions in their colonies. The 
outbreak of the Hereros against their 
German masters has already cost ihe 
Fatherland dear in lives and morey. 
The revolting territory is nearly the 
size of Texas, and its 65,000 inhabi- 
tants have proved such hardy fighters 
that Berlin now admits that peace can 
scarcely be expected before two years. 
Portugal's troubles are leas serious, 
and the guerrilla warfare which has so 
long opposed British advance in So- 
maliland is practically ac an end. The 
closing months of the year sow also 
an unsuccessful attempt to reopen the 
debate as to Beigium's government of 
Congoland. 

Across in South America the year's 
developments have included the usual! 
revolts in Santo Domingo, Paraguay 
and Uruguay, with a threatened wer 
bet Peru and Brazil over disputed 
rights in the Acre rubber territory, 
and more trouble between the Vene- 
zuelan government and the American 
asphalt companies. 


REPUBLICAN CHIEFS AND KINGS- 
TO-BE. 


This continent, including Central 
America, has also seen since January 
the inauguration six new Presi- 
dents. In February, Manuel Amador 
took the helm in Panama: in June, 
‘Jen, Morales was ina rated in San- 
to Domingo; and in “Teas. José Bar- 
rera became President of Peru, Man- 
vel Quintana of Argentine, Rafael 
Reyes of Colombia; and Diaz, the 
“Grand Old Man of Mexico,” for the 
seventh time was called to direct the 
country, which has practically been 
made by his efforts. 

Lord Curgon has been chosen to 
succeed himself as England's Viceroy 
in India, an honor so unusual as to te 
high indorsement of the man's value. 
Earl Grey has come over to Canada 
to take the post which Lord Minto 
furrenders, and, in Europe, Robert 
Comptesse has assumed the duties of 
Chief Executive of Switzerland. King 
Peter of Servia has marked the enuJ 
of his first year’s reign by an official 
coronation, and heirs have been 
to the thrones of Russia and Ialy. 
WORLD'S FAIR AND MIMIC WAR. 

The World's Fair, hetd in 8t. Louis 
to commemorate the centehary of the 
purchase from France of the Louis- 
iana Territory, has done much to mark 
the passing of 1904. In the area in- 
witain its g-uunde wcres,) 
in the size and beauty of its 200 and 
more buildings, the exposition sur- 

any which had ed it, 
while in the number of its exhibits 
ene thelr beauty it has egua:ci the 
best that has before been seen. As an 
evidence of the progress made by the 
American people in all pursuits of life 
and national activity it was an un- 
qualified success. 

Before the gates were opened to the 
public in May the cost of the fair had 
rot been less than $15,000,000, so that it 
was scarcely surprising that when the 
books were closed on the first of De- 
cember President Francis found 
deficit. The total admissions during 
the seven months the exh bition was 
open were something lees than twenty 
millions. 

An exhibition of a different sort was 
shown the country in September, when 
30,000 regular and militia troops joined 
in military maneuvers néar Manassas, 
Virginia. That the “Brown” army, 
under Gen. Bell, should have “defeated” 
the “Blue” army, under Gen. Grant, is 
regarded as of little moment when it 
is considered that both men and offi- 
cers received exercise of high value in 
such details of actual warfare as the 
transportation of large bodies of troops, 
the suppiying of. food, and the use of 
ffeld telegraphs, ag well as the “points” 
et strategy which could have been ac- 
Guired to the same degree in no other 
way. 

WARSHIPS AND GREYHOUNDS. 

In the naval service of the country 
1904 has been marked for the additions 
it has seen made to her fleet. The 
Connecticut and Louisiana, launched, 
one in September and the other in 
June, each of 16,000-ton displacement, 
will be the finest and most powerful 
fighting machines afloat. The battle- 
ships Nebraska, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Colorado, and Georgia: the ar- 
mored crulsers West Virginia, South 
Dakota, and Tennessee, the gunboat 
Paducah, and the training ships Boxer 
and Intrepid were also added to the 
navy during the year. 

It was on the Clyde and in Belfast 
Bay, however, that the two launchings 
eceurred which promite to be of the 
greatest importance in maritime an- 
rails, The two newest ocean liners, the 
Cunarder Carmania and the Victorian 
of the Allan line, surpass in tonnage 
the largest of the great greyhounds. 
but are even more noteworthy in the 
increased horse-power they exhibit. It 
js expected that this will result in a 
very decided decreate in the trans- 
oceanic record, the Increased speed be. 
ing attained by steam turbine engines, 
which have been introduced into trans- 
oceanic travel for the first time in 
these boats. 


THE ADVANCE OF SCIENCE. . 
This application of the turbine power 


is regarded as the most noteworthy med 


the new steps made in scientific en- 
deavor this year, though it may be su- 
perseded in importance by the genera! | 
application of electri:ity as railway 
motive power which promises to "e- 
sult from the amazing speed attained 
during a test on the New York Cen- 
tral road in November. Other scien- 
tiie advances, notable indeed, will 
have been made in 1904 should the 
“seeing telephone,” invented by J. B. 
Fowler of Portland, Or., be prov-d 
practical, or t*é method of taking pho- 
tographa in colors, the discovery of 
which has now been claimed by Dr. 
Koenig of Germany. 

Distinct advance has made in 
the fields of both wireless telegraphy 
and aerial navigation. In May the 
Caripania wasi unbroken communica- 
tion with the land during her entire 
voyage. Successful wireless commun!- 
cation was established between &t. 
Louls and Chicago in September, and a 
system connecting New York and Bos- 
ton is practically comp! :ted. 

The progress which the year has wit- 
nessed in aerial navigation, while not 
so marked as this, has been of real 
value. Santos Dumont has completed 
a dirigible balloon, constructed to mcke 
ten miles an hour, to carry four persons 
and to remain in the air two days. Of 
more actual achievement than this are 
the trips made by Lebaudy of Paris, 
and, in this country, by August Greth 
and Thomas 8. Baldwin, each of San 
Francisco, and A. R. Knabenshue of 
Toledo, all of whom have demonstrated 
the ability of their machines to obey 
the operator and make reasonable time. 

A BANNER YEAR IN SPORTS. 

In the field of sports 1904 has been 
& particularly successful year. The 
championship race in the American 
Basebali League was as close as any 
in the history of “tHe great American 
game,” Boston and New York fighting 
for first place up to the ninth inning 
of the last game, when Boston won out. 
In the Nationa! League New York won, 
losing to Boston, however, on the day 
following when the championship of the 
country was played off. One game dur- 
ing the American series was 
particularly noteworthy. The Athletics 
of Philadeiphia, while playing Boston 
on the Boston grounds, were shut out 
for neither hit nor run, not one man 
reaching first. Young, in the box for 
Boston, pitched an erroriess game, 
Striking out fifteen of twenty-seven 


temen. 

The footbell season closes in a not 
wholly satisfactory way. Yale, having 
defeated Harvard and Princeton, stands 
nominally as the eastern champion, but 
earlier in the season she had hereeif 
lost to West Point. On the other hand, 
the eleven of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, which did not meet Yale, has 
not lost a game, and has been scored 
upon only once, through a goal from 
Held in her contest with Swarthmore. 
West Point won her annual game with 
the Middies, Michigan beat Wisconsin, 
and, on the Pacific Coast, the Univer- 
sity of California lost to Leland Stan- 
ford. 

The automobile records which have 
been broken since the season opened 
have been almost innumerable. The 
three most notable achievements are. 
W. K. Vanderbilt's fast mile on Fior- 
ida Beach in 39 seconds; G. A. Kessler's 
run from Biarritz to Madrid (200 miles) 
in 11 hours, 10 minutes; and the non- 
stop record established by F. F. la 
Roache of New York, who In 15 days, 
2? hours, covered 3450 miles, 1437 better 
than the best earlier total. The year 
also saw the greatest of the automobile 
races yet held in this country, when, on 
October 7, the first contest for the W. 
K. Vanderbilt cup was run over a 302- 
mile course on Long Isiand. An Amer- 
lean, George Heath, won in 5 hours, 26 
minutes and 46 seconds, one man being 
killed and three injured during the race. 

Other records ave been lowered 
during the year on the track, both by 
men and horses. Major Delmar and 
Lou Dillon have each trotted a mile 
in 2:01%: Prince Alert has paced a 
mile in 1:69%: and, just as October 
was going out, Dan Patch, at Mem- 
phis, established figures which stand 
as the fastest mile ever traveled by a 
herse hitched to sulky, finishing in 
1:36. In the intercollegiate games held 
at the University of Pennsylvania in 
June, and in the Olympic games held 
at St. Louis in Auguet, the event was 
the exception in which a’record was 
not broken. In connection with track 

te it is to be recalied that the 
ale-Harvard team defeated the ©x- 
ford-Cambridge men. at London in 
July, winning six first places in nine 
events. 

The gthietic surprises of the yoar 
seem to have been confined to golf and 
tennis. Coming east from California, 
Mise May Sutton captured all the ten- 
nis honors in the Atlantic and Middle 
States; Miss Charlotte Dod of Eng- 
land took the golf championship away 
from Mies Rona Adair, only to lose 
it as promptly to Miss Pauline Mack- 
ey; while the Atherican, W. J. Travis, 
playing in England, easily conquered 
the’best of the amateurs in that home 
of the ancient and royal game. 

‘CROPS AND 8PECULATION. 

In industrial circles 1904 -will be 
long remembered both because of rec-. 
ord corn and ootton crops, and be- 
cause, too, of unusual speculative 
movements which have accompanied 
the wheat and cotton markets. It has 
been estimated that considerably more 
than 2,500,000,000 bushels of corn have 
been harvested this year, which will 
surpass the best previous year by 
something like 40,000,000 bushels. On 
the other hand, the wheat flelds of the 
country have not produced as well as 
usual, and to this is to be traced the 
startling speculative “flurries” of Feb- 
ruary, May and August, when wheat 
was selling’ln New York and Chicago 
markets at $3.08, $1.98 and $1.17%. 


The speculation in cotten culmi- 
nated early in February. when the 
bulis, under the leadership of PD. J. 


Fully, drove up the price to 18\ cents 
a pound, the highest figures known 
since 1873. At one time Mr. Sully was 
$17,000,000 ahead of the market, but 
when the reaction came he failed ab- 
solutely. The 1904 cotton crop, with 
an average of 91.6, shows the largest 
acreagé ever known. 
LAW AND LYNCHINGE. 

The event of the year in the legal! 
and financial worlds was undoubtedly 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
last March in the matter of the North- 
ern Securities Company. Their ruling 
that. this was an illegal combination 
was, however, regched by so close a 
vote as & to 4—-Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justicés White, Holmes and Peck- 
ham dissenting from the majority. 

Events of a more spectacular though 
less important nature have been the 
conviction of Whitaker Wright of 
swindling English investors out of 
100,000,000, which decision .was fol- 
lowed within a few minutes by the 
prisoner's dramatic suicide; and the 
freeing of Mra. Maybrick after four- 
teen years’ imprisonment in Engiand 
and her arrival in this country. 

One thing which has marked the 
year in a way distinctly discreditabie 
to the country has been the fart that 
lynchings have reached a total sur. 
passing the worst heretofore known. 
In 1903 104 lynchings occurred in six- 
teen States, 92 of them in the South.

that at one time 150,000 men 
and women were out on strike, have 
been given a somewhat unusual im- 
portance because of the remarkavle 
developments which followed a strike 
called by the Western Federation of 
Miners in the Telluride and Cr 
Creek districts of Colorado. This 
strike, originally declared because of 
hours, soon developed into a contest 
between law and order and anarchy 
and murder. Things eventually reached 
such a pags that Gov. Peabody de- 
clared martial law in the disturbed 
districts and sent in State troops. A 
conflict of nearly two months then 
compelled the surrender of the Wost- 
ern Federation, but at a cost of seme 
four score lives on both sides and a 
total expense, including wages, cf 
many mililons of dollars. 

The two strikes of the meat-packers 
in Chicago and eight other large cit- 
ies, which, in July and August, called 
out 53,000 operators, and the more “old- 
fashioned” strike when 26,000 operators 
left their work in eighty-one of the 
big mills of Fall River, were notable 
more because of the numbers involved 
than because of any decided victory 
for elther party to the dispute.

IN THE RELIGIOUS WORLD. 

In the religious world two events of 
unusual importance have marked the 
year. In England a decision by the 
House of Lords nas nullifiel the amel- 
gamation, proclaimed in 1900, between 
we Free Church of Scotland and the 
United Presbyterian Church. At that 
time Médderator McQueen of the first 
named body led a revolt against the 
union, in which he was supported by 
barely two dozen’ Scottish ministers. 
and in which he was opposed by thou- 
sands of the largest and mast influen- 
tlal parishes of the country. After 
four years in the courts, McQueen's 
little party now finds itself successful 
and suddenly in full control of church 
properties valued in the bulk at more 
than $50,000,000, 

Across on the continent an epoch 
has been marked in the history of the 
Roman Catholic Chureh by the practi- 
cal mullification of the Concordat en- 
tered into a century ago by Napoleon 
1, and Pius VII. It has been said that! 
this document was so equitable that 
it satisfied nelther France nor the 
church, but the coUrdination of goy- 
ernment and church interests which {t 
fostered has been of such value to the 
church that its abrogation is a bitter 
biow to Papal power. M. Combes, the 
French Premier, took the opportunity 
offered by a trifing dispute concern- 
ing the bishoprics of Dijon and Laval 
abdselutely to disassseciate the French 
church and State, and the present 
Parliament has just upheld him by a 
vote of 325 to 237. 

$40,000,000 TO CHARITY. 

It is yet too early to know how the 
benefactions of 1904 are to compare 
in their total with the $62,000,000 and 
more which last year was given to 
various charitable causes, but, count- 
ing no gifts of less than $250,000, a 
total of something more than $40,000.- 
000 has already been reached, This 
includes four gifts of $5,000,000 each, 
$15,000,000 of which has been given by 
Andrew Carnegie in equal parts to the 
estabifehiment of a fund for the reward 
of “heroes in private life:” towards 
excavations to be made in Rome; and 
to that Pittsburgh institute to which 
he bas already given so generously, 
The fourth of the $6,000,000 gifts was 
made by Marshall Field, of Chicago, 
to the museum there which is to bear

If 1904 has been a year of war, none 
the less has it been a year of immense 
loss of property by fire and of life by 
accident. The great fire which, on ‘he 
Tth and 8th of February, swept Balti- 
more, laying bare 140 acres that had 
been ‘covered by more than 1000 
buildings has been surpassed in great 
conflagrations only by the Qistoric fire 
which destroyed Chkeago in 1871. The 
business section of Rochester suffered 
in that sume mouth from a fire which 
represented a loss of 32,500.0%. In 
April a $2,000,000 fire visited Toronto, 
and in July the flames cost St. Peters- 
burg $2,050,000, 

The burning and sinking of the 
General Slocum in New York's East 
River, last June. with its loss of 16031 
lives, Was 80 appalling’ that it threw 
into the background even such a die 
aster us the sinking at sea, a few,days 
later, of the steamer Norge,’ Shion 
involved a loss of 466 lives. In the 
tornadoes and hurricanes which, 
ing the year, have swept over the Re.

Russia and the Philippines, 654 lives 
have been reported lost. 

MURDER AND SUDDEN DEATH. 

Violent death has been busy during 
the year. In the Far Bast the war 
has been responsible to Ruesia and 
Japan for the loss of at least six com.

tien, while at home Russia has lost 
the services of her Ministef of the In- 
terior. he Plehve, and her Governor 
of Finland, Gen. -Bobrikoff, both of 
whom met death by assassination.

EOPENING OLD 
MEXICAN MINE.

{)} most prospercus year hitherto experienced by Los 
geles, Southern California and the Great Souta- 

west, and this, notwithstanding the fact that the rainfall 
has for several years been exceptionally light, entailing 
rome heariships upon horticulturists and stock raisers, 
the latier more particularly im Arizona. HowéVver, while 
boriiculiure in Southern Oallfornia and stock ralsing 
in Arizona continue to lead as among the most impor- 
ten’ industries in those sections, yet, of late years, s% 
many o'her industries, ‘great and @mal!, have been de 
veloped in this southwestern country, that the preci pi- 
tation of water from above, importami as it undoubtedly 


is, does not any more spell Prosperity or Ruin, as it did 


throughout the arid Southwest a quarter of a century 
azo, when Southern California was still in the pasiora. 
s'aze of development. 

The story set forth fn the following pares of the Mid- 
winter Times 1§ a story of sieady growth all along the 
line--jn horticulture, in commerce, in manufacturing, in 
the production of useful and precious miverals. Itis a 
story of active business in real estate, and of a phe- 
nomenal building record; a story of such a large imwmi- 
xration from ‘he East that the railroads have been taxed 
to carry the crowds of eager home and health seekers. 


ne population of Los Anga@es today is conservativeis 
ex\imated at 170,000, an increase of 70 per cent. over the 
census figures of June, 1900. Should this rate of Increase 
be kept up until 1910 the census figures for that year 
should credit Los Angeles City with a population of 
fully 200,000, or about as much as the seven southern 
counties of California contained five years ago. 

An indication of the remarkable growth of popu!a- 
tion that has taken place bereabouts during the past 
few years is shown by the following figures, representing 
the vote of Los Angeles county in 1900, in 1902, and tn 

1904. The first two numbers are from the World Alma- 
nac, and the third from The Times: 1900, 22,999: 1902, 
28,592; 1904, 48,908. This shows an increase in the vote 
between 1900 and 1904 of 25,912, or nearly 118 per cent. 
At this rate, the present population of Los Angeles city 
should be considerably more than the conservative fig- 
ures given-above. 

In ciden times it was said that “All roads lead to 
Rome.’ To'lay it looks as if all roads lead to Los An- 
geles. The railroad builders of the nation have their 
eyes on this section. They recognize the fact that Los 
Angeles holds the key of the most convenient door that 
Jeads from America to the Orient, located, as it is, on 
the shortest route, by the easiest grades, between the 
two great oceans. Already the traveler from Los Ange- 
les to the East has the choice of three routes, to which. 
within a few weeks, will be added a fourth, by way of 
Falt Lake City. Then, with the early completion of the 
sovernment breakwater at San Pedro harbor, will come 
an awakening of trade with the Orient that will before 
many years make the Port of San Pedro no mean rival 
of San Francisco, 

Today, Los Angeles may properly be described as the 
hub of the Groat Southwest. It is the natural financias 
and commercial center of all the great mining and irri- 
galing enterprises that are in operation, or about to be 
underiaken, in the vast and mosily undeveloped stretch 
of territory that extends from Fresno on the north to 
I) Paso and Sorora on the south. 


Los Angeles is the natural center of the petroleum in-. 


dustry of the southwest, an industry that has grown 
with remarkable rapidity during the past few years. 
California will soon lead all States of the Union in the 
value of the petroleum output, practically all of which 
output has so far come from the southern end of the 
Siate. Already this State produces nearly one-fourth of 
all the oil produced in the United States. This means 
much more to Southern California than the mere value 
of the oil so produced, important as that is. It means 
that manufacturing enterprises are rendered possible 
and attractive to capital that would be out of the ques- 
tion if we had to buy coal for the cheapest price at 
which it is obtainable. 

This brings us to the subject 'of manufacturing. As 
recently as ‘en years ago, in discussing the future of 
los Angeles City, the most enthusiastic boomer would 
never cigim that it was ever likely to become an Impor- 
tant manufac'uring center. This}; mainly on account of 
the prevailing high cost of fuel; Today it is evident 
to the most obtuse that this is degtined to be a manufac- 
turing city of great importan There are severa! 
causes that contribute to thts et They are set forth 
in an interesting article on one ¢{ the following pages

of these newcomers will be permaneni residents ‘s 
ply shown by the immense number of residences that 
are going up all over town. In the month of November 
more building permits were issued in the city of Los 


Angeles than in apy other city of the 
United States, except Brooklyn and including 
Philadelphia, “the City of Homes.” This shows 


plainly that Los Angeles is not only the Chicago, but 
also the Philadelphia of the Pacific Coast, being indeed a 
city of small homes, where every man who fs industrious 
and frugal may easily manage to “sit under his own 
vine and fig tree, with nome to make him afraid.” This 
home building has been greatly stimulated by the con- 
struction of the finest system of electric railroads in the 
United States, so that a man may now live ten miies 
away from his place of business and reach it more con- 
venlently than could cover a distance of two miles 
in the days of libree cars. 

The remarks that have been made in regard to the 
flourishing condition of Los Angeles city and the coun- 
jry immediately surrounding it apply equally, with few 
variations, to the entire stretch of territory covered by 
this Midwinter Number, fram Kings county on the north 
to New Mexico on the southeast. In the second part 
of the number the siory of the growth of the various 
secttons during the past year is told in detail.

THE WINNING OF THE WASTE.

‘¢ It is no longer ago than the time when many readers 


of this paper were at school that our atlas had a big 
blank space in the southwestern part of the country on 
which was merely inscribed the words “The Great Amer- 
ican Desert.” That desert has been pushed farther and 
farther weet uniil today it has almost disappeared. 
Now the remaining vestiges of the desert are to be ta- 
ken in hand, and large areas of it made to blossom 
and yield up abundant crops. Over thousands of 
square miles of what was then called the desert Pull- 
man cars now carry the traveler, hour after hour and 
day after day, through wheat and corn fields, while im- 
portant cities have grown up where fifty years ago no- 
body dreamed that American civilization would be. 

There is much misconception on the ‘part of eastern 
people in regard to what the desert really is. The gen- 
erally accepted idea of a desert is something like that in 
the Great Sahara, in northern Africa, with pictures of 
which we are familiar from childhood, showing a cara- 
van overwhelmed by a terrible sandstorm. There are 
some patches of country resembling this In the south- 
west, but not to any great extent. The greater par! of 
the so-called desert consista of wide plains, ribbed here 
and there by bare mountain chains that assume wonder- 
ful hues at sunrise and sunget. These plains are dotted 
with quite an extensive growth of vegetation, including 
cacti of many kinds, mesquite, palo verde, occatilla, and 
other growths peculiar to those arid regions, while in 
between grows a bunch grass that the ca'''e eat. After 
the usual light rains of that region, the plains are trans- 
formed, as if by magic into a variegated carpet of beau- 
tiful wild flowers of all hues and shades. The air of the 
desert is life-giving, and almost intoxicafing, like cham- 
pagne. It imparts vitality to the feeble, and is the sal- 
vation of those whose lungs are affected. It is no won- 
der that many who have lived for years on the desert 
have acquired an affection for it something like that of 
the Arab, who, when removed from his beloved desert, 
becomes as homesick as the Swiss peasant when taken 
away from his Alpine home. 

In the introduction of his delightful book, “The Des- 
ert,” an extract from which is printed on anoiher page, 
Prof. John C. Van Dyke, referring to the climatic charms 
of the desert, says: 

“We have often heard of ‘Sunny Italy’ or the ‘clear 
light’ of Egypt, but believe me, there is no “sunlight there 
compared with that which falls upon the upper peaks of 
the Sierra Madre, or the uninhabitable wastes of the 
Colorado Desert. Pure sunlight requires for its exist- 
ence pure air, and the Old World has little of it left. 
When you are in Rome again, and stand upon that hili 
where all good romanticists go at sunset, look out and 
notice how dense is the atmosphere between you anid 
St. Peter's dome. The same thick air is all over Europe, 
all around the Mediterranean, even over in Mesopotamia, 
and by the banks of the Ganges. It has been breathed, 
and burned, and battle-smoked for ten thousand years. 
Ride up and over the high table lands of Montana—one 
can still ride there for days without: seeing a trace of 
humanity—and how clear and scentiess, how absolutely 
intangible that sky-blown sunshot atmosphere! You 
breathe it without feeling &, you see through it a hun- 
dred miles ani the picture is not blurred by it.”

But most people have very peculiar ideas of what 
the desert is like. Many think it a great sandy plain 
where the horees sink ankle deep in fine dust, where 
there is absolutely no water, and, most silly of all, 
where every man bristles with an arsenai limited only 
by his capacity to use it. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. Some of the finest natural roads, un- 
eg by the hand of man, are to be found on the 
esert, and over these roads you may ride for miles 
without seeing a patch of sand as large as a city lot. 
Mile upon mile of the desert is baked clay, as level 
as a floor and almost as hard, swept by desert winds 
until there is’ pot a particle of dust upon it, , and it 
shames many a fine city boulevard in its clean bed. 
Then again, there will be vast sand plats, thousands of 
acres in extent, covered with a sand so fine that flour 
seems like unground wheat beside it. And when a 
wind comes bowling along over the floor of one of these 
cand flats, gathering up a handful of the loose stuff here 
and there, it is time for the traveler to get out of its 
way. These breezes travel at a uniform gait of sev- 
enty miles an hour, and the sand they carry cuts like 
a two-edged sword. For many miles the desert is as 
open and level as land could possibly Se, and there the 
winds have undisputed sway; but here and there 
throughout the desert rise solitary peaks and short 
ranges, so that, all in all, the configuration of its surface 
is, not so very different from that of the land we know. 


The California desert has the most peculiar rivers tn 
the world. They rise nowhere and chey end in th 
same place. Hid in the heart of some range of black 
lava buttes one will find a fissure spring—that is, a 
spring whose waters are brought a long way under- 
ground through channels worn in fissures in the solid

Gradually now, however, the desert is becoming more 
thickly settled, and white men who have seen the money 
to be made from the selling of alfalfa and water and 
fuel to travelers through this land are buying up the 
twenty and forty-acre ranches of the half-breeds and 
setting up sort of haifway houses where the wanderer 
is safe as far as robbery and murder are concerned, but 
the charges for all sorts of accommodations are enor- 
mous, and out of all proportion to the service rendered. 
Asa result of this, and as a result of the too rapid cn- 
croachment of what to them is “civilization,” the older 
inhabitants of the desert, especially the white men and 
Indians who came there for a “reason,” and have grown 
to love the country as their own, are, with reluctance, 
once more moving farther and farther out to take up 
rew claims under equally quiet skies where the rumble 
of the hoist and the toot of the noon-time whistle will 
not disturb them. In their place are coming the little 
settlements, some of them mining camps, some of them 
centers of an agricultural population, which will be pop- 
ulous small-sized cities at no very distant date.

year or two. In a town like Randsburg, past the exper- 
imental stage and now supported by such a paying mine 
as the Yellow Aster, whose pay roll is, of course, the 
backbone of its life, almost everyone has some settied 
occupation. With some this is the successful manipula- 
tion of the faro bank or the separating of the miners 
from their money by some less hazardous method— 
the keeping of a “general merchandise” store, for ex- 
ample; but with the great majority it is mining, either 
as the hired men of some proven property or else 
as “free-lance” miners, each working a precarious ex- 
istence out of some hole in a sidehi!l near one of the 
mines already on a paying basis. Then there are the 
teamsters, without which no desert ‘town could long 
exist, for their relative scarcity or abundance testifies 
pretty accurately to the degree of business life there is 
in the settlement. As a rule they are a hard-swearing, 
hard-drinking, hard-fighting crowd, yet they know tho 
desert as few city men know the street on which they 
live, and I, for one, would want no better friend, ta 
trouble or out of it, than some of the men who handle 
the twenty-mule teams of the California Desert. 

From what I have already said it may be easily gath- 
ered that the desert town is not a very permanent sort 
of place; nor is it. In the earlier days, at ths 
time Tacopah and some other now-abandoned mining 
camps were built, the only materia! at hand was adobe, 
and almost all the houses, except those belonging to the 
leading mining company, were made of that material. 
It has not stood the wear of the elements well, an4 
one might easily believe he had landed in the midst 
of some ruined pueblo of the Zufii were it not for the 
various “black bottles” scattered round about througna 
the empty streets. A deserted village that once shel- 
tered two or three thousand souls, now buried in the 
heart of the Great Basin, is a lonely plac, and one soon 
learns to prefer his camp out on the mesa, where ths 
howling coyotes lull him to sleep, to spending the nigng, 
in such a place.

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How thé Gzeat Colorado Desect is Being Made to Blossom. 


A TRANSFORMATION SCENE. 
OR SUCCESSFUL ecultiva- 


mer timesthe farmer made 
sure only of the first, ani 
took hischance of the other 
two, season season, in 
climatic belts where both 
sunshine and rainfall are 
Variable quantities. But 
today the up-to-date Amer- 
ican agriculturist seeks the 
so-called desert lands of 
Southeast California, where 
he has rich virgin soil, per- 
petual sunshine and, thanks 

A to irrigation, a sure water 
supply which he can use 
just in exact proportion to 

his requirements. In this 
way allthethree essential 
conditions are secured, and chance is eliminated from the 
industry. 


The desert climate has no seasons. The farmer can 
grow alfalfa all the year, round, cut a crop every six 
weeks, and bale hay from January to December. He cali 
fatten cattle or feed hogs to his heart's content. or at 
least to the limits of his acreage, and the stock keep 
growing all the time, for there is no winter to set them 
back. Then he has a varied choice of minor industries, 
which, irrespective of season, he may adopt exclusively 
for themselves, or as side issues on a mixed farm. He 
may go in for dairy cattle, and send their cream to the 
city markets, or to the butter factory. He may rear 
poultry and keep a watchfut eye on market conditions, 
having broilers ready for spring and fat turkeys for 
Thanksgiving Day. . 

Under these modern conditions vast areas of the great 
Colorado Desert are being transformed into smiling ag~-. 
ricultural plains. When the traveler eastward bound 
across Southern California passes from the rich Pomona 
Valley, with its orange groves and vineyards and almost 
continuous culiivation, through the Banning country, 
with the twin’ peaks of San Bernardino and San Jacinto 
guarding the gateway of the wilderness, he finds himself 
in a veritable desert land. There are sand dunes to 
north and south of the jine, and only scanty mesquite, 
gage and greasewood, interspersed with cactus, growing 
on the patches that are not utterly barren. But towards 
the mountains on the south the eye receives the sugges- 
tion of a more vigorous brush growth. And if the trav- 
eler should leave the train and explore these regions he 
would find at Palm Springs, right under the shoulder of 
San Jacinto, an oasis of greenery—pepper trees, cotton- 
woods, palms and agaves, cypresges and oleanders, or- 
ange, lemon and fig trees, with a wealth of humbler 
shrubs in great variety. And this is only the first of a 
series of areas reclaimed, simply by the application of 
water, from the so-called desert. 


Some thirty miles further on, the Indian reservations 
of Torres and Martinez are real beauty spots. These 
are not seen from the railway, but Indio, Coachella, 
Thermal and Mecca, beyond which the Indian lands lie 
in a parallel belt, have been established close to the line. 
Here ¢he vivid green cultivation is due to artesian water; 
it has been tapped in unlimited quantity, there being 
over 300 gushing wells in the tiny Coachel'a Valley be- 
tween Indio and Mecca. 


Soon the train is again amid desert surroundings— 
true desert this time, and absolutely irreclaimable for 
cultivation purposes. Since Indio we have been below 
gea level, and we are now in the great Salton sink, 287 
feet down, right in the bottom of the bowl. The scene 
is one of complete lifeleseness and desolation, where not 


even a solitary cactus grows or an errant lizard stirs. 


Far as the eye can reach is the white glistening surface 
of the ealt-pan, with the gleam of the mirage, most 
likely, just beyond towards the southern range, painting 
the landscape with a delusive strip of limpid blue water. 
But even into this forbidding land has come the indom- 
itable seeker for spoil—yonder ¢rail of black smoke on 
the horizon is from a locomotive hauling a load of crys- 
tals to the salt works near the railway |jne. 

Beyond the Salton basin, let us leave the main line 
and take the southern branch at Old Beach. We are now 
in the Imperial Valley, the eccne of what is going to be 
one of the vastest systems of Irrigation human enter- 
prise has ever devised. At first we are sti!! in seeming 
desert. But the land dotted with greasewood is really 
rich gilt, deposited by the Colorado River through un- 
numbered centuries, pulverized by heat to the fineness 
of ground pepper, and now requiring only the magic 
touch of irrigation to make it burst into oroductivily. 
Soon our train is passing between green fields of alfalfa 
and vast stretches of corn amid which. the feeding

What are the means by which this gigantic work of 
reclamation can be carried to completion? I shall indi- | 
cate the engineer part of the project only in briefest 
outline. The abundant waters of the Colorado are tapped 
a few miles from Yuma, in American territory. Thence 
they are directed into an old overflow channel of the 
great river—the Old Salton bed. Curving south and 
then north again, so as to form the segment of a circle, 
the stream flo through Mexican. territory, returning 
to American sojl gt Calexico. Here the distribution of 
the irrigation water over the Imperial Valley begins..- 

The gentle dip of the country is toward the north— | 
to the great Salton sink I have already described. When 
it is stated that Yuma is 116 feet above sea level, Calex- | 
ico at sea level, and the Salton Basin 287 below, a dis- 
tance from intake to waste discharge of about 400 miles, | 
the natural flow of the water in the irrigating channels 
that reticulate the country will be understood. The con- 
ditions for irrigation are almost ideal—no pumping, no 
scouring, just an easy natural flow, with sufficient cur- 
rent in the channels to keep the water from becoming 
sluggish. And it has further to be borne in mind that 
the waters of the Colorado hold in solution phosphoric 
acid, potash, nitrogen, and other fertilizing agents, so 
that the land is not only being irrigated, but its pro- 
ductivity periodically renewed as well. Such is the new 
domain that is being opened up to the Amerjcan agri- 
culturist. 

The man who would become a settler in the Imperial 
Valley should possess three qualifications: 

(1.) The proper temperament. 

(2.) Knowledge of irrigation, or aptitude to acquire it. 

(3.) The capital necessary for all preliminary oper- 
ations. 

These points will deserve a few sentences of elabo- 
ration. 

(1.) Before throwing in his lof with an irrigation set- 
tlement in the early stages of its development, let the in- 
tending settler weigh well the fact that he is deliberately 
foregoing city life, with all its social attractions. There 
are no theaters on the desert, no clubs, no dances, no 
concerts, no progressive euchre parties, no. neighborly 
supper parties. In a word, there are few amusemenis 
or intellectual recreations except those that each family 
can devise for itself. For men and women of a certain 
mental constitution, this is all right—the very tran- 
quility of the life is its charm, and they have resources 
on which to draw in the way of reading, studying the 
problems connected with their daily work, communing 
with nature, simple home pleasures, and £0 on. 


But the desert is assuredly not the place for those 
who, though they may thoroughly enjoy a quiet spell, 
grow weary when it is unduly prolonged, find themselves 
pining for the stir and stimulus of city life, begin to 
think they are vegetating because they are out of the 
rush of the busy world, fall to fretting over the mo- 
netony of their existence, and are ever fighting the 
temptation to abandon it as no longer tolerable. From 
ihe ranks of such come most of the men who have 
proved themselves failures at Imperial. The country is 
not at fault, nor indeed the individuals themselves, ex- 
cept in so far as they showed lack of judgment in choos- 
ing an occupation for which they were infitted by tem- 
perament. 

Let me not be misunderstood. Life in the Imperial 
Valiey may be full of pleasure, and is lived by many 
with keenest zest and enjoyment. But pleasure is strictly 
dependent upon taste, and taste requires the proper sub- 
stance for its gratification. The humming bird, for ex- 
ample, finds honey and happiness among the blossoms 
where the woodpecker would break his heart and starve. 

(2.) Many who start out to make their fortune by ir- 
rigation imagine that the business is just as simple and 
easy as shelling pray They think that they have only 
to flood the seed land to ensure an abundant harvest. 
But no notion could be more wide of the mark. Success 
in irrigation, as in most other occupations, lies in the 
infinite capacity to take pains, and just when, where, 
and how to take pains has to be learned. If the learning 
has to be by untutored experience, then there will al- 
most inevitably be initial faileures and losses. For these 
neither the soil nor the climate should be blamed; there 
must be frank recognition that imperfect methods were 
followed the finst time, and can be improved on a second 
trial, 

An observer driving over the Imperial Valley may 
occasionally be struck by the different appearance of two 
adjoining ranches. On the one the alfalfa is patchy—in 
some places the growth is luxuriant enough, but in 
others the soil shows baxe. On the second farm, there 
is absolute uniformity, the whole alfalfa field is smooth 
and green as a billiard table. This marks the difference 
between skilful and unskilful irrigation, and eventually 
between a handsome profit and a meager credit balance

Egyptian corn, sor- 
ghum, millet, etc. Tm fact, the whole scene afforded & 
marvelous illustration of how Irrigation in such a cli- 
mate eliminates the seasons. Sprouting Barley and 
ripening barley were to be found in adjoining fields. 

Oa both sides of the wide roads that traverse the 
rauch, cottonwood cuttings have been planted, and will 
soon form splendid avennes of shade trees. The irre- 
pressible vitality of nature under these climatic condi- 
tions is shown by the fact that often the very fencing 
posts of mesquite have rooted and are putting forth 
green sprouts. Along the irrigation ditches willows, the 
seeds of which have been brought in with the waters 
from the Colorado Rivér, give to the landscape further 
touches of vivid green. And this garden of today was 
‘ the desert of yesterday! Has man's enterprise ever 
achieved a more wonderful transformation? 

In its virgin state the land, for the most part, Is 
covered with greasewood and mesquite. The first task 
of the settler is to clear away this scrub. For the 
work of grubbing out he may employ Mexicans or Co- 
copah Indians from the across the border. Or he may 
Bee horse teams, beating down and tearing out the 
Brushwood by means of a-heavy rail, collecting it in 
heaps and burning it. The next job is to level the land 
by means of Fresno scrapers. Then the irrigation chan- 
nels to connect with the supply ditch are dug, and “bor- 
ders” are built, these latter being low dykes of loam that 
enable the water to be controlled within conveniently 
email areas. These preliminary operations will have 
cost anywhere from $2 to $10 per acre, according to the 
conformation of the surface. 


The settler is now ready to tap the supply ditch at | 


the hichest point on his land, and to thoroughly irrigate 
the soil. For a first crop-he will sow wheat or barley, 
discing the seed into the well-damped earth. These 
crops have the advantage of Asintegrating the soil, 
keeping the surface from caking, and sending down deep 
roots that aid subsequent irrigation of the subsoil. Al- 
{alfa may be the next crop, and, sown_amidst the stubble, 
Las the best chance of rooting. , The discing-in of the 
seed may now either precede or follow the application 
of water. To show the niceties of irrigation, it may 
be pointed out that on imperfectly leveled land the seed 
may be washed away in places, on high and dry spots 
it may never sprout, while on water-logged patches the 
germinating plants may be boiled and destroyed during 
the intense heat of a single day. Therefore the land 
must have been leveled perfectly, it must be Irrigated 
thoroughly, and it must be drained effectively. Granted 
these three conditions, the alfalfa comes up thickly and 
evenly. Other crops have their uses, but alfalfa, forming 


as it does a permanent pasture, is king, and-over 3 |

Now that the soll is clothed with crops, how does the 
settler work his land? He may cut his alfalfa for hay, 
making six to eight harvestings in the course of a year, 
and securing one and one-half tons of curea hay per 
acre at each cutting. This means a minimum yield of 
nine tons of hay per annum from each acre, and with 
alfalfa hay at $10 per ton, a gross sum of $90 per abre. 

Or the growing alfalfa may be used for fattening 
stock. In this case fencing is desirabie, for the herding 
of stock is less profitable in the long run. 
acres of alfalfa the farmer may pasture fifty head of 
cattle, confining them to ten acres at a time, while the 
other ten acres is being jrricated and allowed to grow. 
In actual practice this has been done, and the lean 
cattle have been increased in value from $24 to $44 per

The first-named group 
of cereals may be converted into hay, consumed as 
growing fodder for topping off fat stock while the grain 
is still “in the milk,” or ripened and harvested as grain. 
For seed purposes, especially, Imperial-grown grain !s 
said to be unrivalled, the crops being quite free from 
rust and not subject to the set-backs which climatic 
vagaries elsewhere so frequently cause. Wheat, barley 
and oats have a market which is only limited by the at 
present, heavy’railway transportation charges. 

It is admitted that Indian corn has not proved a suc- 
ceas in the Imperial Valley, the cobs having few kernels 
and many of these being blighted. Kaffir corn and 
Egyptian corn are of quite equal value as forage crops, 
and both flourish magnificently. When the fleld is ready 
for’ stock, almost prime cattle ere first turned in to eat 
off the grain, then lean cattle consume the succulent 
leaves and stocks, and finally hogs dispose of the re- 
maining stubble. When hogs are raised in considerable 
numbers, the fences have to be hog-tight. For ,this, 
meshed wire partly buried in the soll is surmounted by: 
strands of barbed wire. The feeding herd is not only 
kept within bounds, but access is barred to stray coyotes 
that may have chanced to develcp a taste for sucking 
pig. After the hogs have eaten out the stubble, borders 
and -ditches are repaired, the land is again irrigated, 
and a fresh crop is put in. 

There are several variations to the above scheme of 
cropping. Barley may be eaten down three or four 
times, coming up again after each irrigation and period 
of rest, and affording several pasturings from the same 
seeding. Wheat may be sown among alfalfa, and the 
combination makes a fine fodder. Or the ripened corn

Everything points to the Imperial Valley becoming 
cne of the greatest fattenfmg grounds in America for 
catile. It is within easy access for the range herds of 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona. The lean kine come 
into a land of perpetual eunshine and abundant feed, 
and, growing all the time, with no set-backs because of 
cold or rain, reach the prime condition in the least pos- 
sible time. They are then shipped the short distance 
of 200 miles to the Los Angeles market, where a great 
increase in the packing-house industry is inevitable. 

The breeding and rearing of horses and mules has 
also proved successful and profitable. Under these jdeal 
conditions of climate and feed, the young stock thrive 
from birth, and there is no period of cessation in their 
growth. The first big experiment in fattening sheep 1s 
tlso being made, 3000 of the Navajo variety baving been 
Introduced from Arizona. So January or February lambs 
from Imperial may be a feature of the coming year’s 
market in Los Angeles, Even Angora goats, to the 
number of 1400 in a gingle flock, have come down from 
the ranges to the favored valley, where there will be 
no tribute of kids"té predaceous coyotes, no loss of 
fleeces on thorny mesquite bushes, no anxiety on the 
score of water through drought, and no stint of feed 
when stubble can be bought at 25 cents per acre. 

Next to cattle, however, hogs are the great stand-by 
of those who go in for stock-feeding. Two litters, av- 
eraging five apiece, are got each year from a breeding 
sow, and continuous growth during a period of leas than 
two years brings the young pig to the best market 
weight, namely, between 150 and 200 pounds. 
a pound live weight, each porker brings at the railway 
from $7.50 to $10. So there is quick and sure money in 
hogs, especially for the poor man, who, starting with 
hatf-a-dozen sows that cost, say, $75, soon has several 
hundred young hogs around him. In this connection 
it may be pointed out that, for packing-house purposes, 
alfalfa must not be solely relied on. Alfalfa makes a 
big frame, but corn-feeding at the finish is necessary to 
bring the pork into prime condition for curing. 

After cattle, horses, mules, sheep, goats and hogs there 
are still profitable minor industries in the stock-raising 
line. In fact, at this moment in Imperial the pressing 
problem seems to be to find mouths to eat the feed so 
bountifully provided. All over the vaHey there is poul- 
try farming, although marketing on wholesale lines has 
still to be systematized. On a single ranch 800 turkeys 
were raised for the last Thanksgiving Day market. In 
several localities attention is being given to squabe. 

Dafrying is advancing rapidly and promises to be one 
of the greatest industries of the valley. Since the es- 
tablishment of a creamery at Imperial, several herds in 
the vicinity have increased up to seventy-five or 109 
head. At present the cows are of mixed breeds, for all

The factory at 
Imperial has an average daily output of 600 pounds of 


| butter, but the capacity of the plant is 4500 pounds per 
day. Al] the cream that can be supplied, therefore, is 
af once taken. One point about the butter produced at 
Imperial should be widely made known. The butter is 
natirally of a rich yellow color. This is due to the 
green feed, green barley and green alfalfa making the 
yellowest butter. But it happens that in Los Angeles 


| there is, from custom, a prejudice in favor of white but- 
| ter, which is produced from cured hay feed. Therefore, 


last year, when Imperial butter first came on the market 
in appreciable quantity, it suffered because of its color 
people could not believe that it was absolutely pure 
and free from all coloring matter. A printed guarantee 
in the paper on which each package is wrapped will this 
coming year help to remove the false impression that 
has prevailed. Ne one who has seen the rich cream 
that goes into the churns at Imperial, and has tasted 
the finely-flavored butter, but will know tha: ‘he product 
hes a magnificent market awaiting it. When the co- 


_and creameries are established in every center, the in- 
leaps and 
bounds, right through the valley. 

Several of our favorite fruits, including grapes and 
melons, have been raised in considerable quantity, and 
carly vegetables of nearly every kind have shown suc- 
| cessful results. However, although many farmers supply 
| their own wants, these industries have yet to be put on 
a business basis, for until codperative packing and mar- 
keting is organized any large and regular output of suca 
perishable produce is impossible. 

That sugar beets and cotton, both of the finest quality, 
can be grown in the valley has been conclusively proved 
by experiment, but these again, commercially speaking, 
are ventures that only time ean establish. Indeed, it 
seems probable that for a good many years to come the 
Imperial Valley will be mainly devoted to fodder grow- 
Ing, stock raising and dairying, three staple agricultural 
industries in which experience has proved there lie the 
largest, quickest and eurest cash returns. 

Now for a few words as to the railway rates ques- 
tion, on Which the future of the country will so largely 
depend. The Imperial Valley is so immense an area, 
its potentialities are 6o vast, its present and immediate 
output so considerable, that it will be in a position to 
command adequate railroad facililies. It cannot long 
be held at the mercy of a single system, which certainly 
at the present time, free from all competition. seems 
bent on extortion. When 1 was last at Imperial I saw 
125 tons of wheat hay being loaded into the Southern 
Pacific cars. This particular hay had been acquired, 
under a forced sale to redeem a mortgage, at a price 
that could not have yielded any adequate return to the 
grower, namely, $6.50 per ton. The charge for carrying it 
to Los Angeles, just a little over 200 miles, was $5.35 
per ton. This is out of all proportion, for in the case of 
Visalia, almost exactly the same distance from Los An- 
geles, the rate is only $3.50 per ton. But at Visalia there 
is competition between the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fé, while at Imperial there is none. The differ-

Smal! wonder that all the talk throughout the valleg 
is the urgent need of more railways. Irrigation teaches 
the power of coéperation—it is one of the enterprises 
that can be initiated and carried through only on a co 
operative basis. In at least two districts in Amerieg 
coéperative farmers’ railroads have sprung into exist 
ence, and in the Imperia] country this is the scheme thag 
finds most favor. Once the question of government owm 
ership of the water system is settied, the railway quem 
tion is the next problem that the community will Be 
called upon to tackle. There are men of keen enterprise 
and intelligence, many with substantial capital, settled 
in the Imperial Valley, and the present incubus of in« 
equitable railway freights will not be much longer en- 
dured. 


With railway extension will tome an important change” 
tn the commercial and population center of gravity. Tha? 


this will remain in the city of Imperial is unlikely. it 
appears certain that it will move south to Calexico, the 
international gateway, and already a town that displays 
all the signs of rapid growth and business activity. Be 
hind Calexico is the great Imperial Valley, while across 


the border is the vast Mexican territory that will be de- 


veloped under much the same conditions, and will al- 
ways, from the market point of view, be tributary to the 
United States. Calexico stands between, and is there- 
fore the natural metropolis of the combined areas. Aft 
no distant date it will be on the transcontinental liné 
of the Southern Pacific, for the prezent branch line through 
the rich Imperial Valley must eventually be made the 
main line, with a new connecting section through Mex 
ican territory to Yuma or some other point on the ex- 
isting main line further east. For by this change traf 
fie through a desert region will be abandoned in favor of 
traffic through one thickly settled and richly productive 
When a second line is built, one directly east and west, 
linking San Diego to the Imperial Valley, for which the 
preliminary surveys have been made, 
will be on that system. So the town is destined to be- 
come a great railroad center, as well as a new commer 
cial gateway of first importance between the United 
States and Mexico. 

In carrying out such a vast scheme as the opening of 
the Imperial Valley to settlement, that there should have 
been some mistakes made in detail was inevitable. Now 
that the experimental stage has been passed, that thé 
ccnsequences of such mistakes can keep the enterpri<e 
from being carried to full completion is impossible. The 
development of water may not have kept pace with the 
sale of land and water rights, the undertaking may ap- 
pear to be passing beyond the limits of private capital 
ization, the advisability of government control over irri- 
gation may be incontestable, now may seem to be the 
opportune moment for the nation to acquire existing 
rights and undertake the future management of the wa- 
ter supply—all these are important questions of the hour? 
For that all will be solved is as certain as day will fol-

productivity of the soil over a vast area, the running to

MELONS FORTHE NATION. 


FTER the long journey 
westward across the Colo- 
rado Desert, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, leaving ve- 
hind it that last abode of 
desolation, the Salton Sink, 
enters the tiny Coache'a 
Valley. On the north are 
the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains, on the south those of 
San Jacinto, the two rang°s 
converging until the Cajon 
Pass is reached. And this 
is the gateway through 
which the traveler finally 
passes from viStas of weary 
waste to the smiling orch- 
ards and agricultura) lands 
of Southern California. 

The Coachella Valley comes as a welcome felief to the 
eye, for here we have the first dots of vivid green strung 
along the railway like ganglia on a nerve fiber—Mecca 
Thermal, Coachella, Indio, four oases in the wilderness. 
The average tourist and sightseer does not linger here. 
and yet this valley touches some of the most beautiful 
scenery in the State, while it also teaches a wonderful 
jeseon of human enterprise. 


To the visitor who can be persuaded to leave the 
beaten track of travel I would give this recommenda- 
tion: Drop off the train at Palm Springs, ou'fit there 
with burros or mule team, and come down the valley 
again at a leisurely pace. From Palm Springs to the 
south he can visit Andreas Cafion, Murray Cafion and 
Palm Cafion, where the Colorado Desert palm, the 
Washingtonia filifera, has its habitat and amid rocky, 
rugged ecenery gives us realistic glimpses of Barbary or 
Araby right here in our Amegican Far West. On the 
other side of the desert spur, amid the San Bernardino 
‘Mauntains, are Thousand Palm Cafion and the Five 
Meodred Palm Cafion, in which the trees are massed In 
avamificent groves. Descending to Indio, the traveler 
finds at Indian Well a spot the romantic loveliness of 
which I have never seen surpassed in any part of the 
world—rolling sand dunes held together and banked 
by lofty mesquite thickets, with a semicircle of jagged 
saw-toothed mountains in the near background. This 
was an old camping ground of the red man, for every- 
where around are scattered fragments of pottery, flakes 
of obsidian, and occasional arrowheads to reward ‘he 
searcher’s diligence. Further on are the Indian reser- 
vations of Torres and Martinez, nooks of the so-called 
desert that for natural beauty might be the park lands 
of a rich man’s country home. Finally, there is Coa- 
chella itself, with its gushing artesian wells, its lush 
pasturage and its wealth of greenery. 


My pen, for the present, however, has to deal not with 
the charms of the scenery, but with the matter-of-fact 
industrial aspects of the country. Yet, when this side 
of the subject is approached, we are aggin in an atmos- 
phere of romance, although of a different kind. Think 
of this—300 ariesian wells pouring forth tens of millions 
of gallons of water every day, and clothing with vegeta- 
tion a valley that was inexorably marked “desert” on 
every map up to four or five years ago. And think of 
this again—eighty-seven settlers, all poor men whan 
they first came to this land of then doubtful promise, 
ehipping out last spring, by codéperative effort, $157.900 
worth of cantaloupes alone, not to reckon alfalfa hay, 
fat cattle and hogs, cream, poultry, grapes, watermelons, 
sweet potatoes, and other produce besides. Ronfance? 
_ Yes, hard work has its thrilling stories and its splendid 
triumphs, even though the poet or the historian may 
mever record them. 


The cantaloupe industry of the Coachella Valley has 
been built up absolutely without outside capital—by 
the community itself, and with its own resources. The 
central packing-house ts at the town of Coachella. From 
the other towns in the valley broken carloads are col- 
lected, but the entire crop is assembled at Coachella, 
where the cars are finally loaded and the special trains 
dispatched. From seed to salesroom the cantaloupes are 
under the producers’ contro]. The seed is purchased 
wholesale, from Rocky Ford, Colo., the great center of 
the cantaloupe industry. It is hand-picked from stand- 
ard-sized fruit, absolutely pure, and guaranteed. At this 
stage no mistake can be afforded, for, while culls now 
- never exceed 10 per cent. at Coachella, one year through 
imperfect seed they ran up to 40 per cent., solely on ac- 
count of varying size. After fine quality, uniformity of 
size is the chief thing aimed at by the Coachella grower, 
whose special brand, the Mermaid, is becoming known 
all over America. Forty-five melons go inio the stand- 
ard crate, and fifty-four into the crate known as “po- 
nies,” these being the only sizes that the eastern deai- 
ers will handle. Therefore, no others are shipped on ihe 
special transcontinental trains, everything else be'ag 
classed as culls, except a few “specials” and “jumbos,” 
16 and 12 to the box respectively, which find a market 
in Los Angeles. So the importance of size to the grower 
cannot be overestimated. 


After the farmer has prepared his land and received 
his seed, he starts on a succession of sowings, commenc- 
tng about February 1. The market lasts only nine weexs 
—this year the first shipment was made on May 21, 
and the last on July 19. So the grower'’s endeavor is 
both to get in early, and to keep sending cozitinuonusly 
all the time. The produce of each week is separately 
pooled, the carliest pools, of course, securing the beat 
gate per crate. The last agrnuat ghows that the

This year seven special trains were dispatched, aggre- 
cating 154 carloads of the fruit. Chicago is the great 
central shipping point for the entire East, and here ihe 
Coachella association has its special warehouse and mar- 
ket manager. Every crate is repacked, the firmest fruit 
being sent on to farther-away points, the riper fruit dis- 
posed of locally. The manager is in telegraphic touch 
with all cities of importance, and his reshipments are 
'o the markets where there is at the moment the actual 
demand. The whqle system, indeed, has now by sev- 
eral years of exferience and constant improvemen* 
Leen. developed td the highest efficiency. This past sea- 
son not a car of Coachella cantaloupes was “red-lettered” 
—each one of the 154 helped to pile up the aggregate 
profits. It should be noted alsm that at the St. Louis 
Exposition the association secured the only silver medai 
awarded for melons. 

The special trains have 
freight trains running on scheduled passenger 
For this service the freight is $2 per 190 pounds, and 
the average cost of sending a car to Chicago $600. The 
distribution of profits last season, odd figures dis- 
regarded, fell as follows: 

To the growers, $72,000; to S. P. Railway Company 
and Armour Refrigerating Company, $69,000; commis- 
sions, $14,000. | 

Next vear the railway charges wil! be greatly reduced, 
as it is proposed to utilize the regular freight service at 
“i per hundred pounds. This is rendered possible be- 
cause an ice plant is being erected at Coachella, so that 
the fruit can be thoroughly chilled off before shipment. 
Oikher economies wil! result, for hitherto ice has been 
brought in at heavy cost, and with héavy loss in tras- 
sit. The plant will have a capacity of twenty tons of ice 
per day, with ninety tons per day refrigerating canvac- 
ity, and there will be cold storage for sixteen carloads of 
fruit at one time. 

The canialoupes last epring were grown over an area 
of 600 acres. But some farms were very much better 
planted than othets—that is, some cantaloupe patches 
were sown as closely as was good for the plant, while 
O\hers straggled over more ground. involving heavier 
cost for irrigating and for harvesting. Therefore the 
gross return to the gower per acre varied very consid- 
erably, all the way from $300 to $123. Out of this, of 
course, had to come working expenses, but it wil! be 
seen that, all over, a very heavy profit per acre was net- 
ted, and this on!y for one-half the year’s use of the soil. 

‘Experience bas taught one very imporiant poin’, 
namely, the risk of any. one Individual increasing his 
acreage under cantaloupes beyond certain defined limits. 
From 7 to 10 acres is the maximum to which one grow- 
ors strict attention can be given. When this is ex- 
ceeded, inferior results follow from lack of due care, 
and at harvest~time there is great risk involved of 
losing part of the crop through the uncertainty in the 
supply of hired labor and its unreliability in the nrat- 
ter of selective picking. In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that the fruit nearest to the root has the 
finest favor, and is of higher fruit value, having a con- 
siderably smaller seed cavity than the one far out op 
the vine. 

A considerable number of Japanese farmers are en- 
gaged in the industry, and are members of the associa- 
tion. They rent their land, paying in advance $25 ver 
acre, this charge intluding water. Altoge:her the Japa- 
nese work about 240 acres in the district. One commu- 
nity is on a coéperative basis, eight growers holding 140 
acres and employing further heip among their country- 
men. The Japanese make excellent growers and pack- 
ers, their pack, by close attention to detail, being as a 
rule better finished up than that of the average Ameri- 
can. Even some of the Indians have joined the associ- 
ation. A number of families ef the Cahuilla tribe are 
located in a emall reservation close to Coachella, and 
are proving thcmseives industrious and excellent culti- 
vaiors. Talking with one of the Indians, I learned that 
be had shipped this year 110 crates, realizing $140. 

In addition to the cantaloupe variety, Coachella ships 
watermelons in considerable quantity. But as vet this 
industry is not established on as firm and profitable a 
basis. The conditions are different—watermelons have 
practically only the Pacific Coast markets open to them. 
and in these there is keen competition, with the con- 
stant danger that oversupply may lead to a ruinous cut 
in prices. 

Melons, however, occupy the attention of the valley 
farmers only for ihe first six months of the year. For 
a fall crop they plant Indian corn, beans, and vegetables 
of all kinds. Wheat and barley can also be raised, aad 
taken off in time for the spring melons to be sown. 
These are excejlent crops for the melon lands, as they 
break up the soil, and the stubble, when plowed in, ad- 
mits the air srcely, besides serving as a fertilizer. At 
Imperial [ found that Indian corn does not thrive, put 
at Coachella they. claim complete success with it, get- 
ting as high as fifty bushels of shelled corn to the acre. 
Everything points to Coachella becoming an important 
center for the growing of seed, the tendency of all kinds 
of cereals and vegetables being to produce a_ perfect. 
well-maiured seed under the almost ideal conditions of 
climate. 

The farmer plants cantaloupes on his richest soil. 
The lighter and sandier soil he devotes to sweet pota- 
toes, which form the second most important producti of 
the Coachella Valley, and one of the most profitable. 
The potatoes are of a very dry and sweet kind. They 
are shipped early during July and August, and, then,

when full supplies from other localities cause prices to | 


ease off, are Jefi in the ground until the spring, 
the crop is cleaned up. In the dry soil the potatoes Ramey 
been preserved perfecily. 

Alfalfa for permanent pasturage is one of the hig 
crops of the district. Owing to the number of passigg 
teams, there is a large local demand for hay. Considen 
able consignments are also shipped outside. There® 
quite extensive dairving for home wants, and a coopemae 
tive creamery is in process of organization: Poult 
and eggs are both shipped in steadily increasigg 
amounts. 4iogs are reared, and thrive well on the culjgg 
melons and those that cannot be gathered in time 4m 
the market. About 500 acres are under grapes. the i 
vored variety being the Thompson Seedless. The abow 
list pretty well exhausts the industries established te 
in the thriving little group of settlements. 

I have conversed with many of the settlers, and thee 
experiences are interesting. I will give two individwgy 
stories, just to show what the poor man may accom 
plish at Coachella. 

“A” is a Dane, and a fine type of man. He bo 
steaded eighty acres, while his wife took up eighty acta® 
immediately adgoining under the Desert Act. The tim 
year “A” sowed seven acres (o cantaloupes, and did welg 
In the enthusiasm of first success he planted thirty acrg™ 
next year. But the area was quite beyond him, Whi 
the labor for harvesting proved insufficient and costigy 
The marketing that year, then In an experimental stagg 
was also bad. So he lost over $100 on his cantaloupeg 
besides all his time and labor. He put in an auium@ 
crop of beans, but bad luck persisted. The beans, a Gag 
crop, after being sacked, were damaged by unusual raiag 
against which no protection had been provided. After® 
struggle to save them, they had to be fed to hogs. These 


trials might have broken some setilers’ hearts, but not. 


so this sturdy Dane's. The third year he returned 
seven acres only of canialoupes, and realized $1100. PGg 
autumn crop he grew corn, and fattened hogs, with 
profitable results. During the present year the sevall 
acres of cantaloupes brought $1600, the net profit fram 
this crop alone being just over $100 per acre. Th 
man's advice is:- “Take no risk of the uncertainty @ 
labor by having too big an acreage under canialoupés) 
Then, with knowledge and care, you can bank on §@@ 
clear profit per acre every season.” ' 

“B,” a Nebraskan, arrived in Coachella three yea 
ago, with only $44. For two years he engaged at cam 
pentering and working on the ranches, gaining experk 
ence and savinz part of his wages. This year he rented 
five acres, and planted them to cantaloupes. Thee 
brought a grosa return of $1140, and after payment @ 
rent, field labor, and cartage. a net profit of $802. Morte 
over, he has sub-leaked the land tor the rest of the yveat, 
and receives one-fourth of the corn and vegetables 
planted as his share. So his profit from the five acre 
for less than six months of actual personal labor will 
exceed $1000. 

One word now as to the permanency of the ariesiag 
water supply in the Coachella Vailey. The Cassandrag 
in our midst say that with 300 wells perpetualiy flowing, 
and eight drilling plants steadily at work, putting dows 
others, the end must soon come. But actual experiences 
gives not the slightest support to this prediction. it & 
conclusively proved that the artesian supply is quite ite 
dependent of the rainfall in the adjacent mountains, and 
is absolutely unaffecied by local conditions. Each year 
during the past five years, irrespective of al) rainfall 
near or far away, the pressure of the water has declined 
steadily from June to August, and then come back lt 
normal, This periodicity has been unaffected by the 
rapidly growing number of wells. 

The Coacheila Valley is about 100 feet below sea level, 
It is therefore about 200 feet below the level of the Cok 
orado River at Yuma, a little over 100 miles dis‘ant 
from the town of Coachella. Whether the river affects 
the subterranean pressure is at present matter of sur- 
mise, but the fact is @stablished by analysis that the are 
tesian water at Coachella is exactly the same as that of 
the Colorado River above Needles, both being free from 
salts. The strike cf water at Coachella is at 500 f4et 
and the drilling is so easy, through finely pulverized 
loam, that some wells have been bored and flowing 
within a couple of days. !

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The Silent River That Runs Through the American Wonderland. 


EL RIO COLORADO. 


HE following. picturesque 
description of the Colo- 
rado River, one of the 
most remarkable streanis 
in the world, is from that 
fascinating book of Prof. 
John C. Van Dyke, “The 
Desert,” which should be 
read by every lover of na- 
ture. Within a few years 
the Colorado River will be 
the scene of great irriga- 
tion activities. Then if 
will no longer be the sol- 
emn, silent stream tha: 
Mr. Van Dyke describes. 
Its banks will throb and 
hum with the sounds that 
accompany civilization 
and progress. 

The activities that are 
now under way On, the 
banks of the Cclorado, in the shape of irrigation en‘er- 
prises, and other undertakings of the kind that are as 
vet only in the embryo stage, give assurance that be- 
f.re many years shall have passed the banks of this 
river—one of the moat remarkable rivers in the world—- 
will present a wonderful contrast to its present aspect. 
From being the moet sparsely seiiled section of the 
United States, the delta of the Colorado is evidently des- 
‘ined to become as thickly populated as the delta of ‘ue 
Nile. Im an interesting article, published on, another 
page of this number, George H. Maxwell expresses the 
vbellef that, by wiilizing the waters of the Colorado 
River, it would be possible to trrigate over 5,000,000 
acres of land adapted to intensive culture. In view of 
‘hese facts. Mr. Van Dyke's graphic and picturesque (e- 
scription of the “silent river,” as ht appears today, is of 
special interest: 


The career of the Colorado, from Hs rise In the Win?! 
River Mountains in Wyoming, to I's final disapp-ar- 
ance in the Gulf of Callfornia, seems a! mosi tragic in it- 
-wift transitions. It starts out so cheerfly upon i's 
ourse; it is so clear and pure, so sparkling with sur- 
shine and spirir. It dashes down mountain valleys, gur- 
eles under boulders, swirls over waterfalls, flashes 
through ravines and gorges. With its sweep and glide 
and its silvery iaugh it seems to lead a merry life. But 
ioo soon it plunges into precipitous cafions and enters 
upon its flerce struggle with the en-ompassing rock. 
Now it boils and foams, leaps and strikes, thunders and 
shatters. For hundreds of miles it wears and worries 
and undermines the rock to its destruction. During tie 
long cénturies it has cut down into the crust of the 
earth 5000 feet. But ever the stout wails keep casting 
it back, keep churning it into bubbles, beating it into 
froth. At laat, its cafion course run, exhausted ani 
helpless, it is pushed through the escarpments, thrus: 
out upon the desert, to find its way to the sea as best ii 
can. Its spirit is broken, its vivacity is extinguished, its 
color is deepened to a dark red—the trajl of blood that 
leads up to the death. Wearily, now, it drifts across 
the desert witbout a ripple, without a moan. Like a 
wounded snaké it drags its length far down the long 
wastes of sand, to where the blue waves are flashing on 
the California Gulf. And there it meets—obliteration. 

After the clash and roar of the conflict in the cafions. 
how impressive seems the stillness of the desert, how 
appalliig the unbroken silence of the lower river! Day 
after day it moves seaward, but without a sound. You 
siart at its banks to find no waves, no wash upon grhvel 
beaches, no rush of water over ¢ghoals. Instead of the 
soothing murmur of breaking falls there is at times the 
boil of currents from below—waters flung up sullenly 
and soon flattened into drifting nothingness by their 
own weight. 


And how heavily the stream moves! Its load of sili 
is gradually setiling to the bottom, yet still the water 
seems to drag upon the shores. Every reef of sand, ev- 
ery island of mud, every overhanging willow or cotton- 
wood or handfui of arrow weed holds out a restraining 
hand. But slowly, patiently, winding about obstruc- 
tions, cutting out new channels, creeping where it may 
not run, the bubbleless water works its way to the sea. 
The night winds steal along its shores and pass in and 
out among its sedges, but there are no whispering 
voices; and the stars emerge and shine upon the fat 
floor of water, but there is no luster. 


It was not through paucity of imagination that the 
old Spaniards gave the name—Colorado. (Colorado is 
said to be the Spanish translation oi the Piman name 
buqui aquimurti, according to the late Dr. Elliot Coues; 
but the Spanish word was so obviously used to denote 
the red color of the stream, that any translation from 
the Indian would seem superfluous.) During the first 
fifty years after its discovery the river was christened 
many times, but the name that finaliy clung to {t was 
the one that gave accurate and truthful description. You 
may see on the face of the glove numerous muddy Mis- 
souris, blue Rhones, and yellow Tivers; but there is only 
one red river, and that the Coloraito. I: is rot exactiy 
an earth red, not the color of sale ard clay mixed; but 
the red of peroxide of iron ond copper, the sang-du- 
boeuf red of oriental ceramics, the deep insistent red of 
things time-worn beyond memory. And there is more 
than a veneer about the color. It has a depth that 
seems luminous, and yet is sadly deceptive. You do 
not see below the surface, no matier how long you gaze 
into it As well try to see through a siraium of pes- 


phyry as through that water to 
river. 

To call it a river of blood would be exaggeration, and 
ye. the truth lies in the exaggeration. As one waiks 
along its crumbling vanks, there ‘s the thought of thai 
other. river, that changed its hue under the outstretche’! 
101 of the prowhet. How weird, imtee!. musi have been 
the ensanguined flow of the Nile, with its little waves 
breaking in crests of pink foam! How strange ihe 
shores, where the receding waters left upon sand and 
rock a bordering line of scarlet frovh! But the Colo- 
rado is not quite that—not so ghastly. It may suggest. 
a: times, the heavy welling flow of thickening blood, 
which the sands at every step are trying ‘to drink up: 
but this is sugge only, mot realization. It seems 
to hint a: bioe!), add under siarlight to resemble it; but 
the resemblance if More apparent than real. The Colo 
rado is a red river, but not a scarlet one. 

It may be ‘hough: odd that the river should chance 
co radically from the clear blue-green of its fountain 
head to the opaque red of its desert stream, but rivers. 
when they go wandering down to the sea, usually leave 
their mountain purity behind them. The Colorado, 
rushing through a thousand miles of cafons, cuis and 
carries seaward with it red sands of shaie, granite, and 
porphyry, rei rustings of iron, red grits. of carnelian, 
agaie anid garnet. Al. the tributaries come bearing

The growth is dense, if not tall, and often forms an al- 
most impenetrable jungle, through which are scattered 
little openings, where grass and flowers grow, and in- 
dians build reed wicKiups, and raise melons and corn in 
season. The desert terraces on either side (sometimes 
there is a row of sand dunes) come down to meet these 
“bottom” lands. and the line where the one leaves off 
and the other begins is drawn as with the sharp edge o' 
a knife. Seen from the distant mountain tops, the river 
moves between two long ribbons of green, and the bor- 
ders are the gray and gold mesas of the desert 

Afloat, and drifting down between these lines of 
green, your attention is perhaps not at first attracied 
by the water. You are interested in the thickets of 
alders, and the occasional bursts of white and yellow 
flowers from among the bushes. They are very com- 
monplace bushes, very ordinary flowers: but how lovely 
they look, as they seem to drift by the boat! How 
silent, again, are these clumps of alder au! willow! 
fhere may be iinnets and sparrows among them, but 
they do not make their presence obstrusive in song.

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Difficult Problems That Confront the ‘Desert Horticulturist. 


NOT SO EASYF¥. 


HE following article 
ing the result of practi- 
cal exnerience in reclaim- 
ing alkali land on the 
Mojave Desert is contrib- 
uted to The Times by TP. 
S. Van Dyke, a well- 
known writer on irriga- 
tion subjecis, who for sev- 
eral years pas: has been 
engaged in a persevering 
attempt to make the ‘des- 

t “blossom as the rose,” 
near Daggett. in San Ber- 
nardina county: 

Few who talk so muca 
of the greainess of our 


the last acre of public land 
that can raise a paying 
crop on the rainfall alon> 
has now been taken up. 
The future of the West must depend largely upon 
what we have so long called desert because it was arid. 
The area now under cultivation will have iis produc tive 
power greatly increased by intensive culture, but the 
man who wants new land will generally have to seek 
ft on the desert. Even intensive farming cannot be 
carried very far without irrigation, and the East will 
find this trie as well as the West. So that the main 
increase of production for the United States, as well as 
the facilities for the making of new homes, must depend 
largely on the irrigation of the arid tracts west of the 
Missouri River. The consequence is that the desert is 
coming to the front with arush. And so many have now 
lived there and braved its flercest heat that it/is fas’ 
becoming known as a goog place to live in‘as well as to 
raise crops. 

However, the idea that all the land is rich and will 
raise anything in wonderful perfection !s all wrong 
One can make a better living with less work than in 
most of the rainy lands of the East. But he must know 
what to do, and how to do it, as well as anywhere; 
and if he wants to make much money out of it he must 
know even a little better. Farming by trrigation is play 
compared to farming without it, and the more nearly it 
approaches kid-glove farming the more ; rofitable it is, 
provided the kid-glove part of it has been brough’ 
about by correct laying Out of everyeacre and every 
ditch, so that offe can turn on water and then take a 
nap in the hammock for an hour or two. And the des- 
ert is the best place for this, on account of the almost 
total absence of rain, which is a nuisance to the skilful 
irrigator, and no advantage, where you have a decen! 
water supply, such as you must have t toy with the 
desert. 

All that has been told of the wonderfu! fertility of the 
desert is true—in spots. It will probably average better 
than any equal area outside of the prairie of the Mis- 
sissippi watershed. * But it varies, just like all other 
land. The bottom land, or sedimentary portion, is like- 
ly to follow the same rule as elsewhere and to be richer 
than the upland. But the upland is liable to be deficient 
in humus, without which there is really no good soil, 
except for alfalfa and the other legumes that take their 
nitrogen direct from the air through the bacterla on 
the roots. I have land that will raise watermelon vines 
twenty feet long, and close beside it some that will not 
raise them twenty inches long, no matter how. much wa- 
ter or cultivation they may have. This lack of humus 
i# from insufficient vegetation during the ages past, an.) 
could probably be overcome quickly with alfalfa roots, 
if planted thickly enough. But as long as large areas 
are deficient in the humus needed for good growth ot 
most crops it is silly to talk of the wonderful fertility 
of the t as a whole. 

Another common idea is that land wonderfully fertile 
must be wonderfully valuable. Not always. It may be 
wonderfully flat, so that you cannot get the water on 
fast enough or clear it fast enough when it has done its 
work. it may be wonderfully tight in texture, so as to 
lack that drainage for the roots that for the good growth 
of many things like alfalfa and oranges is almost as 
assential as the water itself. And flatness and closeness 
of texture combined are quite apt to produce in time a 
rise of alkali that cannot be removed except at too 
great an expense. And either one may do it.

This is quite 
the reverse of the common notion... Those who have 
heard of the wondrous fertility of the desert so long 
naturally think anything will make a marvelous growth. 
Many things will, and heat is wealth, but if you will 
think a minute you will find yourself in possession of 
scme strange facts without going to the desert. 


You hear, for instance, of the wonderful early melons 
of a certain section. While I have not seen that place 
since it has been growing melons, I have no doubt that 
every word of it is true. But do you hear anything 
about early tomatoes, early cucumbers, early corn, early 
string beans and a lot of other things? Yet you know 
they will pay. don’t you? And pay about as well as 
melons, too? But you don't hear of them, either garly 
or late. 

And why doesn’t someone tell us why? Mercy, dear 
friend, it would “hurt the town.” To say anything to 
“hurt the town’! is a high crime west of the Alleghany 
Mountains, and the farther west you go the worse it is. 
(nee in a while you will meet a well-meaning man wh? 
does not think he is lying when he says you can raise 
corn, because he really thinks growing ten bushels of 
nubbins to the acre is raising corn. But the majority 
observe a discreet silence, for fear it will hurt the town, 
though oncé in a while you will meet another yery 
honest chap who will tell you it doesn’t pay to bother 
with such small matters. 


And you can bet it doesn't, to raise to sell, though 
persistence may work out varietfes or methods that in 
certain times of the year will amount to something. 
But many a settier on the desert could with comfort 
ossimilate something fresh from the ground instead of 
from a tin can; and to be unable to raise enough sweet 
corn, string beans and other “garden sass’ to run your 
own internal economy is @ serious disappointment. Yet 
the “kitchen garden,” as known back East and In most 
part's of California, is a heartless hoax. The failure is 
generally in the setting of the fruit, the plants growinz 
well enough. But some of these will not grow in hot 
weather, such as carrots, which will stand sti)! all sum- 
mer and start again in the fall. I find the same trouble 
with sugar beets, the cool weather of spring not lasting 
fong enough even to grow enough tops for greens. I 
have raised fine potatoes in the spring and can do it 
again in the fall. But I don’t want any more at the 
same figures. The list is too long to go through, but 
the only things I have so far found really successful are 
alfalfa, melons, sweet potatoes, lettuce and radishes in 
cool weather, black-eyed peas or black-eyed beans, 
which make good string beans in spite of the fact thai 
someone named them “cow peas,” turnips in winter, to- 
matoes in the fall, and corn and cucumbers can no doubt 
be grown in the fall. There is quite a list of vines and 
trees that can be grown to advantage, especially grapes, 
but olives do not eet well, and for deciduous frults 
spring frosts must be avoided by using late varieties in 
many places. 


Alfalfa is the greatest success on my place and cannot 
be surpassed anywhere.

RFUL POSSIBILITIES, 


EOPLE in this country 
today have their eyes 
turned toward national! ir- 
rigation as our greaiest 
resource for the expansion 
of our internal trade, and 
to the Orient as the great- 
est possibility for the ex- 
pansion of our foreign 
trade. 

It 1s to the people them- 
selves that we must look 
for a wise solution of the 
many problems to be solv- 
ed, in order’ that we may 
as a nation enjoy to the 
fullest extent the great | 
results to be obtained 
from a national policy which will develop to the utmost 
the érrigation of our arid lands, and the extension of our 
Oriental trede. 

In the past, we have, as a people, been too prone [to 
imagine that the people themselves need do nothing but 
vo'e for some political party, or some candidate - for 
office, and “let it go at that,” leaving to our lawmakers 
the solution of all such probleme. 

Whatever may have been the condition in the past, 
nothing is more certain than that the right progress of 
our country today demands that the great majority of

that the action of our legislative bodies will be merely 
a reflection or crystallization of an understanding of 
the subject and a common conclusion already reached by

But the reclamation of these 
Mexican lands wil! contribute much to the prosperity of 
our own Southwest. : 

In a recently published book, called “The Binding of 
the Nile and the New Soudan,” by the Hon. Sidnes Peel, 
many interesting facts and sitalisiies are given of-.irri- 
gation in Egypt. The total cultivable area of all Egypt, 
once the gramary of the world, is given at 6,250,900 
acres. At the time of the Arab conquest, A. D. 700, the 

of Egypt was estimated at 12,000,000. Ahad, 


wisrule, lasting through 1100 years, reduced it in 1809 
to about 2,000,000, but it has again increased, until it 
is today estimated at between 9,000,000 and 10,000,009. 
If we include In the acreage reclaimable from the Colo- 
rado River the tributaries of that river, the Gila and 
the Sait and Verde Rivers, we can reclaim in our own 
Southwest as great an area as 6,250,000 acres, an area as 
large as the entire cultivable area of Egypt. 

The Gila River rises in the mountains of New Mexico 
and flows clear across Arizona from the east to the west. 
From the point where it enters Arizona to its junction 
with the Colorado it would reclaim a chain of irrigated 
oases and valleys if its flood waters were stored in a 
succession of reserveirg existing on the Gila and its trib- 
utaries in both New Mexico and Arizona. Add to this 
irrigable area what can be reclaimed from the Salt and 
Verde Rivers end their tributaries, and we have more 
land capable of reclamation than is needed to bring the 
aggregate of lands reclaimable from the Colorado River 
and its tributaries up to the entire cultivable area of 
Egypt. 

Let it not be for a moment understood that these 
tremendous results can be obtained by any such slipsho: 
and unstable schemes of development as those which 
have prevailed in the Imperial country, In the New 
River Valley, in San Diego county, California. It would 
serve no good purpose ai this time to point out the vital 
weaknesses of that scheme. It is enough to say that the 
resources of the Colorado River can never utilized to 
their full extent and capacity unless the entire control 


‘of the river and its tributaries is assumed and retained 


by the national government. The irrigation system 
of the whole Colorado Kiver Valley, from the poin’ 
where the river emerges from the cafion until it crosses 
into Mexico, must be treated as one great system, under 
government control and management. | 

It must be planned from the start and developed as 
one great system, and all the money that is necessary 
to be expended to acquire such private rights as might 
complicate the construction of such a great comprehen- 
sive government sysiem, and to survey and lay out that 
system as an entirety at the beginning, and then to 
build it afterward, should be forthcoming just as rap- 
idly as it can be judiciously expended im the construc- 
tion of the work. 

It is nothing leas than national stupidity to sacrifice 
any part of the future possibilities of this great source 
of national wealth, population and prosperity, by a nig- 
gardly economy either in framing the plans or building 
the works. 

No matter what the exact area thet can be reclaimed 
may be, no matter what the exact cost of its reclama- 
tion may be, it is a safe and conservative estimate that 
the lands reclaimed will yield each year and every year, 
for all the years to come, a total annual product exceed- 
ing the total cost of all the irrigation works, provided 
common sense is used in planning the project, and the 
areas to be cultivated by each settler are limited in 
acreage to the amount necessary for the comfortabie 
support of a family on that rich and fertile land under 
that semi-ftropical sun, where every product which cana 
be grown in Eeypt or Southern California can be grown 
to perfection. 

What can be dome in the eastern part of the United 
S:ates in ho'-houses can be done in the open flelds with 
better results, acre for acre, in the Colorado River Val- 
ley, if the subdivision of the land into smal) farms ie 
enforced, as a condition of its reclamation, and the set- 
tiers are trained to the right methods of intensive cul- 
tivation to insure the success of their labors. 

Education in intensive cultivation by the government 
must go hand in hand with the government reclama- 
tion of the Colorado River country, if suc- 
cess is to be assured. The success of the set- 
tler must not be left to chance, or to any such miscella- 
neous and loose-jointed methods of farming and culti- 
vation as are now only too common on the lands al- 
ready irrigated In that country. 

We have as yet hardly realized the possibilities of in- 
tensive agriculture anywhere in this country. 

If we were to take as a guide for the development of 
this country the remarkable facts set forth in Kropot- 
kin’s “Fields, Factories and Workshops,” as to the possi- 
bilities of intensive agriculture for the support of «a 
dense population, it is hard to imagine the wealth that 
might be annually produced, of the limit of population 
that might be sustained on the garden lands of the Col- 
orado River Valley. 

If anyone questions what can be done even on the 
mesa lands, he should go to Yuma and look at the Biais- 
dell orchards and vineyards on the mesa above Yuma. 
Every drop of water for the development of this place 
has been pumped up onto the mesa from the Colorado 
River, and great expense has been incurred for fertiil- 
zation, which would de supplied by the silt from the 
river itself, if the irrigation could be by gravity instead 
of by pumping. 

But, going back to Kropotkin’s book, consider the 
facts he gives of irrigation and population on the island 
of Jersey, off the English coast, and then imagine what 
could be done if the same population per squere mile ex- 
pended the same amount of labor per acre on the fertile 
fields of the Colorado River Valley under the perpet- 
va) sunshine that prevails there. 

Of the climate of Jersey we are told that “there fs 
doubtless, in all the islands, and especially y, 
an absence of sun heat and of the direct of the 
sun's rays in summer, which must have its effect, and 
a remarkable prevalence of cold, dry east wind in late 
spring, retarding vegetation.” 

And yet, to quote again, “the small island of Jersey, 
eight miles long and less than six miles wide, still re- 


mains a land of open-field culture; but, alihough it |

There is an eiement of shortsightedness in the Amemh 
can mind which onghi to be removed, by getting into vie 
minds of the people a better understanding of some @ 
our great economic problems. We are cons‘anily holt 
ing our hands up with horror at the influx of immiite 
tion from the South of Europe and the social and polith 
cal dangers certain to result from packing these people 
into the slums and tenements of the cities of the Atlam 
tic seaboard, as is now going on at such an appalling 
rate. Not only are the immigrants themselves deterie. 
rating, physically and mentally, but the conditions cre 
aied by this congestion are recognized as a national 
danger. 

Yet many—in fact, the majority—of these immigrant} 
are a rural people, and would seize with avidity an op: 
portunity to upon a little piece of land from whig 
they could get a living by their own labor, if it wen 
made possible for them to do eo. They pack themselv@ 
into the cities only because they have neliber the t 
sources nor the opportunity to do otherwise. 

The government itself in one of its official public: 
tion has sounded a note of warning in this matter. Ip 
Part 2, on Page 496, of “General Statistics of Immigrti 
tion and Foreign Born Population,”’ we are (bid: 

“In regard to health, the city life is most pernicious & 
the Italian peasant, and espectally to the children. Put 
ting aside al! other considerations, the thought of thes 
poor little creatures ought to inspire well-disposed as® 
generous people to make efforts to induce the cafonl @ 
go to the country.” . 

This should be done, Dot as a matter of private chat. 
ity, but by the government itself, for the welfare ani 
protection of al) the people, as a safeguard againsi grave 
social dangers. Transport these immigrants as fast a 
they arrive to the Colorado River Valiey, to help build 
irrigation works, and then to cultivate the soil, and they 
will soon become intelligent, independent and prosper 
ous citizens, and aid to create in the Southwest anothe 
Egypt in the Valley of the Nile of America, and build § 
new Cairo at the Needles and another Alexandria af 
Yuna.

In the first place, one should remember that going 
it upon the desert with a limited capital is a very 
ferent matter from going on a journey by rail, or 
en by water, where there are at least occasional stops 
hence the bank At home can be drawn upon and deficits 
ade good. “Near neighbors” oh the great plain are 
ten fifty miles apart, and settlements, especially where 
stranger can make his paper good, frequentiy much 
‘rther. As in most frontiers the world over, however, 


@ man who can turn his hand fo anything that comes | 


ia way in the shape of work, and do it fairly well, has 
n immense advantage over the man who cannot—even 
‘ough the latter be much more plentifully supplied with 
vady cash. Work is by no means plentiful on the des- 
rt, but the man who is really in need of something to 
‘o for his board gnd a place to sleep can usually find a 
‘ob of some sort around either the mines or the larger 
anches. A feeling of fellowship permeates the whole 


f the desert, especially among men who are working | 


bere, and as long as a man keeps his word and stands 
»y his friends he is pretty likely to pick up a living con- 
‘iderably easier than he can in more thickly-settled 
varts of the State. Wages, where a man is regularly em- 
vioyed in a position of any sort of trust or responsibil- 
ty, are uniformly better than we know them. I know, for 
nstance, of a watchman at an abandoned mining camp 
who gets $125 per month for doing absolutely nothing 
out watching the company's property and making a 
monthly report on development work done by two or 
‘hree “wild-catters” who have come in some twenty-five 
miles east of his place. Of course he is a trusted man, 
one who can be absolutely relied upon and one who 
knows whereof he speaks when he makes a report to his 
employers. Twice a month he mounts his horse (a gift 


of the company) and rides out some forty miles to a | 


ooint beside the stage road, and gets his mail, never 
‘ailing to find-there a bundle of magazines and other 
‘reading matter sent by his employers. To get suppfes, 
other than meat, which the quail and rabbits as well as 


a rare deer furnish him, he is compelled to ride to a 


small settlement some fifty or sixty miles over the Ne- 
vada line. It does not require a large amount of food- 
stuffs to keep a man on the desert, but one should know 
just what to take (or perhaps it is eqnally Well to know 
what not to take) in order not to be overloaded with 
useless stuff. Like all other parts of the outdoor world, 
the tendency of the desert is to increase one’s appetite 
a hundredfold, but the demands are for strength and 
blood-producing foods, rather than for delicacies. The 
strong stand-by of the habitue of the Great Basin must 
ever be bacon with his beans; canned tomatoes are also 
becoming more and more a regular part of the outfit of 


overy prospector who pays any attention to his health. | 


’ They are a moist food and one which at the same time 
tends to keep the blood at a cooler temperature than 
most other tanned vegetables—which have to be cooked 
and therefore are not in much demand by- desert travel- 
ers. As for meat, one who is in iuiis region for his 
health (which is the only reason to call my inquirers 
there, I suppose) would have plenty of time to kil! his 
own game and some-other besides. Around all the des- 
ert ranches, where such a sojourner would probably 


settle, there is much small game of several kinds, of 


which more later. 

And then, your outfit. Never shall I forget a party 
I met over on the Nevada desert one windy November 
day. The sand was blowing in a solid wall, each grain 
snarp as ten thousand knives, driven by a breath of the 
sirocco straight from the drear, dead lands that lie up 
around Whitney and the rest of the Sierras. Eight 
horses drew the largest of our three wagons, and: the 
driver could not see the ears of his lead-team. The trall 
was a billowing’ furrow of sand. Most of us were 
walking, talking to the great bays as they toiled through 
the ankle-deep sand; sometimes those who could do so 
Sang; the dust cloud was too strong for smoking,. and 
even the unrivaled flow of the head teamister’s profanity

On the eeat of the conveyance rode two others, 
each apparently in about the last stages of desert fear— 
a thing that kills more men than all-the thirst that heat 
The fellow behind was gradually go- 
ing insane, and the two who rdde did not have sense 
enough left to care for him. They were out four days 
from Daggett, and had as fine a wagon and team as 
money could buy, but everything, save the team, was 
entirely unsuited to the life they were followinz. In 
the first place, a covered wagon is not only a bother, but 
an actual hindrance when one of these winds comes up. 
These boys could not have gone very much farther, for 
their team was utterly exhausted pulling the drag of the 
wagon top egainst such a wind.

Food 
they had in plenty, more than they needed for a journey 
twice the length of the one they were making, but what 
on earth were they going to do with a broom and & 
cook stove? As for the dishes, I have always felt lucky 
to have a grapite-iron plate, a pocket knife and a run- 
ning stream to wash them in when I get through. For 
nine months of the year you need little or no bedding cn 
| the desert (provided you are in ordinarily good health) 
| and never more than a couple of blankets at any time. 
| have slept under ‘wo very thin blankets at Randsurs, 
when there was six inches of snow on the ground, ana 
been so warm and comfortable that I was loth to rtse 
| when the cook called in the morning. The keen air 
‘the desert will be a better sauce to your appetite thau 
any imported Worcester you ever pourel from cuc-ziass 
decanter, and a day's tramp over the rolling slopes viil 
put the veriest sleepwalker s> far into ihe land of 
dreams that “Cookee” will need to call him twice. 


But, to return to our strangers: We hooked their tvoa 
horses on with our eight in the brunt of the fight, dis- 
| tributed their load among the wagons and bung their 
~arry-all, after ripping off the top, on behind. Never 
have I secn three more thankful men than these, nor 
‘three that had been more grossly misled by the sharks 
who outfitted them in the .border town. Afte" we got 
through this storm and finally pulled them out to where 
‘a plain road led away across the flat country to the 
| camp they sought, we saw them no more, but I hope that 
their return journey was less near the beginning of the 
| long trail than was their going in. And yet their pre 
dicament is doubfless time and again gone through by 
men who take the word of dealers In the small towns on 
the edge of the desert instead of paying some teamster 
or idie prospector for information on which they may 
depend. Most of the deaths on the desert are of men 
who do not know the country they have to deal with, 
and who get “rattled” very easily when they get in a 
tight place. 
However, the man who spent a twelvemonth on the 
California Desert for $59 had no such unpleasant exper!- 
ence as this, and I would advise solitary individuals, go- 
ing in for their health, to take the train to some town in 
the heart of the waste rather than tempt the san‘. 
siorms and the illimitable, waterless distances in a 
wagon without a guide. This man, who is now located 
not a thousand miles from Los Angeles, had exactly $50, 
and, according to the doctors, only one lung, when he 
left this city one afternoon, bound for Manvel, a small 
railroad station in the heart of the Nevada Desert. His 
fare to this place, round trip, was, if I am not mistakea, 
$13. Food and other expenses on the way brourht the 
total up to $15. For outfit he carried a rol] of blan- 
kets, a shotgun, a coffee pot, frying pan and 1 small 
ketile, in which he could boil water necessary for his 
hot drinks, and, a thing not to be forgotten, a pientiful 
supply of matches. He was not a smoker, else a few 
pounds of his favorite brand would have been a neces- 
sary accompaniment—for on the desert everyone who 
smokes, uses a pipe. Cigars are a rarity and cigarettes 
not satisfying enough for these hardy men way out on 
the edge of the world. Most of these things which my 
friend took in with him by way of outfit were such as he 
had at home or was able to pick up at a very small ex- 
pense around bome. You notice he did not take a tent 
nor, indeed, any other sleeping accommodations save a 
couple of blankets and a pillow. Nor did he need them, 
as time proved. : 
Arrived at Manvel, as far in the direction he wished to 
gO as steam could take him, he set out by stage for a 


ride over fifty miles to the terminus of the stage line 


at Manse, the desert ranch of Harsha White, which I 


have described at some length in these columns before, 
Here he decided to set up his camp for a while at least, 
until he found how this part of the desert agree! with 
him—for there is as wide a range of climate in the deg 
ert as in any other part of the world, and some invalids 
who cannot live in one part get well in another. Fortu. 
nately this proved to be the identical region for him, and 
as soon as the proprietor of the ranch learned the octa- 


‘sion of the young man’s visit, he did all in his power to 
accommodate him. A sort of minature tent city is 


! 


maintained at the ranch during the summer months, 
where the people from the surrounding mining camps 
congregate to enjoy the shade of the great trees as well 
as the curative and refreshing powers of fhe spring—the 
largest, I believe, on this desert. Our hero arrived there 
in October, when the guests were nearly if not all gone 
to their homes for the winter, and the ranchmen would 
have it that he oecupy one of the tent cottages, paying 
for it by “heipin’ ‘roand the place,” bus, inasmuch as 
there are from thirty eto forty Indians employed there 
all the time, this “helpin’ ‘round” was not of a very 
strenuous nature. Everything is carried on here just as 
it is in a big eastern farm, and none of the laxness in 
earing for cattle and machinery so often noted even fa 
California's largest ranches, is visible here. When sum- 
mer came again and the people drifted in from surround- 
ing camps and settlements, the visitor built him a brush 
and board wickiup down by the creek, giving up his 
winter quariers to those with monéy to pay for thent, 
It calls for a very good man to go back from civilization 


| to this primal condition and live sans all those things 


that make for comfort in life; indeed it must be a much 
more able man who does this than the one who comes 
up from the lower strata to the level of his civilized 
brethren, and there are very, very few of us, who, were 
we to be cast out to rustle or starve, would survive the 
first contact with the wild. But this fellow did, and 
says he enjoyed it, which all of us could do; but which 
most of us ought to be prepared at least to attempt ere 
we head for the desert. 

After this one had been living at Manse for a while he 
came upon some very good stories and Indian legends 
connected with the boiling hot springs and with the 
Charleston Mountains, rising dim in the distance. These 
went to seVeral eastern ‘publications, and this swelled 
his revenue a little each month until the $30 which he 
had when he arrived at the desert ranch was still intact 
after six months had passed. Overalis and shirts and 
such rough clothing as is necessary (and suitable) to 
life on the desert could be bought as cheaply at the 
Hitile store White keeps at Manse as it could by going 
out after it, and when he came to know the stage driver 
better, he made a trip or two into Manvel for which 
he paid in tales of the outside world which the teamster 
was so anxious to see. There is an immense amount of 
game both large and small in this section of the desert, 
so that it was no trouble for the seeker afier health 
to go out in the evening and bag a rabbit or a brace of 
quafl or doves for his morrow's meat. Consequently, 
the most in the way of foodstuffs for which he had to 
pay were flour, potatoes, beans and such canned goods 
as he might wish for. Such a diet does not grow mo- 
notonous, for one’s appetite is always good if he but 
remain cheerful and look at the bright side of the great, 
good land known as the desert, and not be forever re 
gretting the cramped little world he has Jeft. , 

So the time moved on, and he who had céme for 
health had it back again ere the twelve months had 
come to a close. He still had his return half of his 
ticket to Los Angeles, and, after giving 
goodly present in coin, which the latter was loth to 
accept, he still had $10 to begin his journey back to the 
world he had left, and today he is a living witness of 
the power of desert air and desert relaxation from worry 
and work. There are doubtless other parts of the desert 
to which he could have gone and received as much 
benefit, but this is merely the tale of one who has been 
and returned, and should it help to guide another away 
from drugs and dope and quack doctors to the foun 
of youth that has been ever since the world vont i 
will have served its purpose.

Contracts aggreca‘ing about $1,000,000 have been made 
for work on the great Ton‘o Basin reservoir and dam in 
the channel of the Salt River, seventy miles east of 
Phoenix. Contracts for the constraction of the dam 
envbracing the setting of 390.000 cubic yards -of 
masonry, will be awarded at Phoenix, February §. 1905 

‘ery soon thereafter, excavation will be began for ‘he 
ledrock foundation of what is to be the larrest dam in 
the world, rising 270 feet from bedrock, though only 
‘202 feet in width at the stream level. The total cost 
of the dam and reservoir has been roughly estimated 
at $2,000,000. An enormous amount of work has been 
accomp ished already. Twelve hundred men have been 
‘emplore( on constrection of the great power canal, now 
nearly done. Tt inclades 9000 fert of tunnel work, oc 
mrnt-limed,. and the excavation of 600,000 cubic yards of 
material. I: will end in a pensteck, just above the dam, 
and from f' will be secured 6000 horse power, to be used 
in New ef steam for constraction work. After comple- 
tien of the dam. the power developed will be transmit- 
ted electrically to the Salt River Valley, to be utilized in 
the pampinc of water and farther developmen of great 
irrigation projects of the government engineers.

“It must not be undersiood that this one-hundredth 
meridian is a hard and fast line dividing the humid fom 
The rainfall varies with local 
conditions and successful farming without irrigation has 
paseed far beycnd this imaginary line. The knowledge 
of soils and the adapiation of crops to soils and climatic 
conditions are enabling the intelligent farmer to extend 
the area of successful culiivation into regions which ten 
years ago were regarded as hopelessly arid. There will 
aiways be a neytral strip where ‘dry farming’ and irri- 
gation by windmill and otber devices to use subterra- 
nean water will be found in successful operation on the 
game farms. 

“The popular interest in irrigation in the United 
Giaies dates from the meeting of the National Irriga- 
tion Association in Chicago four years ago. It then 
dawned upon the public mind that our public Jand 
within the humid belt was about exhausied and some- 
thing must be done to provide homes for our increasiug 
population. It was then that the press took up the sub- 
ject and began a campaign of education that resulted in 
the irrigation act, which set apart the receipts from the 
gale of public lands in the States and Territories west 
of the Missouri to be used to develop and conserve the 
water supply in the arid regions of the West. So far 
but little has been done by the government further than 
eurveys and plans for storage reservoirs and main ca- 
nals for extensive systems in various parts of the West— 
but the crystallizing of public sentiment in favor of irri- 
gation and government control of the water supply has 
had a marked influence on capital, and the discussion has 
educated the people to the advantages of an arid climate 
and farming by means of irrigation. The result is that 
millions of dollars are now being put by private compa- 
nies into irrigation propositions, from the Canadian 


_ Northwest to the Gulf of Mexico. 


“Successful irrigation has been under way in Utah, 
California ani Colorado for years. Irrigation was the 
gorner on which the Mormons built a great com-

Mohwealth in the midst of the desert of Utah. It was 
irrigation, aided by liberal advertising, that made South- 
ern California. It has been forty years since Horace 
Greeley established his now famous colony in Colorado. 
But, while the people of the East noted the remarkab'e 
prosperity of the Mormon seitiement; while they ate 
the fruit from Southern California, and the irrigationa- 
grown potatoes from Greeley and the cantaloupes from 
Rocky Ford, they knew little of and apparently cared 
less for the means by which these results were accom- 
plished. 


“Now, however, all this is changed. The public is 
becoming aware of the fact that the man who farms by 
means of irrigation In the arid West has a greater ad- 
vantage over the farmer of the humid regions than the 
farmer of the Mississippi Valley has over the lean Yan- 
kee who ekes out a bare living on the bleak and steriic 
hills of New England. 

“Fifty years ago it was difficult to get the farmer 


from the wooded sections of the East to settle om ihe 


prairies, where the land lay waiting for the plow. It 
was a new propos''ion, demanding new methods, and he 
was ‘not ured ‘so them. But when he once learned by 
actual experience the ease with which a home could be 
made on the open, you could not drive him back to the 
woods of Pennsylvania and Ohio. It may take a few 
years of education to convince the prairie farmer of the 
Middle West that farming under irrigation has many 
advantages over the hit-and-miss methods employed in 
the humid regions, but with the demonstrations now be- 
fore his eyes he will in time appreciate the advantage 
of farming an insured crop over farming one subject ale 
ways (oO a possible or complete failure.”

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IN OLD MEXICO. 


.VERY intelligent person 
who has spent a few 
months in the Republic of 
Mexico finds that it is by no 
means a sufficient prepara- 
tion for an exhaustive dis- 
cussion of the various in- 
teresting features which 
present themselves in our 
sister republic, but an in- 
formal article by one who 
has traveled in a foreign 
country sometimes affords 
picture of everyday things 
which is as interesting as a 
dissertation on public build- 
} ings, institutions and ob- 
jects of renown. Now-a- 
days most people know more or less about Mexico, so I 
must ask forgiveness for dwelling briefly on the outlines 
of that country. 

The Republic of Mexico is about five times as large as 
California, and contains about 13,000,000 of inhabitants. 
It is divided into twenty-seven States and two Territo- 
ries, the latter being Lower California and Tepic. As Is 
well known, its government is a republic, modeled on 
that of the United States; but our system of election and 
government is modified to suit the present condition of 
Mexico. 

The topography of Mexico is determined by two 
branches of the great Cordilleras or mountain e«ystem 
which forms the backbone of the American continents; 
these branches separate from the main trunk in the 
State of Oaxaca and form two separate mountain chains, 
one of which, called the Sierra Madre Oriental, runs par- 
allel to the Atlantic seaboard; the other, called the Si- 
erra Madre Occidental, runs parallel to the Pacific Coast. 
The central tableland of Mexico lies between these two 
mountain chains. From the mountains the land surface 
descends in a series of terraces toward the ocean. The 
descent is abrupt and unfavorable for the formation of 
navigable rivers. The central tableland of Mexico, which 
itself has an elevation of from 6000 to 7000 feet, is trav- 
ersed by mountains. Indeed, the southern half of Mex- 
ico is a network of mountain chains. It is in the sodth- 
ern half of Mexico that the highest mountains are found, 
namely, Popocatepetl, 17,000 feet; Ixtaccihuatl, 15,709 
feet: Xinantecalt, 15,000 feet, all in the State of Mexico: 
Citlaltepelt, 17,400 feet; Nauchampatepet!, 13,500 feet; 
Matlacueyet! or Malintzi, 13,500 feet, in the State of Vera 
Cruz; and Nevada de Colima, 14,400 feet, near the volca- 
no of Colima in the State of Alisco. All these mountains 
are of volcanic origin. The Tropic of Cancer is crossed a 


_ Short distance south of the City of Durango; the portion 


of Mexico, approximately one-half, which lies north of 
this line has a climate which in the interior resemble; 
that of Arizona, and along the coast is somewhat 
Warmer than that of California. The portions of Mexico 
which lie in the tropics have climates which are deter- 
mined by the elevation. From the level of the sea to an 
altitude of about 2000 feet are the “Tierras Calientes” 
or hot lands; from the altitude of 2000 feet to 6000 
feet are the “Tierras Templadas” or temperate lands. 
At a still higher altitude are the “Tierras Frias” or co'd 
lands. Such a number of different climates naturally 
result in a great diversity of vegetable products. In 
the Tierras Frias are forests of pine and other trees. 
and grazing land; in the lower portion of the Tierras 
Frias and in the Tierras Templadas, wheat, barley, corn 
and all the products of temperate climes can be culti- 
vated. One plant especially attracts the stranger's in- 
terest. It is the Agave Mexicana, a species of century 
plant. From its juice a variety of native drinks are 
made, while its fiber is used for the manufacture of rope 
and other purposes. In the Tierras Templadas all the 
fruits common to the United States can be grown, and 
in the lower portion of that zone are found varieties 
belonging to the tropics. In the Tierras Calientes the 
crops consist of sugar, tobacco and coffee, together with 
& great array of fruits and other kinds of tropical 
produce. 

Various as are the vegetakle products of Mexico, itg 
minerals are equally varied. Gold, silver, copper, quicksil- 
ver, iron, zinc, antimony, arsenic, cobalt and almost every- 
thing mineralogy calls for. Petroleum fields are being 
developed along the Atlantic seaboard, and the discovery 
of coal fields is reported, although at present very little 
coal is mined in Mexico. . 

The bistory of Mexico is divided into three epochs: 
The Indian epoch, which terminated in 1521; the Span- 
ish epoch, which lasted from 1521 to 1821, and the Re- 
publican epoch, which has lasted from 1821 until the 
present time. 

The inhabitants of Mexico may be divided into three 
distinct classes: The Spanish American, the Indian, and 
the mixed. The Indian inhabitants comprise fourteen 
different tribes, and the Indian races, instead of being 
exterminated or dying out, as is the case in the United 
States) are a virile people. They blend with the Spanish- 
American element, and the race so produced is becoming 
an important factor in the formation of a middle class 
in Mexico. It is the mixed and the fndian races which 
constitute the lahoring class in Mexico, as they did in 
the old days of peonage or slavery, and the word “peon” 
still clings to the laborer in Mexico, although today he 
is free to work as he chooses and for the best price he 
can obtain. Comparing the peon with the laborer of 
America, it must be borne in mind that the peon has 
just emerged from a period the first part of which com- 
prised ages of barbarity, and the latter part centuries 


of oppression and superstition. True, he possesses many 
of the failings common to semi-civilized races; but, no‘- 
withstanding the disadvantage of his antecedent condi- 
tion, we find the peon of Mexico for the most part able 
and willing to learn, and to work to support himself and 
his family. He works for about one-fifth of the wage 
paid for similar labor in the United States. I made dill- 
gent inuiry among the employers of labor in Mexico 
and found that conservative employers consider that 
three of the better class of native laborers perform about 
as much work as could be done by two white laborers 
in the United States. * 

The Mexicans, as a race, @Mfer from the Anglo-Saxons 
in temperament. and to geme extent in standard ¢f 
thought, and they have not had the advantages which 
have fallen to the lat of the Anglo-Saxon. The Mexican 
was cradled amidst turbulence and fanaticism, but they 
fought a gallant fight for freedom and gained it, and they 
are rapidly assimilating the ideas and adopting the 
usages that we, ourselves, recognize as the best the 
world has known. Mexico, our sister republic, is bound 
to us by geographical and commercial ties and by a 
similarity of political organization. At the present time, 
in point of development, Mexico stands about where 
America did fifty years ago. It needs no prophetic eye 
to see that the similarfty between conditions in the 
United States and in Mexico will increase, and that the 
lessons learned in the United States will be profitably 
put into practice on Mexican soil. ‘ 

It is unfair to made invidious comparisons between 


conditions and institutions in Mexico and those extant 
in our own country. The honest way is to compare Mex- 
ico of today with Mexico of fifty years ago. Then dis- 
paragement will give place to praise, and we shall be 
filled with admiration for those brave men by whose 
instrumentality Mexico has been enabled to take an 
honored place among progressive nations. 

One can scarcely conceive of a more sudden transition 
from one’s own to a foreign country than one experi- 
ences when crossing from El Paso, in America, to Juarez, 
in Mexico. On crossing a frontier in Europe. say, from 
France to Belgium or Germany, the name of the rail- 
road station and the customhouse and sometimes the 
language are about the only things that indicate the 
passage, but on reaching Juarez, the American is aware 
of a very decided change in conditions. Frame buildings 
havé given place to adobe architecture; the tiled roofs, 
the rainbow-colored paints, the dr of the people anda 
their language, are a striking contTast to the familiar 
surroundings left behind. At the customhouse, one’s 
beggage is carefully inspected. If you can talk enough 
Spanish to explain matters, and are perfectly free aboui 
exposing everything, the officials are not exacting. but if 
you have dutiable articles, no matter whether they are 
new blankets, soap. or leather saddles, the duty at so 
much a kilogram is assessed. 

Aboard the train, the Mexican Central, with its first, 
second and third class also. The Pullman and the first 
class, as in the United States: second class, wicker-c 
ered seats: third class, wood. In the Pullman cars the 
passengers are nearly all American; first and secon 
class, a mixture of American and Mexican, Mexican pre- 
dominating; third-class, all Mexicans of the peon type. 

The Mexican Central, between E! Paso and the City of 
Mexico, runs for a distance of 1200 miles through the 
central plateau region of Mexico. The first glimpse of 
Mexico from the railroad does not do justice to the 
country; it is unprepossessing. For the first ten hours, 
the journey is through a country where desert condi- 
tions prevail, except after periods of rain. The industries 
are said to be mining and stock raising, but they are 
not very strongly in evidence. Occasionally the train 
stops at a cluster of adobe houses, which constituics 4 
forlorn-looking village. Women offer a little fruit for, 
sale, or some Mexican delicacy patronized by the third- 
class passengers. In the natives, the Indian stands out 
strongly, the men, with huge sombreros of felt or straw, 
eandaled feet and wrapped in blankets, stand around like 
large, ill-omened birds; children in all stages of ragged- 
ness and nudity beg from the passengers; and, on alight- 
ing, one is greeted with the cry of “Gringo, give me 
centavo!”: 

It is 10 p.m. when we reach Chihuahua. Here are mor? 
peddlers, some with Mexican neediework, other offering 
opals and curios. We content ourselves by looking a: 
the guide book and seeing that Chihuahua is a town of 
30,000 inhabitants. About 8 o'clock in. the morning we 
reach Torreon and stop for breakfast. As we alight, we 
are surrounded by cargadores or freight carriers in white 
clothes and blankets of various colors, who seem in- 
clined to carry us and our belongings off bodily. The 
cargadores are a great feature of Mexico. With rope 
yokes thrown over their shoulders they can carry a 
mule’s burden, or two of them with a sort of stretcher 
can handle a small wagonload. Elbowing our way 
through the crowd towards the breakfast room, we re- 
member that the newspapers have given an account of 
the smallpox epidemic at Torreon. As the train passes 
the village of Gutierrez we note that the map indicates 
it as situated almost at the Tropic of Cancer. Further 
on we pass much cultivated land, corn and cotton being 
the principal crop. It is evening when the train reaches 
Zacatecas, famous for its silver mines; and late at night 
when we catch a glimpse of the smelter at Agua Cali- 
entes. The morning finds us well on the way fo the City 
of Mexico. The country is well cultivated, the principal 
crops being corn, cotton and sugar cane. In a few 
places American plows are used, but the Mexican style 
of plowing generally prevails. The Mexican plow Is a 
heavy hooked pole; the front of the plow is shod with 
iron. This primitive instrument is drawn by a yoke, 
attached to the horns of oxen. It is the only kind of 


plow I saw fused in Mexico. Two hours late, our train 
reaches the City of Mexico. Our baggage ts checked 
for the Hotel Iturbide. Again, the cargadores, one of 
whem pounces on our hand baggage. We charter a back, 
with a@ little blue flag, and rattle out of the ratiway yard, 
There are three grades of hacks in the’ City of Mexico, 
ditinguished by metal flags of blue, red or yellow color. 
The blue is the first gerade, the red the second, and the 
yellow the third class, the latier being patroniged prin- 
cipally by the peons. 

The streets of Mexico are well laid out, although most 
of them are rather narrow. In most places they @re 
paved with stone, but on some of the thoroughfares 
asphalt is used. There is also an excellent trolley sys- 
tem. 

Arrived &t the hotel, our hand baggage is again 
pounced on by the cargador who helped us at the sta- 
tion and probally stole a ride at the back of the vehicle. 
Seventy-five cents to the driver, twenty-five to the car- 
gador, and we are ensconced in our room. The Iturbide 
is a fairly comfortable and eminently respectable stop- 
ping place. It is bullt of stone, incloses two or three 
courtyards and has the gloomy, prison-like appearance 
of all the old-fashioned houses of Mexico. 

The City of Mexico was founded by the Aztecs In the 
thirteenth century. Little of the primitive structure re- 
mains. The houses, except in the modern part of the 
city, are built of brick or stone, and present a gloomy 
appearance to anyone from the United States. Travelers 
from Europe might not be so impressed, until they en- 
tered the old style of Mexican house, and then the few 
windows and limited amount of light and air would be 
apparent, even to a Londoner. 

The stores are equipped more on the European plan 
than the American style, the display in the store win- 
dows being lees lavish than is the case in the United 
States. In Mexico, as in other large cities, you can pur- 
chase nearly everything. At the first glance, the prices, 
especially for imported goods, seem extravagant, but 
when one considers that a gold dollar is worth more 
than two dollars in Mexican money, prices appear rea- 
sonable. Thus, I noticed a pair of hunting shoes, such as 
| wes wearing, which cost $7, gold, in Los Angeles, 
marked $16. Now, at that- time, $7, gold, was worth 
about $15.50 Mexican money. As a general rule, articles 
of Mexican production cost about as much In Mexican 
money as similar articles of American manufacture do if 
gold in the United States. 

Of course, one of the first places visited is the post- 
office. fo reach it we passed the central square or Plaza 
de Arma, where is the cathedral and the palace of the 
President. At the postoffice, lista of letters received at 
the general delivery are posted from day*to day. To 
receive mail through this channel, it is necessary to 
examine the list, write the dates and number of the 
letters advertised in one’s name on a alip of paper.. 
sign the document, stating one’s Mexican address, ani 
present the paper at the window for general delivery. 
If remaining in Mexico for some time, it is best to rent 
an apartado, as a postoffice box is called. 

Adjoining the postoffice is the Museo National, with 
its weird record of races which have passed away, 
graven in letters of stone. The most interesting relics 
are the profusely-carved calendar stone of tne Aztecs, 
the altar for human sacrifice, with bowl cut in the solid 
rock to receive the victim's blood, and the strange mono- 
liths, representing the gods in whose honor these evi- 
dences of conditions In the morning twilight of human 
history of Mexico were made, and who rejoiced in such 
names as Tlahuizcalpantecuhtli and Chieneimiquisztli. 

It is New Year's eve; the wealth and beauty of Mexico, 
as is their wont on Sundays and dias de fiestas, are 
driving up and down San Francisco street, to see and 
to be seen. San Francisco street is one of the principal 
business streets, but quite narrow—probably fifty fect 
wide. So the procession of carriages goes at a walk, 
with numerous stoppages, which afford ample opportun!- 
ty for observation. There is a marked difference between 
the aristocracy of Mexico and the common people. The 
former are for the most part light colored and of Cas- 
tilian eppearance; the latter are dark colored and dis- 
play the Indian type of form and countenance. The dif- 
ference is most marked in the women. Those of the 
aristocratic type are white skinned, either by nature or 
by art, usually they have delicate features and do not 
look particularly healthy. Most of the women riding in 
the carriages display Parisian fashions. The women 
of the masses are much more robust, and look a great 
deal happier than their aristocratic sisters. They are 
not particlarly given to gay attire, the street costume of 
ordinary clothing being surmounted by a dark-colored 
shawl, and the only head covering their own luxuriant - 
hair. I could not but think that the women of the 
masses have the best time of it, and probably owe thetr 
robust health and good looks to getting more air and 
sunlight than their high-born sisters. The women of 
the masses are seen on the parks and on the streets 
at all times and seasons, most of them having infants 
with them. The fashionable ladies are seldom to be 
seen, except when riding in carriages, and that only on 
special occasions. 

To the casual observer, the men of the upper classes 
might be either French, Italian or Spanish. They are 
usually well dressed, the only distinctive article of ap- 
parel being the sombrero, which frequently takes the 
place of the silk hat. Occasionally one sees an old style 
Mexican dandy, wearing skin-tight pantaloons, with 
bright buttons all down the sides, gaily trimmed Jacket, 


befurbelowed ehirt front and gorgeous sombrero; but 


these specimens are not very common. The men of the 
lower walks of life usually adhere to the national cos- 
tume, probably because it is cheaper than other clothing. 
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Thef are decidedly the most interesting objects on the 
gizetts. Their only foot gear, huaraches, or sandals: 
their legs encased in )oose white pantaloons, such as old.

The 
crowd melts away, the booths are taken down amid 
pouring rain, and as night falls the only sounds are 
the splashing rain and an occasional peal of thhnder, 
the monotonous call of the lotto game, the tinkling or 
guitars, a little singing, and occasionally a spasmodic 
clanging of the church bells, which theet with a very 
tardy response on the part of the inhabitants. 


TOSAVE THE DESERT LANDS. 

Frieads of national irrigation for the benefit of bona 
fide homeseekers are exceedingiy anxious that the pres- 
ent land act should be mo:ified so as to prevent land 
that is susceptible tolirrigation from being gobbled up »y 
epeculators. A few weeks ago a committee of Congresa, 
by a major¥y report, recommended against a repeal of 
the deseri land law, the timber and stone law, and com- 
muiation clause of the homestead law a the preseni 
session. This was disappointing to those who wished 
tc save the remaining government lands for the pecple. 
The National Irrigation Association has been working 
hard ¢0 arouse public sentiment on this important ques- 
tion, and has succeeded to n gratifying extent. For in- 
stance, following are resolutions adopted by the Amer- 
ican Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, at its an- 
nual meeting, held e¢ Aileniie City, N. J., on November 
16, 17 and 18: 

“Whereas, the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, at its annual convention in New Orleans, 
La.. on November 21, by resolution duly adon‘ed rec- 
ommended and urged thee the Desert Land Act and 
commutation clause of the Homestead Act should be 
repealed, and that the irrigable arid lands should de 
reclaimed just as rapidly as settlers will take them and 
repay che government cost of the irrigation worke 
built for their reclama:‘ion; and 

“Whereas, in his message to Congress the ensuing 
mouth President Roosevelt made the following recom- 
mendation: 

“So far as they are available for agriculture, and to 
whatever extent they may be reclaimed under the na- 
national irrigation law, the remaining public lands 
should be held rigidly for the home builder, the settler 
who lives on his land, and for no one else. In thelr 
actual use the desert land law, the ¢imber and = stone 
law, and the commutation clause of the homestead law 
ave been so perveried from the intention with which 
they were enacied as tu permit the acquisition of large 
areas of the public domain for other chan actual settlers 
and the consequent prevention of settlement.’ 

“And whereas, the Secretary of Agriculture in his 
annual report has ureed the entire repeal of che Desert 
Land Act, and that seitiers be required ¢o cultivate as 
well as to live on their farms, and declared said act to 
have been an economic mistake. 

“And whereas, the Secretary of the Interior, in his 
annual repor¢, bas said: 

“*The act of June 3, 1838 (20 Stat. L., 89.) known as 
the Timber and Sione Act, will, if not repealed or 
radically amended, resu!) ultimately in ¢he complete 
struction of ¢he timber on the unappropriated and un- 
reserved public lands.’ 

“And again: 

““The act, when legii'mately observed. and followed, 
affords such facilities for the acquisition by individuals 
and corporations of vast bodies of the public timbered 
lands, that it is one of th2 greatest menaces on the 
siaiute books today against the avowed policy of the 
government (0 preserve the femaining public lands for 
homes for actual settlers.’ 

“And has strongly urge? woon Congress the reasons 
for the repeal of the said Wis $* end Stone Act, as well 
as the cominutation clause <4 41.4 Homestead Act.

IRRIGATED CALIFORNIA. 


Here is an extract from a speech delivered by Gov 
Pardee of California before the National Irrigation Con- 
gress in El Paso: 

“There is, perhaps, no other State or Territory in the 
Union whose varied physical characteristics so well 
illustrate what irrigation can accomplish for the genera! 
cood as does my State of California. Her hundred mi'- 
lion of acres, extending from the latitude of Charlesion, 
S. C., on the scuth, 769 miles north to the latitude of 
Boston, embrace within their limits an extent of coun- 
try which varies in annual rainfall from zero © 60 and 


70 inches. 

“The so-called deserts (the eastern parts of San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside and San Diego counties, each larger 
than many of the States of this Union) need oniy Water 
to make them fruitful almost beyond belief. The Coio- 
rado River, the Nile of the arid West, every drop of 
whose water falis upon United Siates soil and, therefore, 
belongs to the people of the United States, can be made 
‘o bring wealth and population to these apparently, in- 
hospitable wastes. Imperial, in San Diego county, 
years ago a desert, now has So” inhabitants, and thove 
formerly desoiate acres now raise such crops as as! oa- 
ish even us of California. Even the Mojave Desert, 
whose sands drift hither and yon, the sport of every 
passing breeze, needs but the irrigating ditch to make 
it support a teeming population. 

“| have a notion that the government could not spend 
money to a better purpose or produce better results than 
by providing irrigation works in such arid places as 
those of the southwestern portions of the United Siates. 
And I confideatly look to see the day when the nationa! 
appropriations fer irrigation will go hand in hand with 
those for navigation, rivers and harbors, fortifications. 
the army and the navy. While all these are necessary, 
irrigation is also necessary. And, while they make pos- 
sible our national existence and increase in population 
and wealth, irrigation makes them certain. Congress 
could, in my cepinion, do nothing that would so surely 
add to our national prosperity as would the expendiluce 
of large sums in irrigation works. 

“California s‘ands first among the States of thé Union 
in irrigation development. In all points denoting proz- 
ress in irrigation she leads, with the singie exception of 
the number of acres irrigated, in which she is slightly 
behind Colorado. She has 8000 more irrigators, hew- 
ever, than Colorado, and the value of her irrigated crops 
exceeds Colorado's by $17,000,000. While the averag” 
value of irrigated land in the United States is $42.55 per 
acre, in California it is $89.19. The average value per 
acre of irrigated crops for the arid States is $14.81. In 
California it is $28.47. And California has just begun. 
Her irrigated acres number about 1,500,900 of her

southern one-fourth of the State and many other por- 
tlons thereof) there are 12,000,000 acres capable of irri- 
gation. So there is room yet for progress. 

“Some portions of California are more alive to ihe 
value of irrigation than others. South of Tehachepi, in 
Southern California, irrigation is prized as the very life- 
biood of the country. To the north, the San Joaquin 
Valley is coming to depend more and more on irriga- 
tion as the only sure producer of crops. In the Sacra- 
mento Valley the old régime still holds sway, although 
the awakening is near at hand. This lesson is having 
its results, viz: that those sections of California where 
irrigation is most used have had the greatest growth tn 
wealth and population, and are receiving more bounti- 
fully the good things of ‘life. 

“The communities in California that have taken up 
lrrigation have become prosperous beyond all ordinary 
bounds. The communities that have neglected their op- 
portunities for irrigation have missed a golden harvest. 
Take the county of Fresno, in the middle of the San 
Joaquin Valley, once practically am arid plain. Thircy 
years ago the total area under cultivation was 24,536 
acres, and the total value of farm products $299,168. 
The same territory, which now includes Madera as well 
as Fresno, in 1900 had under irrigation alone over 300,- 
000 acres and the total value of farm products waa 
nearly $10,000,000. Fresno county is the largest raisin- 
shipping center in the United States, sending out in 1908 
over 600 carloads of raisins and over 1000 carloads of 
fruits of all kinds. The assessed valuation of property 
has increased tenfold sigce 1870 and the population 
cightfold. This is a typical example of what irrigation 
has done for portions of California, and marks the pos- 
sibilities ahead of other communities in our State. 

“Freano is by no means the most spectacular example, 
however, south of Tehachepi a great civilization has 
Leen built up—prosperous, and cultured, sprung from the 
desert. That beautiful land Is one of the show placed of 
America and the one classic example of the marvels 
of irrigation. From this southern country there were 
shipped in 1902 over 24,000 carloads of citrus fruits 


yalone, 141 carloads of wine and brandy and over 2006 


carloads of green vegetables. Outside of San Francisco 
the bank clearances of Los Angeles exceeded those of 
any other city west of the Rocky Mountains. Here ihe 
fullest possibilities of scientific irrigation have beec 
reached. 

“What stupendous things may be expected when the 
whole State has measured up to its possibilities in the 
same way! At least one-third of California’s 100,000,000 
of acres can be irrigated. And, with her snowless win- 
iers and her genial summers, these 30,000,000 of irri- 
gable acres ought to have, and will have in the years to 
conte, a population of at least 25,000,000 of happy, con- 
tented and prosperous people.” 

GOVERNMENT IRRIGATION WORK. 

Mr. Lipwincoit of the Geological Survey, furnishes the 
foilowing informetion: 

“It is proposed, by the reclamation service, to irri- 
gate lands in both California and Arizona under the 
Yuma project. These lands are near Yuma, Ariz., and 
afte of two distinctly different classes, namely, valley 
or bo'¢om land and high lying mesa lands. It is esti- 
mated that at least 103,000 acres of valley land in 
Arizona, and 17,000 acres in California gross can be re- 
claimed by iftrigation, drainage and protection from 
floods by levees. These lands will be irrigated »y 
gravity. The areas in Arizona are in private holdings, 
but the land in California is a portion of*the Yuma In- 
dian reservation. To reach the mesa lands it is pro- 
posed to pump water to a height of about seventy feet 
and reclaim, at least, 25,000 acres additional. The 
Yuma mesa has an area of, roughly, 93,000 acres of irri- 
cable land in the United States, which can be reached 
only by pumping. It is not at present, however, pro- 
posed to irrigate more than 25,000 acres, but additional 
areas can be brought under cultivation in the future, 
if the value of the produce and the conditions of the 
mark«is justify the investment. The mesa lands are 
suited to fruit raising and high grade crops, while the 
valley lands will probably produce forage crops, grain, 
eic. 

“The preliminary plans and estimates for the Yuma 
project have been approved by the chief engineer and 
the Board of Consuliing Engineers, and an allotment 
of $3,000,000 has been made, by the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the construction of these works.”

POPULATION AND AREA. * 


The population of Los Angeles at the end of 1904 is 
conservatively estimated at 170,000, This is an increase 


at ¢he rate of 15,000 per year since the Federal census 
of 1900, when the population was 102,457. Substantially, 
the same result is arrived at when the calculation ts 
made from the increased number of children in school 
attendance, of iamilies on the water service, or of names 
in the city directory. Other estimates put the present 
population higher, but 170,000 may be taken as a con- 
servative figure. The area of the city is forty-four 
square miles,

SCHOOLS. 

By the general assent of experts who have visited 
the State, California holds first place in America for 
che excellence.of her public school system, and statistics 
prove that the amount of public money expended on 
education pro rata to population exceeds the figures of 
any other State in the Union. While the State occu- 
pies this proud position, within the State Los Angeles 
has ati equally indubitable claim to take the first rank. 
She is not only magnificently provided with schools 
and schoo] equipment, but with teachers of tried effi- 
ciency and in many cases of more than local reputation. 
The broad-minded and enlightened policy of those who 
control educational affairs in Los Angeles is well in- 
dicated by a few sentences culled from one of the super- 
intendents’ reports for last year. These run as follows: 
“Il believe our city is keeping abreast of the times iy 
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moving away from the nineteenth-century idea that a 
echool is a manufactory in which organization, system, 
vias istics, executive dispatch and other external agencies 
are to get results; and tow the idea that it is a place 
for making conditions more favorable for the child's 
growth from within; a place where he can educate him- 
self under conditions made right by ,tbose who have 
him in charge. The evidence of this I find Im the rally- 
ing of the people at the schoolhouses, at Child Study 
Circle mectings and on exhibit days; in the athletic 
sports that have superseded the old idea of the suppres- 
sian of play; in the extension of manual work and na- 
ture studies in our courses of study, and in the eata)- 
lishing of the ungraded rooms. Most of ail, the evidence 
appears in the tendency of teachers to get into the lives 
of che children more and drive them less with record: 
of gercentages. The faciory expression, ‘up to grad.,’ 
is not heard so frequently now, and there is more dis- 
position to make allowance in judgment for individual! 
peculiarities an! shortcomings that, from their very a- 
ture, are outsid) the pale of strict grading.” 

The adoption of the principle of ungraded rooms in 
the schools deserves special mention. It has been found 
to work mosi admirably, and is being extended to as 
many of the schools as possible. By this system the 
boy or girl who, from deficiencies of prior education, 
slowness of mind, nervousness of temperament, imper 
fect knowledge of the English language, or similar 
cause would havé to be graded in the ordinary class- 
rooms with much younger children, is taken to the un- 
graied room and is given what oractically amounts to 
individual attentiog. By this means a sensitive child, 
by sitting neighbor to equals in age and size, haa his 
or her self-respect preserved, and is accordingly re‘ained 
at echool much longer than might otherwise be the 
case. Often, too, quite surprising latent ability is dis- 
covered by this kindly and sensible method. Further- 
more, the general efficiency of the school is enhanced, 
for the teachers in the regular grades are relieved from 
pupils whose presence is calculated to cause worry and 
hindrance. 

Los Angeles is proud of her High School, which holds 
@istinguished rank among the secondary schools of the 
Siate. It is accredited in every subject accepted by the 
Stale University. The Commercial High School. soon 
to be merged into a Polytéchnic High School of wide 
scope, for which bonds have been voied, alsa deserves 
special mention. Los Angeles has been one of the 
pioneer cities in commercial education, and ¢he posl- 
tions of responsibility held by her commercial school 
graduates prove the excellence of the work that haz 
been accomplished. The primary school kindergartens, 
often left to orivate enterprise or neglect in other com- 
munities, form another fecture of education in our city. 

Altogether, Los Angeles has sixty-three public schools, 
while seven additional echoo! sites have been acquired. 
The total valine of the school property—lots, buildings 
and equipment—is $2.386,858. The children of school 
age in the cliy, as shown by the last schoo) census, 
number 35,411. Twenty years ago the population of the 
city was not one-third as much. Of these 30,900 are en- 
rolied at the public schools, an increase of 3490 over tue 
preceding year, and a gain of $261 in twelve years. 
The total receipts for the year from all sources, includ- 
ing State fuhd and county fund, were $835,516, and the 
‘total disbursements were $699,951, leaving a balance in 
hand of $133,565. The amount paid in teachers’ salaries 
was $530,241. . 

An extremely interesting feature of the school atf- 
tendance is the diversity of nationalities represen‘ed. 
In the first place every single State and Territory in 
the Union contributes its quotum of school children. 
California, of course, heads ¢he list with 16,028. Illinois 
comes next with 1474. Kansas and Missouri have 916 
and 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Texas all pass the 
£00 notch. Liithy Rhode Island sends no fewer than 
twenty-seven children, while Aiaska and Hawaii are 
reoresented by five apiece. Coming to the children of 
foreign birth, we find 1594 enrolled. Great Britain, 
reckoning in all her colonies, leads with 512, of whom 
»o4 were born in Canada. Mexico follows with 364, Italy 
with 113, Japan with ninety-three, Germany with eighty, 
and Russia with forty-three. Altogether, forty-two dif- 
ferent nationalities are represented. What more strik- 
ing proof of the cosmopolitanism of Los Angeles could 
be afforded? 

In addition tc the public schools there are over thirty 
private insiitutions, devoted either to general education 
or to specialized branches. The University of Southern 
California, Oceldental College, tne State Norma! Col- 
lege, als@ several colleges for special professions, suc’ 
as law and deniistry, complete the city’s splendid educa- 
tional equipment. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

When a public library posseses over 100,000 volumes 
it ranks as one of the large libraries of the country. 
Ios Angeles has now passed this mark, the number of 
vocumes on the shelves of her public library exceeding 
110,000, Stausiies show that in this respect she sur- 
passes twenty-three cities in the United States of. larger 
population than herself. The home circulation las‘ 
year mountel up to over 750,000. As the use of hooks 
affords a measure of the cuiture and intelligence of a 
community, the figures may be left to tell their own 
¢ale. It is notable, aleo, that ficiion here forma no un- 
‘ue proportion of th® book cireulaiion. Only 270,000 
borrowings of novels were made, as against 481.000 of 
volumes classed as non-fictions Moreover, all the works 
of fiction in the library are carefally selected. and have 
their educational value. Bui not even do these figures 
adequciely show the amount of solid reading, indulged 


no record is kep', so that figures of circulation dq not 
show actual use. One of the strongest features of the 
Los Angeles library is ite fine reference department; in 
fact, one-fourth of all the books in the institution bere 
belong. Great care and much money have been ex- 
pended in this direction, with the result that profes- 
siona), scientific and literary men are coming ¢o rec- 
ognize the great value of the institution, and to make 
regular use of lis reference room. In this section, too, 
several important bibliographies to aid research have 
heen compiled. 

Besides the main library in the City Hall chere is a 
newspaper room in the Chamber of Commerce, eight 
branch libraries and two distinct stations. The schoo! 
libpary has been’pariiy removed to the Grand-avenue 
schoolhouse, although duplicates of all books remain 
in the children’s reading-room. This arrangement, with 
others of a similar kind, is due ¢o tRe universally-ad- 
mitted? fact that the institution has far outgrown its 
present quarteg®.

Big parks and little parks, as many of both 
hinds as is possible.

In other words, ample open 
spaces are reeognized as necessary” for the general 
heasvh, and even circumscribed areas in crowded quar- 
fers come as a boon for both old and young. Los Ange- 
les, in the rush of extension and with booming land 
values, has not forgotten the golden rule.

Eastlake Park ex- 
tends to 52 acres. Westlake to 35 acres, and Hol- 
lenbeck Park to 26 acres.

where excelled In beauty. Echo Park, at one end of 
which work still remains to be done, is another triumph 
of landscape gardening, the lake, an old reservoir for 
irrigation purposes, being one of great picturesqueness.

PROGRESS IN BUILDING. 

Building activity is dealt with specially in another sec- 
tion, so here only a general reference need be made 
During the past year our main business streets have 
been adorned with some of che finest office blocks to be 
found in any American city. The Huntington building 


on Main street, the Edison building Fourth street, 


the Braly and the Hellman buildings, on Spring street, 
and the Chamber of Commerce building on Broadway, 
may be named as challenging comparison anywhere 
Without aspiring to the height of New York or Chicago 
sky-scrapers, they are massive and imposing structures, 
striking in their architectufal effect, and sumptuous in 
their internal finish. And this is only the beginning 
of a reconstruction of our business section, for each 
month's list of building permits discloses further enter- 
prise of the same kind. , 


A stroll through the manufacturing quarters also 
shows factories and workshops going up on every hand. 
As further evidences of progress and prosperity we may 
mention the new building of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, the new home of the California 
Club, the new County Jail, dhe new Christ Church that 
has replaced the edifice destroyed by fire, the new Schoo} 
of Ari and Design, several new hotels, notably the Lank- 
ershim, each in its own line a splendid addition to the 
city’s architecture. 

Los Angeles has long been famous as a city of beau- 
tiful homes, but in every suburb the number of these 
has been largely added to during the past year. New 
residential areas are being constantly laid out, and 
whole acres are teing covered with tasteful dwellings, 
ranging fromthe mansion to the cottage bungalow. As 
the figires elsewhere quoted orove, no American city 
at the present time is building at a faster rate in pro- 


portion to population.

RAILWAYS. 


With the practical completion of the San Pedro, Les 
Angefés and Sait Lake Railroad, Southern California is 
now linked ¢o the East by three transcontinental sys- 
tems. The Southern Pacific and the Santa Fé are every- 
where known for their splendid service and equipment. 
The Sali Lake Company will spare no expense to bring 
liself on terms of equality. The live is now complete to 
the extent that through freight will be handled during 
January. There will be no undue haste in bringing the 
passenger traffic into operation. Care will first be ta- 
ken to have all the kinks inevitable to a new life 
straightened out,’and the entire roadbed brought into 
first-class standard condition. On the northern section 
of the line, moreover, which bas been in full cperation 
for some time as a local service, grades are being im- 


Proved and the track is being relaid in places. The en- 


tire system will be in full working order by May nex’, 
when passengers for the East can travel via Salt Lake 
City direct. By this new line the harbor of San Pejito 
is brought ‘into communication with the heart of the 
continent, and some of its richest mining fields. There 
i¢ a project being matured for the erection of a smelter 

Terminal Isiand. With the advance of the comly 
pSrbor works under government auspices, and with two 
railroads now serving the port, the Southern Pacific on 
the one side of the bay, and the Salt Lake on the other, 
a great increase in the already prosperous shipping trade 
of San Pedro is assured. 

TELEPHONE SYSTEMS. 

Two distinct telephone services are in operction in the 
city—the “Sunset” and the “Home.” Generally, it may 
te said that the telephone is far more commonly use!

Cheap rates and unlimited service have proved the 
secrets of popularity in Los Angeles. The business rate 
varies from $3 up to $5 per month, the residence rate 
from $1.50 to $2.50 per month, and in both cases unlim- 
ited switching is ellowed, there being no restriction 
whatever in the number of calls. At these rates even 


the wage earaoer finds ii an economy to have a telephone | 


in his home, for Los Angeles, with its many suburvs, is 
a widely-spread city, and the saving of a few car fares, 
not to speak cf the saving of time, soon pays the rental! 
of the instrument. 

The long-disiance system is well developed, the Home 
Company having wires to most of the important towns 
in Solthern California, while by the Sunset system there 
is no town and scarcely a hamlet on the Pacific Coaat 
ihat cannot ve reached. Here, again, the rates are fa- 
vorable to large usage. In the East the charge is usu- 
ally based on a time Nmit of a three minutes’ conversa- 
tion. But in California the schedule is cut down s0 as 
to allow a 15 seconds’ rate between @uch cities as Los 


Angeles and San Francisco, for experience has proved 
that this brief time suffices for the olacing of an order, 
the confirmation of a le«er, and similar business re- 
quirements. So for fifty cents messages can be ex- 
changed over a distance of 50) miles, being 30 cents 
cheaper than the lowest charge for telegram and an- 
swer. This is the cheapest long-distance telephone ser 
vice in the world. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

Los Angeles has the most extensive system of com- 
bined city and interurban tramways in America, which 
also means the most extensive system of any city in the 
world. There are fcur companies engaged in the busi- 
ness. The Los Aneries Railway Company operates 135 
miles, entirely within city limits. The Pacific Electric 
Railway Company hes 300 miles open, and the Inter- 
urban Railway Comnmany 70 miles, these ¢wo corporations 
working in close ascoriation and bringing many of the 
surrounding towns into connection with the metropolis. 
The Los Anceles Pacific Railroad Company's system ex- 
tends to 15) miles. The combined figures show that 
there are now €55 miles of street railways in operation 
in and around Los Angeles The general effect of this 
has been to preserve the business quarters from conges- 
tion, to keep real estate prices in the city from reaching 
a prohibitive figure, and to confer on the people the in- 
estimable boon of suburban or courtry homes within 
easy access of workshoo or counting-house” The limit 
of growth in the street railway svetem is far from being 
yet reached, for many important extensions are assured 
in the near future, completing the links of intercommnu- 
nication. Nearly al! the roadbeds are now laid with 
heavy rails, making them as substantial as the ordinary 
steam railways It need hardlv be added that the equip- 
ment of cars is the finest, every modern improvement 
having been adapied.

MANUFACTURES. 

That Los Ance'es is no longer merely a «i! of climate, 
‘but a city of manufecturing industry as well, Is shown 
by an article on another poege. that takes our readers 
the round of some of our representative factories aad 
workshops. Sperciel attention is directed to the list of 
fourteen advantages from the industrial point of view 
which Los Angeles enjoys, and to all of which no other 
city In America can lav elaim. The discovery of oil has 
played an all-important part in transforming the metrop- 
olis of the Southwest into a hive of varied and busy 
manufactures. With the diffeu'tvy of providing cheap 
frel thus finally sol ed. old induetries are being ex- 
(ended, agd manv rew ones sre being started to meet 
the local wants. fome of the-e are being transplanted 
from the Eastern St*‘es seeking the fleld where the raw 
mricrials require cre produced. and where the prot- 
esses of manufacture can be carried on under unrivaled 
climatic conditions. As a consequence. operatives in ev- 
ery skilled deparitmert of manufactures are flocking in 
—not merely the valetudineriens, who have been driven 
to seek a less rigorous climate than that of their old 
homes, but men in the pride of health and strength, 
who see in Los Angeles fuller ecope for their energies, 
and a more assured prosrect of realizing their ambitions. 
Ju as with mining. lumbering, stock raising, farming, 
and fruit growing in the pyst..now the manufacturing 
tide is rolling toward the Wert. So rapid has been the 
increase of industries in Los Angeles, that, while the 
United States census of 19 returned the value of the 
city’s output of manufactured products et $21,297,557, it 
is estimated that the output for 1904 will ncé fall far 
short of $40,000,000, 

OIL FUEL. 

As above siated, the discovery of oil has fulfilled the 
last condition neces¢ary for the industrial prosperity of 
Los Angeles and of Southern California generally. Up 
to a few years aco the initiation of new enterprises was 
blocked by what seemed to be the Insumerable difficulty 
of costhy Sea-borne or railway-borne fuel. Then came 
the finding of ofl right benesth our feet, in the city, and 
over a wide area of Southern California.

WATER SUPPLY. 

If the stranger, or for tha# matier ‘he long-time resl- 
dent, were asked why the city of Los Anceles occupies 
iis present location, he might not readily hit upon the 
correct answer. The Los Angeles River does not look 
an imposing s ream, but all the same it is che key to 
the question. The river must not be judged by its sur- 


fact flow. The never-failing supply of water on which 


Twelve wiles of | 


‘the city depends lies in the great gravel deposits of the 


San Fernando Valiey, in which ¢he stream has i's source. 
These are charged at irregular intervals by the flood 
waiers of the surrounding mountains. Experience has 
proved (hat thie great subterranean reservoir is, at least 
by the standard of present requirements, vast. There 
is practically no connection between the rainfall of any 
one year and the local water supply. The latter comes 
from sources so vast and so deep down that even an 
absolute failure of rajnfall for an entire year would 
not seriously affec¢ the cily. After a cycle of dry years, 
a year of abundant rainfall does not at once restore the 
supply to its maximum. But after several years of 
good average rainfall, say eighteen inches, the supply 
is maintained at its full measure even if several con- 
secutive yeara of comparative drought follow. Here 
we have simply an il Mistra¢ion of Naiure’s provision 
for wa‘er storage in a dry land, or a land of variable 
rainfall. If there was no such natural medium for sior- 
age purposes as (hese vast gravel beds afford, the water 
would flow off in great volume to the sea within a few 
days of iis precipitation on the drainage area. There 
would be no great subterranean Los Angeles River. In 
other words, there would be no city of Los Angeles. 
Although thus abundantly blessed, Los Angeles has 
its waier problem to face, if not for the present, at 
least for the rapidly-approaching futute. This is due 
io the phenomenal growth of the city. This growth 
is not in population merely, but in area. Los Angeles, 
covering for'y-four square miles, is now the sixth city 
in the union in point of area. It is a city of lawns and 
gardens, and with a long dry season every year, for the 
years rainfall is invariably included within a few 
months, great quantieies of water are required for the 
maintenance of these home improvements. The pres- 
ent supply would suffice for perhaps double the present 
population, but not for double the present territorial 
area with the land laid out in lawns. This is the 
crux of the question. Los Angeles is not merely multi- 
plying {n numbers, but it is spreading out over hills

F oranges and lemons there were shipped from Fer- 
nando in the season of 1903-1904 about 275 carloads, 
of which about 240 carloads were oranges.

R. P. Weit, will amount to 200 carloads of choice fruit. 


fall, there was a considerable quantity of hay produced 
in the neighborhood. On the Miles Dodd ranch there 
were about 1200 acres of barley and oat hay from which 
was taken not far from one and onerhalf tons per acre, 
which was abont an average yield. About thirty-five 
houses were built in the community within the year. 
They cost from $300 to $1800 each and aggregated $29.- 
000. Nearly forty new families established homes near 
Fernando within the year. A dozen wells were put 
down, from which about 175 inches of water was de- 
veloped by pumping.

The gross receipts of the 
Fernando postoffice for the first three-quarters of 1904 
were $1693. For the corresponding period of 1905 they 
were $1498. The census of 1904 showed 141 children of 
schoo] age in the San Fernando district.

At the Sylmar groves a few miles north of Fernando 
the Los Angeles Olive Growers’ Association harvested a 
small crop of olives and expended over in im- 
provements in its pickling plant.

CHATSWORTH PARK. 

Grain was harvested about Chatsworth Park, 
standing the dryness of the season.

- The district voted a special tax of $1200 
for high schoo! purposes, and instruction is being elven 
in the ninth, tenth and eleventh grades. The compl!le- 
tion of the Santa Susana tunnel by the Southern Pacific 
in 1903 and the running of coast line trains by that 
route since early in the past year has placed Chatsworth 
Park on one of the company's main lines to San Fran- 
cisco, The new line runs direct to. Burbank, while ar 
older line runs by way of Canoga, so Chatsworth Park 
now has two lines to Los Angeles. 

Operations at the Chatsworth quarry where rock Is 
taken out for the government sea wall at San Pedro 
are proceeding steadily. From 20,000 to 30,000 tons of 
reck per month have been taken out during the year, 
and recently the output has closely approached 40,000 
tons. As the work proceeds the face of the quarry 
grows higher and the horizontal progress toward the 
mountain ts accordingly slower. The year's progress 
mountainward is estimated at fifty feet, but the output 
has beén greater than in 1903, when the face was not 
so high. The face has now reached a height of about 
150 feet.

The artesian 
belt between Lancgster and Rosamond comprises over 
120,000 acres, a greater part of which is goud tillable 
gvvernment land and is well adapted to alfalfa and 
sugar-beet raising. The Los Angeles Beet-sugar Com- 
pany has had experts within the last two months ex- 
amining the soil and water. A number of farmers have 
contracted to plant beets, and indications are that a 
factory will be built in the near future. 


Work at the oil well, one mile from Lancaster, con- 
tines day and night. Drillers are now down over 1500 
feet, boring in a hard sandstone formation. Oil-bearing 
Strata have been passed through, giving encouragement 
of a strike under 2000 feet, 


Throughout the valley the almond crop was light on 
account of the late fros's, but the apple and pear yield 
has been above the average. The greater. part of the 
fruit raised here finds a ready market at the mines m 
the northern part of the valley. However, in the last 
year three carloads of apples,.one of Bartlett pears and 
three of almonds have been shipped to Los Angeles. 

Hog raising is on the increase. Five carloads were 
scent out. Cattle shipments amounted to twelve carloads. 

Considerable progress has been made in the develop- 
ment of mineral. Fifty carloads of borax aad 250 ear- 
loads of gypsum or Alpine plaster have deen shipped 
from Lancaster and Palmdale. On the north side of 
the valley two new stamp mills with cyanide tanks have 
heen erected, making four in active operation. The 
Lida mine, owned by FE. M. Hamilton, is still the lead- 
ing gold producer.

Wance conditions, is pronounced superior. The town 
was incorporated as a city of the sixth class in 1903. 
Extensive municipal improvements have been made in 
the course of the year, street betterment being one of 
the chief itema. According to the census of 1904 there 
@re in the Alhambra district 396 children of school age. 
In 1993 there were 3314 census children. 

The citrus shipments from the San Gabriel district for 
the season Qf-1903-1904 amounted to about 650 carloads. 
The crop, the picking of which has commenced, is estl- 
mated at 600 carloads of choice fruit. Walnuts, grapes 
and dried fruit are produced extensively in the vicinity. 
The old San Gabriel (Catholic) Mission, which was 
fou-ded in the eighteenth century and in which,most of 
ancient features are preserved, has a yearly visita- 


» tion of about 10,000 tourists and others. 


PUENTE. 


A fair grain crop was harvested in the country about 


| Puente, notwithstanding the season's lack of the usual 


qQuanity of raia. From a territory embracing about 3000 
acres in the vicinity there was taken 30,000 sacks of 
barley, according to figures based on estimates prepared 


\ 


by J. W. Hudson. The hay output of the communily 
was also a material item. From an area approximating 
2000 acres there were harvested about 3000 tons of hay. 
Of alfalfa there were a number of scattered pieces from 
which the year’s yield was not far from 600 tons. A 
thirty-acre piece of beardiess barley yielded 550 sacks 
of grain. Another seventy-acre piece adjoining pro- 
duced a large quantity of hay. That kind of barley oa; 
not been grown about Puente before in a good many 
years, and the rasults are considered very encouraginx. 
A considerable quantity of wheat was-also grown a!,out 
the town. Freedom from desiccating winds is one of 
the items to which the success of grain raiging in the 
ecmmunity is attributed. 


DOLGEVILLE. 

Under ifs o'¢d name of Shorb, Dolgeville was we'll 
known locally as the junction on the main Southern 
Pacific line from which connection is made with Paaa- 
dena. The name of the new town tdentifies it with the 
felt and feli-choe manufacturing industry established 
by Alfred Do)z° and his sons, formeriy of another Do)lze- 
ville, also a telt-making. center, in New York State. 
Felt materials, fel; shoes and slippers, and felt piano 
keys, bearing the name “Dolgeville, Oal..” are now be- 
ing shipped all over America. Other factory sites are 
laid out, and two of these, close to the felt mills, are 
already occupied. Broad streets, curbed and paved, 
promise to make Dolgeville en attractive residentia! 
suburb of Los Angeles. A good deal of building is in 
immediate prospect. Within the year 330 lots have been 
sold. 


Whittier and Vicinity. 


QUAKER COLONY AND EXPANSIC N. 
MONG the past year’s building improvements ac- 
complished in Whittier are about 160 new homes. 
several handsome new business buildings, a $20,f00 
Methodist Church, a $10,000 addition to Whittier Co!- 
lege and a magnificent $60,000 Union High Schoo! build- 
ing. Business bas been active in all branches, and the 
peaple have not only spent liberally, but they have Also 
saved, as is evidenced by the half-million dollars now 
on deposit in the local banks. Among the lines o/ in- 
dustry which have brought eminently satisfactory re- 
turns here ar: walnut and citrus ranching, sheep grow- 
ing, ani the activities growing out of the oil industry. 
The Whittier of] field bas s’eraged 60,000 barrels of 
high grade oil every four weeks, the output being read- 
ily marketed. The city streo’s and sidewalks have been 
materially improved within the year, miles of street ha\- 
ing teen graded aud graveled and many thousands of 
feet of cement curd and sidewalks having been put in. 
Within the year there has been a gain of more (tian 
so 1-3 per cent. in the assessed valuation of property. 
ln the year 1902-1904 the valuation was $1,039,000. This 
year it is $1,600,000, with at least $250,009 expended since 
the figures were compiled. Four years ago 200 voters 
were, registered in Whittier. 
ber h@i doubied. This year the register showed thai 
for the second time in four years its eleetors had_ in- 
creese’d’ twofold, there being ai present more than 300 
voters in the city limits. 
Whittier was planned to be a qnuict little Quaker co!- 
ony, where its people might spend their days peacefully 


The extension of the oll fields to the hills back of town, 
the growth of the walnut industry of which Whittier 
has come to be a financial center, aud the enlargeni-nt 
of citrus fruit interests in the community have, however, 
transformed the Friends settlement into a bustling and 
rapidly-expanding city. 

the enterprises on which the business men vf 
the town are working is the building of a $100,000 tou:- 
ist hostelry fo: which a subscription list has becu 
stared. 

The census of 1903 showed for the Whittier digirict 583 
children of school ages. The census of 1904 showed for 
the district 714 children of school ages, from 5 to 1/7.

RIVERA, HEADQUARTERS FOR. WALNUTS. 

The settlemett of Rivera lies in the heart of one of 
the oldest and largest watnut-growing communities of 
the country. ‘lhe crop, the harvesting of which was 
recently completed, is the second largest ever shipped, 
the Los Nietos and Ranchita Walnut Growers’ Assoc'- 
ation having sent away 181 cars of high grade nuis as 
against ninety-two cars for the previous year. The 
cash return for the nuts is the largest in the associ- 
ation’s history, being $370,000. This is divided among 
comparatively few people, and as a result most of the 
ranchers of this section are well-to-do. The Whitiier 
line of the Pacific Electric Railway passes through Ri- 
vera and is a great convenience to the daily inhabi- 
tants. It has kad some effect in bringing wealthy peo- 
ple to this locality during the past year or two, and sey- 
eral fine new residences have been bullt. 


DOWNEY. 

Alfaifa, milk, vegetables and oranges are among ihe 
most important revenue-producing items of the Downey 
community. The year’s milk receipts made into but- 
ter at the local creamery are estimated at 3,602,550 
pounds, for which the producers received $47,730. The 
orange crop now maturing in the vicinity is estimated 
at 100 carloads. The wine grapes aggregated about 


200 tons. Among the year's building improvements was 
the new I1.0.0.F. Hall.

and nol a few coitages, were put up. Among other im- 
provements was the Ball & Tweedy packing-house, The 
cost of buildings erected within the year aggregates 
about $40,000. Real estate changes amounted to $75,060, 
Downey has five churches and not far from 1500 inhab- 
itants. The enrollment of the public schoo! is 210 pu- 
pils, and High School 75. The census of 1903 showed

NORWALK AND ARTESIA. 

Dairy products and grapes are among the chief iiems 
of revenue to the husbandmen in the Norwalk and 
Artesia community. The local creamery during the 
year received’ about 1200 pounds of milk per day. The- 
cream, after separation, was shipped to Los Angeles. 


| About 500 tons of grapes were shipped away by rail, and 


there was also a considerable crush at the locgl winery. 
At the winery built at Artesia within the year at a cost 
of $10,000 there was a crush of 1200 tons of grapes. 
One of the local improvements was a dipping vat bplit 
by the county fcr the purpose of administering antisep- 
tic treatment to caitle to protect them from Texas fever. 
Long-distance connections were established at both Nor- 
walk and Ariesia within the year by the Home Tele- 
phone Company. A half-million barrels of oil from the 
Whittier and Fullerton district passed through the pipe 
line and pumping plant at Norwalk within the year. 
Local produce shipoed away by rail within the year 
amounted to over 24,000,000 pounds. There are twenty- 
seven miles of ciled roads within the local district, five 
miles having been added within the year. Six dwelling 
houses were built at a cost of $12,000. 

La Mirada is a settlement a few miles southeastward 
from Norwalk. Here some of the interests of McNally, 
of the firm of Rand, McNally & Co. of Chicago, are cen- 
tered. A_medicinal preparation of grape juice is manu- 
factured here. There are also extensive olive groves ip 
the vicinity. 

NEWMARK. 

Nearly all of the 1200-acre piece known as the Monte- 
bello tract, on which stands the townsite of Newmark, 
was three years ago a barren waste. Now it is mostly 
a well-watered garden under intense cultivation and 
highly productive. From one and one-half acres of dew- 
berries A. E. Harrington picked in the past séason 40,000 
iwelve-ounce boxes of the fruit, which sold for an aver- 
age of about 3 cents per box. The berries ripened very 
carly, and were nearly all sold before dewberries from 
other localities were put on the Los Angeles market. 
From a one-acre piece the same owner began picking 
strawberries in the middle of November, 1903, and by 
the first of last March had taken $700 worth of berries. 
The returns were, however, above the average yield for 
the community. String beans, chile peppers, ege plant 
and tomatoes were picked about Newmark all through 
last winter. Within the year the water works were en- 
larged and extended at a cost of about $29,000. From

COMPTON. AND LYNWOOD. 

IGURING on the record of eleven months and the 
F estimated quantity for December, the Anchor 

Cheese Factory at Compton received within the 
past year 6,397,556 pounds of milk, from which was 
made 72,941 pounds of cheese, which netted the patrons 
$80,682. The average nei price to patrons for 4 per cent. 
milk was $1.31% oer 100 pounds. The whey was sdld 
for 5 cents per 100 pounds. The factory is now receiv- 
ing about 15,000 pounds of milk, and the daily ontput of 
cheese is about one ton a day. Present prices will en- 
able the management to pay-about $1.50 per 100 pounds 


for 4 per cent. milk. The Eureka Creamery, northeast 
of town, received a large quantity of milk for six months 


- Of the past year, after which it was closed. J. R. New- 


berry erected 2 milk condenser in town, receiving daily 
/ over 2000 pounds of milk. 


A number of fine residences 


At the Lynwood Dairy, about two and one-half mils 
northeast of Compton, is kept a herd of 210 cows, whith 
produced within the past twelve months about 175,000 
gallons of milk. This milk is shipped to Los Angeies 
to supply the dairy trade. These 210 cows are fed from 
the ranch of 700 acres belonging to the dairy. Of the 
ranch, 165 acres is in alfalfa, and seventy-five in corn. 
A thousand tons of corn ensilage is made abnually, and 
there are many acres in pumpkins, beets and citrons. 

From the Compton territory there was chipped, accord- 
ing to a statement made by J. L. Amlin, agent, 12,086 
tons of beets, hervested from 1964 acres, for which rhe 
farmers received an average of $4 per ton. Of apple 
there was produced in an area of four miles square in- 
cluding Compton 426 tons, for which the growers re- 
ceived from $10 to $20 for second-grade and from $20 to 
$40 for first-gade fruit per ton. The Home Telephone 
Company has installed about ninety telephones within 
the year, and now has nearly 200 in the local exchanga 
The water and lighting company bas completed its or- 
ganization and the water plant is now supplying largely 
the citizens of the town. Among the building improve- 
ments of the year were the brick block of Mason Bros., 
the J. R. Newberry milk condenser, the A. McComas 
livery, and a dozen residences amounting to about $18.

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600. A much larger acreage of alfalfa, 25 per cent. over 
last year, was raised, for which farmers received from 
$8 to $11 per ton loose in the field and $14 per ton 
baled. 


FLORENCE. 

The growth of a good-sized crcp of homes was one 
of the chief items in the year’s production about Flor- 
ence. About all the land in the immediate vicinity was 
laid off into a number of tracts, and most of the lots 
in those subdivisions were sold. On the lots about 100 
houses costing an average of not far from $600 were 
built, and the erection of a considerable number in ‘he 
near future is promised. The seal gardens, a pleasure 
resort on which several thousand dollags was invested 
in improvements, was opened in October. From a 30- 
acre piece of sugar beets on the Cudahy ranch a crop of 
about twelve tons per acre was taken. Poultry and egg 
production forged to the front, the product being taken 
to the Los Angeles market by private conveyances 50 
the total cannot be accurateiy estimated. Of cabbage 
and cauliflower about 140 carloads were shipped away in 
the winter season of 1903-4, Six hundred acres of walnuts 
on the Cudahy ranch are coming into bearing. Of ber- 
ries there were about 200 acres in the vicinity which 
furnished employment for a large number of pickers 
during the season. The increase in attendance mae 
an addition to the public school necessary, and the 
building fs still inadequate-to accommodate the pupils. 
The attendance is nearly three-fourths greater than last 
year. The ereciion of a new schoolhouse is contem- 
plated. 


BELL. led 

Bell has made substantial progress ouetads the year. 
Among the improvements were a number of new houses 
of a good type. One of the public improvements under- 
taken was the laying of 9000 feet of steel pépe for irri- 
gating purposes, and the sinking of a new well, fitted 
with gasoline engine, for domestic use, leaving free two 
wells for irrigating purposes. The school has an aver- 
age attendance of 76 as against 56 last year. To accom- 
modate the primary grades a new building was erected, 
and an additional teacher was engaged. The streets 
were oiled during the year, putting them in good condi- 
tion. The berries raised here, particularly dewberries, 
reached the market early, co ding good prices. 
Chicken raising was considerably extended, many new 
comers entering this tempting field. The shipping of 
tomatoes to Pomona canneries from the neighborhood 
outside the Bel! irrigating district showed a slight fall- 
ing off. Large quantities of figs were mar- 
keted, and of walnuts there was @ good crop. 
A large dairy. was established, the milk being shippe! 
twice daily to Los Angeles. Several new wells were 
sunk, developing a largely-increased water supply and 
making the district leas dependent on rainfall. 


COUNTY FARM. 

At the Les Angeles County Farm, as the coun'y’s 
almshouse institution is known, the orange crop of the 
season of 1995-1904 amounted to twenty-six carloads aad 
netted the county $3000. The crop now maturing is 
estimated at twenty carloads. Ninety head of cows are 
kept at the place. The milk is used for the farm in- 
mates and for the County Hospital. Three hundred 
swine are kept. There are 400 chickens the eggs from 
which are consumed at the farm and at the County 
Hospital: On December 1 there were 225 inmates. 


CLEARWATER AND HYNES. 

About twenty-five new families have settled in the vi- 
cinity of Clearwater within the past year. The gross 
receipts of the Clearwater postoffice for the first three 
quarters of 1904 were $177.99. For the corresponding 
period of 1903 they were $140.55. Twenty new houses 
were built at a cost of about $500 each. The grape yield 
is estimated at 800 tons. It was mostly hauled to a 
Downey winery. A considerable quantity of table 
grapes was shipped to Long Beach and Los Angeles. 
Am average of about 5000 pounds of milk per day was 
received during the year at the creamery. The dairy 
interests in the community are being extended. The 
building of the Los Angeles-Santa Ana trolley line, 
which is to run a quarier mile north of Clearwater, is 
expected to induce the coming of more settlers. 

The establishment of a new creamery about three 
months ago was one of the industrial events of the 
year at Hynes. The plant cost $8000. It is receiving 


about 7000 pounds of milk per day, and the quantity is- 


expected to increase soon. The gross receipts of the 
Hynes pos.office for the first three quarters of 1904 were 


$355.91. For the first three quarters of 1903 they were 
$530.03. 

THE PALMS. 


Twenty new families have aa their homes in the 
valley about The Palms in the past twelve months, and 
in nearly every instance a neat residence has been 


erected. These improvements have cost an average of 
$1000 each. No: fewer than thirty-five new wells have 
been sunk. Water ig struck at a depth of about foriy 
feet, and the supply is unfailing. The population of 
the immediate seitiement exceeds 500. The school cen- 
sus shows 171 children of school age in the district. 
There were 15 last year. The roads were wel] oiled 
curing the year, and are in fine condition. Alfalfa, bar- 
ley, beans, corn, hay, walnuts, garden truck, fruits and 


berries of all kinds, and lemons are the principal prod- 
ucts, while dairying and chicken farming are being ex- 
 tensively developed. About ten carloads of lemons were 
shipped the past season from the Hawes & Rollins sev- 
eniy-acre ranch. The community is served by two free 
rural mail deilvery routes, each carrier covering about 
twenty-five miles daily. Thor? are 120 boxes on each 
route, but as several families ar> se: ved regularly from 
the same box {i is sa’? to esiimate that not less than 100 
families are dependen! upon these carriers for their daily 
mail. The number of pieces of mail matter handled in

the, year, as compared with the previous year’s figures, 
shows an increase in excess of 33 1-3 per cent. The 
main residence and business section of the community 
receives a supply of soft water from a big reservoir on 
the hill fed by wells and windmills. For the three quar- 
ters of the year ended September 30 the postoffice re- 
ceipts were $508. For the corresponding period of 1903 
the receipts were $513. The Palms is on the main line 
oi the Southern Pacific from Los Angeles to Santa Mon- 
ica, and is also on one of the Los Angeles Pacific's elec- 
tric lines, - 

GARDENA AND MONETA. 

Alfalfa hay, milk and milk products and berries are 
the principal sources of revenue to the inhabitants of 
the Gardena and Monéta community. The creamery at 
Gardena for milk received there and ai the auxiliary 
skimming stations is paying about $40,000 a year to pa- 
trons. There was considerable progress in building in 
the vicinity, pee santa and west of Gardena in the 
neighborhood of Station. 

Strawberries growin the paiches about Moneta not 
infrequently yield several bundred dollars an acre to 
growers. The census of 1904 showed for the Moneta 
district 205 children of school ages. The census of 1903 
showed 170 such children. 

At the McKinley Industrial Home at Avery, south of 
Moneta, there are sixty-four boys cared for and taught 
useful pursuits along agricultural lines. The farm has 
eighiy acres and a good water supply. The buildings 
cost $12,000 to which $1000 worth of additions was mae 


within the past year. ; 


INGLEWOOD. 

The largest new enterprise undertaken in the Ingle- 

wooed community within the year was the establishment 
and equipment of a second brickmaking plant. This en- 
terprise represents an expenditure of about $40,000.. The 
output of brick of the three factories was considerably 
increased over the product of last season, although one 
of the companies did but little and another of them was 
engaged in. putting in the new factory and experiment- 
ing with the different clays. Two dozen houses were 
built during the year at an average cost of $1200. Nu- 
merous chicken ranches were established and the Chi- 
nese gardeners made extensive additions to their truck 
patches. The census of 1903 showed 135 children of 
school age. That of 1904 showed 148 such children. The 
postoffice receipts show steady gains. The barley and 
popcorn fields produced good crops, and the acreage was 
considerably increased. 


Along the Seacoast. 


LONG BEACH. 

VER half a million dollars expended in new build- 
() ings, a great increase in inhabitants, the construc- 

tion of a fine ocean pier and the extensive develop- 
ment of the local trolley service were some of the points 
in the year’s forward march in Long Beach. Probably 
the most important single improvement of the year was 
the completion of the pier and wharf at a cos® of over 
$100,000. This structure extends out into the ocean 1800 
feet. It is a double-deck structure, the upper deck for 
pleasure seekers and the lower for commercial purposes. 
At the outer end the water is twenty-eight feet deep, 
affording landing facilities for ocean-going steamers of 
large size. 

From January 1 to December 1 Building Inspector 
Hincks issued 929 permits of the contract value of $695,- 
746. Of this sum only about $250,000 was spent in the 
business blocks and large buildings, the balance, $45°,- 
000, representing modern residences and smaller struc- 
tures. Among the more important buildings put up in 
1904 are the Bixby Hotel, $71,000; Schroeter Block, $32,- 
000: Bartow Block, $20,000; two McCullough Blocks, $11,- 
000 and $9000, and the Christian Church, $18,000. Not 
included in these figures are the remodeling of the High 
School and the Atlantic-avenue school and the rebuild- 
ing of the Daisy-street school, at a cost for the three of 
nearly $40,000. A summary of public work of the year 
includes 1.6 miles of street grading, practically complet- 
ing all that class of work in the city; seven blocks of 
asphalt paving at a cost of $17,500; fourteen and a haif 
miles of streeis olled at a cost of $7100, and five miles 
of cement sidewalk and curb at a cost of $24,000, mak- 
ing a total of forty miles of cement walks. Besides this 
the city has within the year put in and completed an en- 
tire sewer system, comprising 17% miles of drains at a 
total outlay of $111,000. The sum total of mynicipal 
improvements for the twelve months amounts to $265.- 
00. Through the generosity of a worthy citizen, Long 
Beach has acquired a public park already improved and 
just outside the city limits, worth $100,000 and covering 
fourteen acres. The assessed valuation of property last 
year was $2,900,000, this year it is $4,075,000. A $250,000 
bond election for water works is in prospect. The city 
now owns twenty acres of water-bearing lands, and has 
an option on several hundred acres. 

For the coming year important improvements planned 
are a commercial wharf to extend 2600 feet into the 
ocean and now in course of construction, and a six-story 
modern business block with elevators end all] conven- 
iences to be built at Fourth street and Pine avenue by 
For the eleven months of 1904 the 
gross postoffice receipts amounted to $19,201, as against 
$14,917 for the corresponding months in 1903. It is a 
second-class postoffice with free delivery, five eity car- 
riers and one rural delivery. The enrollment of pupils 
in the public schgols in 1903 was 1324 with an average 
attendance of 1737. In 1903 there were 1644 school cen- 
sus children in the Long Beach district. In 1904 there 
were 2557 census children. This year the enrollment is 
1957, with an average attendance of 1737. In the course 
of this year new buildings have been completed giving

IK lies east of Long Beach and is | 
the residence part of the city; its inhabitants 
peace and quiet, free from the turmoil of a busy city and 
yet within easy distance of the business center,* Alami. 
tos during the year has kept pace with the rapid growm 
of Long Beach, and has a population numbering nearly 
3500. The homes are modern and many of them pretem 
tious. During the year new buildings have sprung a% 
rapidly, and a conservative estimate of improvements 
places their value at $175,000. They enjoy the advam 
tages of ggod water in plenty, but the prospects of mums 
nicipal water in Long Beach and the possibility of com 
necting with the city’s sewer system has siarted & move 
ment in favor of annexation thaj is growing rapidly aaa 
with favorable indication of a greater Long Beach before 
spring. 

Northeast ofthe city lies Signal Hill, 364 feet abows: 
the ocean, and for years the gerden spot of this dam: 
tion of the county. Great changes are contemplated 
there, the result cf a constant flow of people to the sam 
shore. This land is in the frostless belt, and here ai 
grown the year round, oranges, lemons, walnuts, ab 
monds, and great quantities’ of strawberries, blackberrigg 
dewberries and loganberries, which bring in a revenus 
of from $200 to $400 net an acre. The oranges and lee 
ons are of excellent quality and size and find a ready 
market. Flowers are grown in profusion for the trade 
one farm of several acres being devoted to violets. Bal 
gradually the city.is encroaching on these ranches ana 
within the next four months some of them will be su 
divided into acre tracts and sold for suburban homel 
This end will be hastened by the building of an electra 
line direct from Long Beach to the summit of the hi

SEASIDE PARK, 

Of the residence additions to Long Beach one of the 
prettiest is Searide Park, which lies on the beach west 
of town.

A ‘ten-foot walk has bees 
buikt the entire distance. The Pacific-Electrie Railroad 
has been extended through the addition, which bas 
been provided with water, gas, eléctric light and a com. 
pleie sewer system. A cement walk and curb have bees 
laid entirely around the pool, the waters of which ar 
refreshed at every tide by means of flood gates. Last 
summer a pleasure pier was built at a cost of $7000 fpr 
the use of residents. Thirty modern cottages have bee

SAN PEDRO. 

Commerce continues to grow at San Pedro, and the 
year just passed has proven the greatest In the port’ 
history. There arrived in 1904 at San Pedro 1002 steam 
ers, 372 coastwise sailing vessels and five foreign ships, 
having a net tonnage of 519,787. The vessels arriviag 
carried in crews 20,392 men, or an average of 1700 mea 
for each month. In the matter of lumbef receipts, Sam 
Pedro has had a great year. The list of woodstulld 
brought from northern ports and discharged over thé 
San Pedro docks for distribution in the Western States 
and Territories includes 347,495,000 feet of what &# 
classed as lumber, 155,204,000 shingles, 5,598,000 shakes, 
23,973,000 laths, 359,533 ties, 55,850 posts, 31,105 poles 
and 7820 piles. Computed in feet of lumber, the quantity 
contained in a piece one foot square and one inch thick 


twelve months shows an aggregate of 384,243,106 feel 
The total receipts of woodstuffs for the year 1903, by 
the same method of computation amounted to 350,805,028 
feet. The value of the woodstuffs received during the 
year figured at the average wholesale price of $25 a thow- 
sand feet amounis to $9,506,000. In addition to the 
lumber receipts 11,635 tons of merchandise, 7439 galion# 
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of wine, 24.540 barrels of oj], 500,000 sacks of grain. 450 
tons of asphalt, 2177 doors, 165 bales of wool, 2600 tons 
of coal and 4621 sheep were received from vessels coming 
to San Pedro. An item of importance was the large [n- 
crease in foreign shipping. Five deep-water vessels ar- 
pounds 
of pig trom, 21,490 tons of steel rails, 49,290 fishplaies, 
25,200 pounds of currants, 32,100 bottles of miseral waiter 
and 338,350 pounds of fertilizers. The shipments going 
out by vesse) within the year included 9300 tons of mer- 
chandise and 78) tons of asphaltum. Of passengers 70,- 
169 arrived and 67,280 departed. Approximately there 
were 1500 men employe’ in the lumber yards, and on the 
wharves during the yesr most of them receiving $2.76 
per day of nine hours’ work. 


Of fish there was shipped away from San Pedro within 
the year, based on the records for eleven months, 1,99,- 
000 pounds. The building improvements for the year 
aggregated $155,000. The list included nine business 
blocks at an aggregate cost of $50,500. Eichty-two real- 
dences were erected at an estimated cos: of $102,500. 
Postoffice gross receipta for 1904 were $6163. For 1908 
they were $4832. Money order business of the post- 
office for 1904 showed the same proportiona‘e increase 
over 1903 as was shown by the posta! receip‘s. 


For the three local banking houses the deposits De- 
cember 1, 1993, amounted to $491,217; loans, $337,491. 
December 1, last, the deposits had grown to $589,600, and 
the loans to $466,444. . 


Among the municipal improvements in San Pedro for 
1904 - were: Cement sidewalks, 250,000 square feet comp!eie 
at a cost of $25,000; 50,000 feet of cement curb, $10,000; 
1000 feet of streeis, $30,000. Twenty carloads of ail 
were placed upon the streets at a cost of $2500. Within 
the year the City of San Pedro voted $30,000 for sewer 
bonds, and the High School district $40,000 for the pur- 
pose of erecting and equip 
milding. The cut-off of the Pacific Electric Railway 
Company from Dominguez to San Redro was compleied 
to the city limits, and the long tresile from Wilming- 
ton to San Pedro built during the year. and the build- 
ing of three miles of street railway within the city lim- 
its is contemplated by the same company for the com- 
ing year. 


Steadily and satisfactorily the , work of building the 
giant government breakwater at San Pedro continues 
under the direction of Capt. C. H. McKinstrey, Corps of 
Engineers, U. 8S A., assisted by Assisiant Engineers H. 
H. Burton and D. KE. Hughes. The substructure has 


been carried out 7940 feet and 660 feet of subctructure. 


remains to be completed. The trestle is out 8356 feet 
and including the approach has a length of 10,316 fee 
fo the present end. About 2000 feet of the super- 
stru‘dure has been completed. There have been 62,600 
carloads of rock placed on the breakwater to date. 
About $1,600,000 has been expended on the breakwater. 
The completed cost is not to exceed $2,900,000. I: is es- 
timated that it will take three years more to complete 
the work. The total number of tons of rock delivered 
to December 1, 1994, amounted to 1,723,600 on the sub- 
e*'ructure and 53,000 tons on the superstructure. The 
breakwater when compleied will contain, according to 
official estimate, tons. The estimeted anchor- 
age erea of water on the inside beiween the twenty- 
four-foc: contour and the breakwater is about 615 acres 


The work of the most direct and imme liate benefi: to 
the Harbor of San Pedro during the year was the dredz- 
ing operations under the immediate supervision of U. 
S. Assistant Engineer Robert A. Crawford. The project 
“or the improvement cf the inner harbor at San Pedro 
spon which the present appropriation is being expended, 
provides fer dredging a channel 400 feet in widih to a 
depth of twen‘y feet below low water from its entrance 
to the southerly end of the Salt Lake Railroad wharf 
and between the wharves to a depth of twenty-four fect 
below low wearer, from this latter point northward, up 
to and including a turning basin 1600 feet in diameicr 
at the foot of Mormon Izland. On account of the larce 
amount of material to ._be moved under this project 
esiimated at about 4,000,000 cubic yards and its probable 
txiension in time on up to Wilmington, which will re- 
jiire the removal of about 20,000,000 cubic yards more, 
it was deemed necessary by the government engineers, 
in order to give temporary relief to shipping interests, to 
contract for a portion of this work along lines where it 
was most urgently needed, and at the same time to con- 
siruct a modern dredge which would be operaied by the 
United States a3 long as funds were available for carry- 
ing out the project; that in the event of a large appro- 
priation by Congress for the continuation and exiension 
of this work, a second and probably a third dredge of 
much larger proportions would be recommended for con- 
siruction,*o facilitate the early completion of the work. 


A $100,000 contract was made with R. A. Perry of 
San Francisco for dredging 250,000 cubic yards of ma- 
terial from along the wharves and 120,000 cubic yards at 
the entrance of the harbor. This was compleic! Auguat 
20, 1904, thereby giving a depth of °) feet belaw low 
water from the entrance to the foot of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company's wharf varying in widih from 
259 to 400 feet, and an average depth along all the prin- 
cipal wharves of the same amount for a width of about 
ninety feet our. 


A contract war made avith the Ellicott Machine Com- 
pany of Baltimore, Md., in October, 1903, for the coa- 
struction of a twenty-inch section dredge capable of re- 
moving at least 5000 cubic yards of material a day. 
Werk upon the hull of this dredge was begun in March. 
1904, at ihe Mormon Island ship yard. It was completed 
and launched early in July, and the installation of ma- 
chinery was at once begun. This has progressed s'ead- 
ily to date. The finishing touches are now be!ng put 
on, prepartory to submitiing the dredge to the offi-ia! 
test required by the government. . 

Immediately after acceptance the dredge will placed 
in commission ty the U. 8. Engineers, on work stil! io 
be done in accordance with the exisiing project. Tiree 
erews will be employed.

WILMINGTON. 

Perhaps the chief go-ahead siep of the year about 
Wilmington has been the advent of the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway Company's San Pedro line, which passes 
through the heart of the town. The line is now abow 
completed. According to an estimate of B. F. Boni 
there were twenty-three houses constucied aboyt the 
settlement at an aggregate cost of over $25,000. The 
Seaside Water Company rebuilt and enlarged the capac- 
ity of its pumping plant north of town from which 
there is obtained a domestic supply for boi.a Wilmingion 
and San Pedro. The company laid a fourteen-inch pipe 


_ line down to San Pedro and laid a large main on Ca- 


nal streer, Wilmingtoa’s chief thoroughfare, which has 
resulted in an improged service. There was $1400 ex- 
pence! in street i vemenis. A plant for building 
small basis was established. On the large ranches back 
of the settlement the year’s conditions were not favor- 
able for grain production. A smail crop of hay was bar- 
verted. The oxtension of the dredged area of San Pedro 
inner harbor to Wilmington co as to afford commercial 
shipping facilities to the town its in prospect. 

TERMINAL. 

Probably the most important improvements made at 
Terminal in the vear just passed were thoze of the 
Southern California Lumber Company. A new mill was 
built by that concern at a cost of $54,000, fully equipped 
with modern machinery and is employing twenty-eight 
| skilled mechanics. The yard of this company has been 
enlarged 250 {cet by 700 feet. Five thousand dollars 
has been spent in building gangways and wharves. A 
new office building will soon be erected ai a cost of

built by this company. The building improvements ai 
Terminal during the year aggregate! $10,000. The new 
steamer Cabrillo of the Banning Compaay's flect and 
the giant dredge San Pedro, built for the Uniied Staies 
were among ‘he year's products of the Mormon Iisiend 
Ship Yards, the former at a cost of $250,000 and the iai- 
ter of $100,000. Approximately there were 200 men un- 
ployed along the Terminal wharves during the year 1 
an average woe of $3 per day of nine hours’ work. 


SANTA MONICA. 

Steady growth along commercial) lines is crediked to 
Santa Monica for the past year, while in new buildings 
and permanent improvemenis she has broken ail ps-°- 
vious records. The yeer marked the first considerable 
inroads into the extensive holdings of large bodies of 
realty to the north and east. These tracts were bought 
for subdivision, gnd as scon as they were laid Sut 
the actual work of home-making was en in rea! earnest. 
The population has made a material increase. A most 
conservative estimate at this time places it at 5500. 

he Carnegie |ibrary building was completed a: a cost 
of $15,000 and was occupied. About 200 building per- 
mits were issued and the work done under them was at 
a cost of $300,000. From Marine street on thé south \9 
the city limits on the north and east many new buiid- 
ings have sprung up. It is estimated that building per- 
mits were not secured for over two-thirds of the new 
houses, as the crdinance requiring permits is no: rigidly 
enforced. Perhaps Santa Monica's greaieat advaac:- 
ment during the year was in the permanrn' improve- 
went of her streets. About thirty siree. « sessment 
rolls were issued during the year. These represent ihe 
zrading of approximately 20,000 linea) feet, several miios 
of olling, 260,000 square feet of concrete sidewalk, 40,100 
lineal feet of comerete curbing, 30,000 square fee: of 
crovswalks,- 12,000 lineal feet of sewer, 22,000 lineal feet 
of gutter and 40,000 square feet of paving. This was ac- 
complished at an expense of, in round numbers, $75,000. 
Ten contracts in course of construction will add prob- 
ably another $50,000 to the grand total, while it is cal- 
culated thee work done under private contract will equal 
one-half of that done under public contract. Other 'm- 
provemen(s of a subelantial character included the lay- 
ing of a mile of sixteen-inch pipe and 15,000 fee. of four- 
‘Inch mains by the Artesian Water Company. A new 
well sunk by the same company to a depth of 240 feet 
developed a good flow of fine waier. The East Santa 
Monica Land and Water Company aiso sunk a number 
of new wells and laid several miles of mains throughoui 
its tract just outside the city limits. Washington Place 
was graded, sidewalked, curbed and sewered, the sewer 
alone costing $16,000. A large quantity of grading and 
sidewalking was also done on the subdivisions imme-i- 
ately adjoining the city on the east. Two blocks on 
Third street and Utah avenue were paved with asphal- 
‘um. At the brick and tile factory an expenditure of 
$75,000 waa made in plant and machinery, and the man- 
ufacture of brick and tile was begum on an extensive 
scale. The freight shipments and passenger business of 
the Southern Pacific show an increase of }) per cent. 
over 1903. 

The census of 1903 showed 1541 children of school age. 
That of 1904 showed 1557 such children. The Sunset 
Telephone Company substantially rebuilt its local system 
and made extensions to Sawielle and The Palms, at an 
expense of $20,000, and trebled the number of sub- 
scribers. The Home Telephone Company eniered the 
city and built a fine system throughout the town. The 
postoffice was advanced from a third-class office on July

ments under way and to be completed before the end of. 


the present fiscal year for which funds are appropriated 
include. painting. varnishing and tinting the interiors 
of barracks E, F and the hospital and the exterior of 


swill-hoppers for kitchen, $1072; canopies for steel 
ranges in kitchen, $500; cast-iron covers for steam-pipe 
pits, $528. Proposed improvements for the coming year 
are: An additional barrack, $24,000; fire-pump, ice- 
machine, etc., $7100; storage reservoir, $7200; women 
nurses’ quarters, $10,000. In addition to these, $45,000 
appropriated for repairs will be chiefly expended on im- 
provements. 

The sum of $17,426 represents the product of the farm 
for the year, being an increase of but $200 over that 
netted the previous year. 

Considerable attention has been given to the beauti- 
fying and extension of the park. About twelve acres 
have been added and laid out in choice trees, shrubs 
and flowers, and after the season rains set in more acre- 
age will be taken up for park purposes. Nearly three 
and one-half miles of paths and roads have been fur- 
nished-with decomposed-granite gravel, at a cost ap- 
proximating $6000, and more will be added during the 
coming year, until all the boulevards and paths are re- 
surfaced. 

Of 204 deaths which have taken place in the year, 
thirty-four died while on furlough, while 170 who died 
in the Home are added to the pretty little cemetery on 
the hillside, which now numbers its 1508 dead. The to- 
tal membership of the Home on November 26 was 3248.

for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. Here under bright Cal-

SAWTELLE. 

Although the community of Sawtelle has not up to 
this time seen fit to assume the dignity of a city of the 
sixth class, it has nevertheless more than twice the 
population required for incorporation. A conservative 
eetimate places the population of the settlement at 1200. 
Two years ago it was 750. Six years ago it was a bar- 


ley field. During the year just closed not fewer than. 


150 cottages were erected in the vicinity. Their to‘) 
cost was about $80,000. A new brick bank block was 
built at a cost of $12,500. The Free Methodist denomi- 
nation built a $1500 church. The schoo] census has in- 
creased from 128 in 1963 to 189 last spring. Several im- 
portant subdivisions of property were made and sold 
in acre tracts to intending home makers. It is on 
these tracts and lots that the new cottage homes are 
being erected. Sawtelle is practically within the frosi- 
less belt. Water development during the season was ¢x- 
feasive, no fewer than fifty new wells having been sunk. 
Gasoline and windmills afford the pumping power, and 
an ample supply of water is to be had at moderate 
depth. The Sawtelle Water Company sunk two new 
wells and added materially to its water supply. The 
same company aiso added new duplicate pumps and ma- 
chinery and igid several thousand feet of new pipe. 
Among the principal products of the country tributary 
to Sawtelie are hay, barley, beans, peas, potatoes, chile 
peppers, fruits, melons and berries. The Sawtelle siraw- 
berry is much sought alter in the city markets and is 
superior in many respects. It is primarily a good ship- 
per, and an increasing acreage is being devoted to the 
cultivation of this berry. The growing of chile peppers 
is also developing into quite an industry, one man hav- 
ing a field of seventy acres. In 1902 the electric line 
handied 2,644,093 pounds of freight at this station. !n 
1905 this total had grown to 4,181,509, while for the 
year ended with December 1 it is in round numbers 
5,200,000. This is an increase of 50 per cent. over the 
two years preceding. The sales of postage stamps for 
the year ended September 30, 1904, amounted to $1566, 
ae against $1169 for the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. The cancellation of stamps for the year 
ended with September 50, 1904, was $1295, while for the 
corresponding period of the previous year it was $951. 
Among the improvements planned for the early future 
is a neat brick substation and a passenger and freight 
depot to be constructed by the Los Angeles-Pacific 
Electric line. Work has also commenced on the building 
of cottage homes for disabled veterans and their fami- 
lies. The Soldiers’ Home, with almost $1000 per day of 
pension money, is located only a few minutes’ walk 
from 


Cahuenga Valley. 


HOLLYWOOD. 
B ave sno sidewalks and curbing constructed in 


and about Hollywood within the past year aggre- 

gate in cost about $600,000. Of the new buildings 
many are five, six and seven-room cottages, others are 
eight to twelve-room houses, while a few approach a 
mansion in style similar to the $75,000 residence being 
erected by Arthur Letts on Franklin avenue just south 
of Mt. Hollywood. The Grant Grammar Schoo! was 
completed in September. It cost with grounds and 
equipment $25,000. The Fremont Grammar Schoo! also 
cost a like sum. The Union High Schoo! will be com- 
pleted by next April. That school and grounds cost 
$67,000. The Pass district built an $8000 schoolhouse. 
The new Episcopal Church cost $15,000. The new Cath- 
olic Church and priest's residence cost $20,000. The 
Catholics are about to build a $75,000 convent. Among 
other building improvements recently completed or un- 
der construction are: Addition to Hote] Hollywood,

Holiywood was incorporated in November, 1903, as 
a city of the eixth class. The trustees asked for an 
expression from the citizens on the liquor question and 
were instructed by a large majority to issue no licenses 
except.to drug stores for medicine only. The town has 
an active board of trade with 145 members. The de- 
mand for real estate has caused many tracts to be sub- 
divided and placed on the market in lots having front- 
ages of fifty feet and greater. Los Angeles banks are 
seeking to make loans on Hollywood property. In No- 
vember the Bank of Hollywood, the deposits of which 
had increased from $76,000 to $110,000 within the past 
year, was succeeded by two institutions, the First Na- 
tional Bank of Hollywood, and the Hollywood Savings 
Bank and Trust Company, each having a paid-up capl- 
cal of $25,000. 

lt is estimated there are 69 acres of winter vegetables 
and fifty acres of strawberries about Hollywood. Win- 
ter gardening is a profitable industry, as the territory 
near the foothills is frostiess and the most tender planter 
are cultivated. The acreage of peppers is increasing. 

COLEGROVE. 

In the vicinity of Colegrove 325 acres are devoted to 
the growing of lemons and the trees range from 7 to 
15 years in age. In the current year the Colegrove 
packing-house of the Cahuenga Valley Lemon Exchange 
packed and shipped 175 carloads. The exchange employs 
from twenty to seventy-five men in its packing-house, 
the weekly pay roll running in the busy season as high 
as $86. A planing mill was established within the 
year. The season's building improvements include about 
twenty residences, averaging $1000 each in cost, and 
three fine homes costing from $4000 to $8900 each. 
Several acreage tracts were subdivided for residence 
purposes, and much road oiling and street grading were 
done. The population is estimated to exceed 500, and 
was augmented by the arrival of perhaps thirty new 
families. A school district has been organized and a lot 
costing $2000 was purchased, upon which a $6000 school 
building was erected in the summer. The attendance 
at the public school is above one hundred. For the year 
1905 the gross receipts of the postoffice amounted to 
$369.60, while for the first three quarters of 1904 the 
total was $334.67. The increase for the corresponding 
three quarters of the two years ending with September 
30 is about 331-5 per cent. 

SHERMAN. 

It is here that the Los Angeles-Pacific Railway Com- 
pany maintains its car shops, affording steady employ- 
ment to a large and steadily increasing force of men. 
Many additions and improvements were made during 
the year to the capacity of the shops as well as to the 
classes of work handled. This is primarily a railroad 
town, and here many of the motormen and conductors 
on the several divisions of the electric line have their 
homes. Within the year twenty houses were built at a 
cost of about $1200 each. The pay roll of the electric 
line is the main resource of the community, and this 
shows a flattering increase over previous years, as do 
also the postoffice receipts and the attendance at the 
public schools. It is estimated that the permanent pop- 
ulation of the settlement will reach 500, which is an In- 
crease of at least thirty families for the year. The 
year’s development of water was considerable. The 
town has a good water supply. The West Los Angeles 
Water Company is putting down three or four wells 
end will soon install a $20,000 pumping plant. Fruits, 
vegetables and poultry are produced on the foothil) 
slopes and in the Laurel settlement back of town. 


TAXES AND WEALTH. 

For Los Angeles county the total assessed valuation 
afier equalization by the State board is, for the current 
year, $201,509,785. Of that sum the railroad valuation 
is $5,483,057. For the fiscal year 1903-1904 the total as- 
sessed valuation of the county was $169,226,936. Of that 
sum the railroad valuation was $3,935,614. For the cur- 
rent year the State and county tax rate in Los Angeles 
county outside incorporated cities is $1.72% on $100; 
withir incorporated cities $1.12% on $100. *The differ- 
ence ix on account of a 60-cent road rate ontside the 
cities. Last year the State and county tax rate in Los 
Ahge'ec county was $1.80 on $100 outside incurporated 
cities and $1.20 on $100 within incorporated cities. The 
State rate this year is 53.5 cents. Last year it was 56.1 
cents. | 

Los Angeles county is not far from free of bonded 
indebtedness. Of the Courthouse bonds, which are the 
only ones now outstanding against the county, there re- 
main to be paid approximately $160,000. 

In the present county tax levy apportionment are the 
following items: General fund, $264,086; salary fund, 
$179,006; County Hospital, $150,000; County Hospital 
building, $55,000; common school, $365,088; St. Louis 
Exposition, $8000; interest and redemption of county 
bonds, $72,342. Included in the general fund are the 
following items: Whittier State School (being the eum 
required to be paid by the county for the keeping of 
boys and girls committed from it to that institution, 
$18,000; Preston Home of Industry, $1000; Home of

CONQUERING THE DESERT. 
ANDS devoted acriculture 
doubled in area, population 
nearly 20 per cent., much capital poured 
in for water development, bundreds of 
miles of railway built and the mining in- 
dustry quickened—these are some of the 
“features in the forward march of San 
Bernardino, ihe imperial county, in 1904. The larger por- 
tion of the county has been called desert, but this term 
promises soon to become a misnomer, the fertile region 
*tretching between the north slope of the San Ber- 
nardino range and the Colorado River on the east, he- 


to 


ing pronounced capable of successful cultivation, need- | 


ing only ¢he completion of the great ¢hain of reservoirs 
which the national government has now under way 
to transform it into one of the rich agricultural regions 
of the world. 

FIRST GLIMPSE OF ORANGES. 

The eastern tovrist’s first glimpse of a Southern Cali- 
fornia orange grove is gained*in this southera part of 
the county when the train, descending from the moun- 
tains, ushers him into the fertile San Bernardino valley. 

In this section the acreage devoted to citrus fruits has 
been almost doubled within the past two years, addi- 
tional packing and shipping facilities have been pro- 
vided, and a great area subdivided into ten-acre tracts, 
which are being allotted to eastern homeseekers, with 
the assurance that every acre so Ccispose@ of will have 
sufficient water for irrigation. 

Adjoining Rialto are the flourishing vineyard sections 
of Etiwanda and Cucamonga, one vineyard alone, at 
Etiwanda, containing a solid 3000 acres. A great winery 
has been established at this point, the owners guaran- 
teeing vineyardists a ready market for their crops at an 
encouraging profit. There are many smal! citrus groves 
in this locality which yield god! returns. Southwar! 
lies the Bloomington district, along the Southern Pacific, 
and like Etiwanda and Cucamonga the locality has a 
thriving community, and is devoted to citrus fruits and 
the cultivation of the olive, several carloads of olive 
oil being shipped annually to the cat. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

San Bernadino, the county seat, is the largest an! 
second richest town in the county, having a populaticn 
of over 12,000. The repair and construétion shops of 
the Santa Fé railway company ar’ another source of 
income, furnishing employment to over 900 high-clas: 
mechanics, among whom is disiritwied in wages over 
$60,000 monthly. The company has added several bun- 
dred acres to ita yard facilities, and contemplates the 
expenditure, next year, of over $100,000 in enlarging Its 
various shops. Property valuations have doubled within 
the past year. Over half a million dollars has been 
expended in building improvements, the Anderson block 
now in course of completion costing $20,000, the Broad- 
way, a magnificent vaudeville theater, $25,000, the Dunn 
and Black block $15,000. The Southern Pacific is build- 
ing a $30,000 passenger depot. Work has already begun 
on a new gas plant, to cost $50,000, and the Baptist con- 
gregation has commenced work on a $30,000 edifice. A 
$500,000 water system has just been installed, the water 
flowing from the filtered snows on the mountains and 
from artesian wells. The municipality now owns ove! 
300 inches of pure domestic water and water-bearing 
lands upon which it is estimated that three times that 
amount can be developed. The town is the headquarters 
for a trolley system, which brings Highlands, Redlands 
and Colton into close tonch. 

REDLANDS. 

The city of Redlands nestles at the head of the San 
Bernardino Valley, eighty miles from the coast. In the 
seventeen years of its existence the community has be- 
come celebrated the world over for its cl'.nate and 
seenery, these two elements attracting persons of 
wealth from the four corners of the earth. who have 
become devoted to the upbuilding of the community, 
the result being that the city now is the wealthiest 
in the county, having a property valuation of $15,000,000. 
During the past three years the value of its building 


_ improvements has reached a million dollars annually 


Surrounding the city on al! sides are its famous orange 
groves, which as a whole are yielding over 500 carloads 
of fruit annually, fifteen packing-houses and a marma- 
lade factory being required to handle the season's crop. 

Its schools employ fifty teachers ard have an 
enrollment of 2000 pupils. It is a city of beautiful homes 
and churches. Lately the Contemporary Club has com- 
pleted an attractive home. There is a strong Y.M.C.A., 
housed in its own building, costing $40,000.. The Smiley 
library, a gift. is pronounced one of the vest on the 
Coast. The Civic Club, Spinet Club, Cosmopolitan, 
University, Fortnightly and Country Clubs join with 
the numerous fraternal societies in building up the 
social, moral and intellectual life of the community. 


COLTON AND HIGHLANDS. 

Situated less than three miles from the county eeat, 
Colton has a population of 2500. The region between 
the two towns is being rapidly filled with settlers. Col- 
ton is on the lines of the three transcontinenta) rail- 
roads, "its shipping facilities in this respect surpassing 
apy other town in the southern part of the State, except 
Los Angeles. Its mainstay is the orange groves which 
surround it, though owing to its railroad connections a 
number of large -1anufacturing concerns have settied 
there. The Standard Oi] Company is among the latest

ONTARIO, UPLAND AND CHINO. 

Ontario and Upland are among the most thrifty towns 
in the county. 
having an elevation of 1000 feet. The value of the 
various fruits shipped the past year from the coiony, 
which includes Upland and San Antonio Heights, 
amounts to $1,150,000, while eanned aud dried fruits, 
such as olives, apricots and peaches add to this suia 
$200,000, Ontario is in close touch with the three (rans- 
continental railroads, the Southern [Pacific Sak 
Lake runnning through the town. Euclid avenue is the 
principal street, its fame as a beautiful driveway to 
Upland and the Sierra Madre, Mountains being world- 
wide.., 


. The vear has been a prosperous one for the Chino 
community. The town. which has about 1700 population, 
is situated along the Santa Fé, in the center of the 
Chino ranch. There 1s about 22,000 acres of fertile, well 
watered land surrounding the locality. Sugar beet grow- 
ing, dairying and general farming constitute the chief 
sources of revenne of the town. Nearly 100,000 pounds 
of butter was shipped out the past season, nearly 5000 
tons of alfalfa was cut and the grain and barley output 
was slightly in advance of that of last season, while 
the sugar beet yield was unusually heavy, furnishing 
work for hundreds of residents of other communities. 


NEEDLES. 

Needles is the most populous town north of the San 
Bernardino range. It is situated on the Colorado River, 
250 miles from the county eeat, and has an elevation of 
470 feet. The pomulation of the town has been rapidly 
growing, now having reached nearly 2500, while fairly 
large building improvements have been made, many 
pretty cottages having been constructed in the past year. 

The Santa Fé Company maintains repair shops here, 
employing 500 men. Besides this source of revenue the 
town draws a large trade from the mining region, while 
a lively shipping traffic has been built up. 


PLEASURE RESORTS. 

The connty boasts numerous pleasure resorts. Be- 
iween San Bernardino and Colton are Urbita Hot Springs, 
and between San Bernardino and Highlands the Harlem 
Hot Springs, both surrounded by pleasant groves, a 


former. The Arrowhead Hot Springs are situated on the 
mountains, a few miles north of San Bernardino, at the 
point of the famous Indian arrowhead, a strange for- 
mation on the breast of the mountains. This property 
has been recently purchased by a local company, which 
is building a sanitarium and hotel, to cost upward of 
$150,000, The electric railway will be built to the resort, 
and also a free road, which the county is building over 
the mountains, for the benefit of the mining interests 
and homesteaders settiing up the valleys and deserts 
north of the range. This road will be completed nexc 
April at an expense of $35,000, and will likely increase 
the popularity of Squirre] Inn. The association which 
owns Squirrel Inn, situated on the crest of the moun- 
tains, has just bought 1100 acres adjoining the property, 
saving that much more timbered land from being de- 
nuded by the big }umber companies now operating on 
the summit. It is intended to continue the electric rail- 
way to this section, the route having already been es- 
tablished. This road will also make Skyland more 
accessible. The Sierra Madre Mountains, above On- 
‘arlo, have a number of popular resorts, eagerly sought 
during the summer months by the populace of the 
Vallers. 

WATER AND POWER DEVELOPMENT. 

To its magnificent watersheds San Bernardino owes 
much of its greatness. It has become the custom 
throughout the county to have each acre of cultivated 


land carry water stock in a company controlled by the 
land holders of the community in which the acreage 
is located. With the increase of acreage under culti- 
vation has steadily grown the demand for water. There 
has been a steady effort to supply the demand, an effort 
which has assumed magnitude as capital from distant 
centers of population has become identified with the 
movement for the purpose of securing water power to 
generate electrical energy.

water, the Edison Power Company has just complet 
one of the most costly power plants In the State, atm 
outlay of fully $300,000. Im Mill Creek Cafion, ahow 
Redlands, the same company has expended over $200,055 
in building a system of power plants, and assisting & 
developing water. In Santa Ana Cafon, 
Highlands, the Edison Power Company and th 
Mentone Power Company have been develom 
ing water, ereciing power plants, and constrach 
ing miles of cement ditches, over $1,500,000 being spene 
by the two corporations together in this undertaking 
The Mentone people have bought a large area at the 
head of the cafion upon which over $100,000 will be em 
pended during the present year in water development 
and building power plants. Miles of water tunnel will 
be constrycted, submerged dams bullt and cemeat canaly 
laid. In San Antonio Caiion above Ontario the Edisog 
Company has expended over $300,000 in building power 
houses, pipe lines and developing water. 

Perhaps the most gigantic undertaking is now being 
rushed to completion by the Arrowhead Reservoir Com 
pany, which is transforming Little Bear Valley into @& 
immense resevoir. This valley is beyond the summit 
of the San Bernardino Mountains, and is several miles 
wide and long, being surrounded on all sides by high 
mountains, forming a nattral resevoir site. An ime 
mense dam is being built at the outlet, in the south 
‘ end of the valiey, this being the princ’yal feature of com 
struction work. In order to obtain a greater water sup 
ply over $1,000,000 has been expended in driving tunnels 
through mountains, draining water from other water- 
sheds into the reservoir. The water will be used for 

power and irrigation. 

Besides the work of these wealthy companies, private 
_ individuals have been tapping the artesian belts all over 
| the county. In San Bernardino Valley at least 100 wells 
| have been newly sunk or deepened. On the desert water 
_ development has kept pace with other sec:ions, recent 
' water discoveries in the neighborhood of Rabbitt 

Springs having proved the existence of a strong artesian 
belt in that locality. Several hundred acres have bees 
planted to alfalfa and smal! fruits, and homesteaders 
are rapidly settling there. At Hesperia, along the Mo 
jave River, water has bcen encountered in widely sep 
arated secfions. Victor, in like mannér, has been suc 
cessful. The county has expended considerable monéy 
in sinking wells along the desert roads to assist tray- 
_ elers, and reduce the hardshins encoudtered by miners 
_ ang-prospectors, pure water being found in many places 
at a depth of not more than forty feet. A more ex 
tended account of the coneuest of the desert appears 


elsewhere in this iesue of The Times. 


MINING RESOURCES.

ploited, water develope!, reduction plants and m'ils 
erected, and every promise given for continued pros 
perity, while new sirikes are being made every day in 
regions not entered before. The. building of the Sat 
Lake railway across the desert is directly responsible 
for this activity.

GOLDEN FRUIT BRINGS GOLD. 


AVING a population of only 20,000, and 
gn area of 7000 square miles, the county 
of Riverside possesses unbounded posai- 
bilities. Whai the ‘possibilities are is 
i foreshadowed by the results that have al- 
ready been accomplished. Riverside Val- 
ley, the home of the Washington navei, 
qi now the largest orange-growing district in the world. 
All other fruits and all farmers crops that grow in 
Southern California also thrive abundantly where water 
has been developed and che wilderness reclaimed for iil- 
jage, for the soil is everywhere rich and fertile. Expe- 
rience is proving that only enterprise is needed to pipe 
the cafion streams to the place where irrigation is 
wanted or to develop the practicaliy inexhaustible sub- 
jerranean stores. With increased population and invest- 
ment, the horticultural and agricultural wealth can Le 
increased a hundred-fold. . There are also valuaile 
quarry industries in their mere beginnings, and encour- 
axing mining prospects, Scaticred over the county are 
a number of thriving seitiements. But peerless among 
them all is the county capiial, Riverside, queen of che 
Southern California orange groves.

LIKE AN ARABIAN TALE. 

As in the Arabian tale of the palace that was raised 
by wizard spel in a single night, Riverside has sprunz 
up amid waste and solitude in an incredibly ehort 
time. Only a generation ago the coyote was ecrubbing 
for a lean and thirsiy livelihood on the sagebrush lands 
that are now covered by her flourishing orchards. Su 
everything at Riverside is new. But while this modern 
city is spick end span, burnished like a newly-minied 
dollar, no place in Southern California is more reminis- 
ceut of bygone days. The crder of develooment has 
been unique. Here we have no lHngering of passing 


things, no mossy buildings crumbling to picturesque de- 


cay. Bout the founders of the settlement have been gifted 
with rare imagination, for they have brought with them 
into tife wilderness both the spirli and the traditions of 
the old missian fathers. They have not merely planied 
fruit groves and flower gardens, bui, in reviving the old 
mission architecture as well, have preserved some of the 
old mission flavor of life. 

Not that the mission style of building is all-pervading 
or all-asseriive. That would have spelt che disaster of 
monotony, the suppression of individual taste. Bui i 
meets the eye at every turn, just as in some mas er- 
piece of painting numerous subtie touches preserve the 
éominant color tone: 
¢id Spanish home glimpsed amid the orange trees. 
Even in the main business streets we may come upon 
an office building of distinctive old mission tyme. In ‘he 
public library the same effect is beautifully conveyed, 
and still more imposing is the High School, ¢s harmo- 
nious lines well displayed on a generous site of two-and- 
a-half acres. Then there is the Glenwood Hotel, with 
fis mission gables and tiled roof. its pergola draped with 
trailing grapevines, and ils ersrance archway built to 
form a campanile, from which, at the hour of dusk. 
softiy-played vésper hymns or simple old Spanish melo- 
dies steal over the town. The aggregate result fs. that 
while we are in a present-day city, the dreamy. mysti- 
romance of anc'ent times sheds its charm.over every- 


thins.

REPOSEFUL BUT NOT IDLE. 

Even upon the pecole themselves some of the renos*- 
fulness of old days seems io have descended. Riverside 
is no. strenuous city, where life is a constant rush of 
achievemert or unremitting fever of gaiety. People 
take their work and their pleasures leisurely. And vet 
it is far from being a place of idlemess, for Riverside 
annually rolis forth her golden harvest by the thousands 
of carloads, and her mcst beautiful homes are sct amid 
the acres that contribute to this vast production of 
wealth. The cperations, too, that have transformed 
deep arroyos into terraced fruit gardens, and bare, rng- 
ged hilis into luxuriant shrubberies and vivid-hued 


‘flower beds, giving to the whole city ite wonderful diver- 


sity of beauty, tell of courageous and unstinied “toil. 
Labor cum dicniiate, rather than otium cum dignitate. 
might be taken as the civic moito ef Riverside. 

In the front of the Glenwood Hotel, surrounded by a 
Righ protecting railing, stands a tree second in fame 
only to one other tree in the history of the.world. First 
piace, perhaps, must be conceded to the tree from which 
Mother Eve plucked the forbidden fruit. But its destiny 
was to bring misfortune to mankind, while the Riverside 
tree has brought happiness, wealth and prosperity. No 
ene surely can look unmoved on ¢he perent tree from 
which have sprung all the millions of Washington navel 
orange trees that today cover vast areas of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. and of many anoiher land as well where citrus 
fruit trees flourish. Within the greting stands this act- 
ual tree. “As a tiny cutting, sent by the Deparimenr of 
the Interior, it came to Riverside in 1874, it rooted, in 
due time fruited, and finally gave to the world a new or- 
ange and to California an orange tree exactly suited to 
its climatic requirements. It was replanted in its pres- 
ent»position on May 8, 1903, by President Roosevelt, and 
that is sturdy vitality has not been impaired by the 
by the big golden fruit hanging from 
its boughs. 

As background to this historic tree is the first perma- 
nent building erected in Riverside. 4 was the original 
home of Mr. Miller, host of the Glenwood, and is now 
used as a bijou tearoom.

DRIVING THROUGH FAIRYLAND. 

Although Riverside has an extensive and comfortabie | 
trolley car service, it will be better for the Visitor to | 


drive around in more leisurely fashion. For time and 

again the carriage will be stopped that new viewpoints | 
of beauty may be thoroughly enjoyed. No dull, level | 
plain is Riverside, but an amphitheater of dips and rises 

almost completely embosomed in mountains. There are | 
places of vantage, where the whole panorama of beauty 
may be taken in. Best of these, perhaps, is Victoria 
Hill, from which a superb view may be obtained. With 
experience of many lands in every continent of the globe, | 
the writer can say that he never has beheld a scene of | 
more surpassing and surprising loveliness. Outspread 
like a carpet of deep green lies what seems to be one 
continuous grove of orange trees: its length, fifteen 
miles, its breadth three miles. From our the leafage at 
one’s feet peep the buildings of the fair city. Around on 
contiguous hilltops are homes fesiconed with autamn- 
tinted creepers, and surrounded by-trees and shrubs in 
infinite variety and of rarest beauty. Everywhere is a 
blaze of flowers, some of the trailing varieties having 
run riot over boulders and the banks of the roads cut in 
the hillsides. As encircling sky line are lofty moun- 
tains, with the towering snow-capped peaks of San An- 
tonio (“Old Baidy,”) and San Jacinio, thirty and fifty 
miles away, calmly surveying the intervening saw- 
toothed lines of smalier hills. Here and there over the 
expanse of country disclosed to view are distant patches 
of green, marking mere ocrange groves and setitiemen'. 
Yonder on the-foothills of the Temes¢al range is Corona, 
over there lies Banning, here closer;in is Colton. Sur- 
veying thése tiry dots of verdure amidst the dull gray

An acre of orange trees to every man, 
woman and child at present settled in the land! Rich 
soll everywhere!

Not till the vast domain 
unrolled before one’s gaze is cloihed with verdure from 
mourfain range to mountain range. And when that day 
comes Riverside county will have a population of many 
millions, living happily and presperous lives in a land 
of perpetual sunshine. 

ROSE TREES ALWAYS BLOOMING. 

Continuing one’s drive from Victoria Hill around the 
rim of the valley, the visitor again and again catches 
glimpses of this maen‘ficent panorama, each time with 
some special charm of color or of contour. He will sur- | 
vey the Arlinzton Heights district, recently opened up 
as a residentia! suburb, stre‘ching ten miles down the 


dale. Driving long Victoria avenue, he will find him- 

self on a splendid boulevard lined by hedges of ever- 

blooming rose trees. Taking one of many. cross-roads, 
he will pass along endless avenues of palms, cypresses, 

and acacias scent the air their sweet perfume, 

Then he will enter the far-famed Magnolia avenue, the 

pride of Riverside, and perhaps the most beautiful tree- 

shadeil avenue for such a length in all the wide world. 

For ten miles stretch quadruple rows of Magnificent 

pepper trees, eucalypts, grevillas, paims, and the occa- 

sional macnolias that give the avenue +s name. Flank- 

ing the road are commodious attractive homes, and alli 

around are orange orchards. And if the drive ends to- 

ward eventide, the encompassing hilis, touched by the 

rays of the setting sun, will be bathed in an atmosphere~ 
of heliotrope. Then, with the mission bells chiming in 
his ears the old Jacobite song, “Will ye no come back 
again?” loth indeed is the wayfarer to take the onward 
trail.

YIELD OF CITRUS GROVES. 

In the season of 1903-04 the number of carloads of 
This was a gain of 875 as 
the preceding year. The lemon ship- 
ments were 402 carloads, an advance of 146. The total 
shipments of fruits were thus close on 6000 cars. The 
1904-1 season has opened wih great acilvity. Up to 
December 13, 212 carloads of oranges had been sh!'pped., 
as compared with only 59 by the same dale last year. At 
some of the packing-houses may be seen a box-making 
machine that is a marvel of ingenuity and the invention 
ef a Riverside man. The various paris are kept fed ovto 
racks, the sidas come up automatically to the ends and 
are nailed, and the boxes roll out finished at the rate 
of six a minuie. 

The aliiiude of Riverside is abow 1000 feet. There are 
fifteen miles of e'ectric street railroads, twenty miles of 
asphalied and macadamized streets, and nearly 100 miles 
of shaded drives. There are several beautiful paris. 
notably che Chemawa Park. close to the Sherman Inst!- 
tute, where there is a small but attractive zoo, and the 
Albert 8S. White Park, right in the certer of the city, 
which @ossesses a unique cactus garden, showing over 
300 varieties of the characieristic desert plant. 

The city owns its elecéric light plant, and about 25,0 
incandescent lights are in use. It also owns the domes- 
tic water supply system. There are over 700 miles of 
irrigation ditches, pipes, and flumes. 

The Public Library contains over 14,000 volum>s. 
Last year 65,883 deliveries of books for home use were 
made. The reading-rooms are also largely prtronized., 
access to all books being allowed. Almost every church 
denomination has iis place of worship, and there are .u- 
merous fine public schools. There are many social ciubs, 
including tennis, golf, and polo, each with its comfort- 
able clubhouse. 

BANKS, TAXES AND BUILDINGS. 

In Riverside city there are cone national bank. one 
Sis¢e bank and one savings bank. The combined depos- 
its of these three financial inséituiions are abour $2.200.- 
vo, That sum shows a considerable increase over the 
amount of a year azo.

CORONA. 

From Corona’s nine packing-houses, 49 carloads+cf 
oranges and 188 of lemcus were shipped in the season 
of 1903-04. The orange crop for I9}H-05 {5 cetimated at 
450 carloads and the lemons at 500 carloads. The Chase 
Nursery Company set 200 acres of ciirus trees in 1904. 
The reopeaing of the Temescal Tin Mines near Corona, 
rich with ore in rock and tailings, was the greatest 
achievement in local mining development for the year. 
Fifcy tons of cre a day is the canaciiy of the present 
plani, consisting of concentrating, crushing and pump- 
ing machinery. To ihese a copper reduction plant‘ié to 
be added to handle copper ore on the company’s told- 
ings. Much ciay of different variccies has been devel- 
oped in the near-by mountains. Of home-manufactured 
clay goods, 550 carloads was th year's output, with a 
half-million pressed brick for the last six months. From 
the granite quarries the shipmefis were fifty carloads of 
monumental granite and dimension rock for the year: 
100,000 paving blocks a month and 100 tons of porphyry 
rock daily. In the cotiree of the year the Temescal Wa-

ter Company built a thirty-mile, $15,000 transmission 
line from Ethenac to Temescal. The Corond Electric 
Company built a four-mile. transmission line to the Au- 
burndale tract.

ALFALFA FIELDS IN EXTENSION. 

Handsome returns from alfalfa culture have been fol- 
lowed by a great exiension of the area devoted to that 
hay and milk producer within ¢he past year. Within @ 
radius of fifteen miles of Riverside there has been about 
1000 acres of alfalfa for several years, the fields lying 
mostly in the territory northerly, westerly and south- 
erly from the city In ¢he past twelve months there 
has. according to the estimate of one having a close fa- 
miliarity with the situation, been 700 acres seeded to al- 
falfa. In addition the fie ds now being laid out for that 
crop amount to about’ 400 acres. In a good many locali- 
ties where it: was thought no water could be obtained, 
wells have been put down and water sufficient to irri- 
gate considerable acreages is being pumped. The gross 
receipts from the alfalfa fields average about $100 per 
acre. 

The extension in alfalfa raising has had a . etimulat- 
ine effect on the dairy industry and on goultry produc- 


tion.

INDIO AND COACHELLA. 

Indio and vicinity has in a manner cut loose from the 
rest of the valley, and the past season marketed lis own 
cantaloupe crop through the Indio Cantaloupe Assoc}i- 
tion.

ELSINORE. 

The hot sulphur springs, the mountain and lake s¢29- 
ery and the husting sre some of the chief attractions of 
the Elsinore sett]~ment.

WILDOMAR, MURIETA AND TEMEC 'LA. 


Wildomar lies at the foot of the Coast Range, a few ' 


miles below Elsinore. When Lake Elsinore is at high- 
water mark it extends almost to Wildomar. The place 
seems to be a natural home for the olive. and there are 
numbers of large orchards in the vicinity, not all of 
which have come to full bearing. Considerable oil is 
mhde there. All fruits ¢hrive in that section. and much 
grain is also raised. The soil is especially well adapteu 
to grapes. Al! crops were short the past year on ac- 
count of lack of rain. 

The Murrieta Va.ley is devoted largely to the raising 
of grain, and hay, a great dé*l having been shipped from 
that communi(y in good years. Fruits of all varie-ies 
also thrive there. Tne Murrieta ho. sulphur a :rings are 
located near ihe mountains about three miles from the 
town of Murrieta. ‘Ibe are rea.hed by siage. 

Temecula is an old anJ interesting Spanish town, near 
the Pala Mission and icaian eerva!o. It is the cen- 
ter of a large trading distrct, and draws traffic 
from al] directions it is a.so (he present terminus ol 
the Santa Fé Railroad, which formerly went through to 
San Diego. The Sania Fé runs direcily to ¢he Temecula 
granite quarry, one of the finest in the State. Large 
quantities of the rock are weekly shipped to Los Ange-

les and other poinés. Temecula Valley is a great grain 
and hay-raising country, and also has large stock inter- 
ests. Hay and grain and fruits bave all been short 
crops in this and other near-by locations the past sea:on;

SAN JACINTO, HEMET AND PERRIS. 

At San Jacinto the hot springs attract many suffer- 
ing from rheumatic and other ailments. In the country 
back of (here are many little valleys where in favorable 
years large crops of grain are produced. There was 
tbe past year a considerable quantity of hay harvesied. 

Of deciduous fruits a" was a fair yield anout Hemet. 
The fruits were larg@y dried and shipped away. Not 
long ago some of the*Trnits of chat community were ex- 
ported to Germany. 


Grain and mining interests are among the chief sources 
of revenue about Perris. About Ethenac, Menifee, Win- 
chester and Lakeview grain is grown extensively. 

Deciduous fruits and grapes are among ¢he principal 
productions of Baaning. About Beaumont apples and 
cherries are raised in rather large quantities.

ROPORTIONATELY smal) in area, Orange county 
has an exceedingly wide diversity of products and

Fully 350,000 acres are now tilled and 
50,000 more susceptible of producing crops of value are 
rapidly being put under cultivation. The land which is 
not available for crops is utilized for pasture for sheep 
and cattle and in the mountain cafions there are many 
bee ranches.

At pres- 
ent there is in excess of 35,000 acres under the irriga- 
‘ion systems of the Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany, Anaheim Union Water Company and private | 
concerns. In the past twelvemonth expensive improve- 
mer¢ts and extensions have been carried on by the Santa 
Ana Valley and Anaheim companies, both of which get 
their water the Santa Ana River.

COMING OF THE TROLLEY. 

One of the notable features of advancement touching 
ihe prosperity of the courty as a-whole is the advent 
of the Huntington electric lines during the past twelve- 
month, The first entrance of this road was from Long 
Beach, an extension from Los Angeles. Within 
the past two months a commencement bas been made 
upon the direct air line from Los Angeles to Santa Ana, 
branching off from the Long Beach line at Watts and 
coming direct across the country tu Sania Ana via Los 
Alamites and Garden Grove. — 


CITY OF SANTA ANA. 

The largest city of Orange county is Santa Ana, the 
county seat and che business center of a large agricu:- 
The estimated population, according to 
school census and election registration, is 7100. The 
census of four years ago showed 4933 people. During | 
the past year ¢here has been a steady normal growth cf | 
business interests without “boom” features. According | 
to the Be. og of the building inspector permits have 
been within ¢he past year for residences and 
business buildings, aggregating $250,000.

CITY OF FULLERTON. 

Fullerton, four miles to the north of Anaheim, sae 
ceeded in incorporating the past year as a city of the 
sixth class, and has started numerous municipal ig 
provements which could not be had before incorporm 
tion. [ts popalation approximates 1400 and growth 
is steady and rational. Fullerton is the shippitig pomt 
for the farming industries of the La Habra and Pi 
centia countries north and east of the town. At Le 
Habra are located some of the largest grain fields ip 
the county and with the Installation of a new water 
system citrus culture is being taken op by many, 
Placentia is the seat of large horticultural interests, 
producing walnuts and oranges that have an established 
reputetion for theit excellent auality and large 
to the ¢rowere Tributery to Fullerton are also the 
Olinda and Brea Cafion o!l-well districts, where are 
loca'ed the only oil-tetring strata thus far discovered 
in Orange courty. The Sanita Fé owns a number @& 
wells in the Jistrict and secures a large portion of tt 
fuei here. The ouput f.r the year 1904 is estimated af 
about 200,000 barrels a month. A more extended ao 
court of the oi! induetry appears elsewhere in this ie 
sue of The Times.

Building permits aggregating $1,000,000 
were issued within-the year. 

The mort noiable orivate building enterprise of the 
twelvemonth is the Granger Block, which cost $85,000. 
L. J. Wilde built and equipped the Pickwick Theater 
at an outlay of $50,000. The Home Telephone Com- 
pany installed and placed in operation a pliant which 
cost $250,000, and the Sunset Telephone Company in- 
Vested $120,000 in improvements made on its plant. 
The American National Bank was organized with a 
capital of $100,000, thereby giving the city four national 
banking inst‘tutions.. The Citizens’ Savings Bank was 
organized with a capital of $100.000. There was $125,000 
expended by the various banks for improvements. 

In the course of the year buildings and equipmeat 
for a two-company army post have been completed at 
Fort Rosecrans at an outlay of $120,000, making $254,000 
expended since Quartermaster Roife took charge three 


years ago. 


WATER, SEWERS AND BRIDGES. 

The balance of the $381,000 raised oy a bond issue 
for water mains, sewers, engine-houses and bridges wil! 
be expended during the coming year. The three engine- 
bouses have been completed, as have also the bridges, 
while nearly ali Of ¢he pipe is here for the gewer and 
water improvements. 

Franchises have been secured by the Spreckels Street 
Railway Company for building seven miles of railroad, 
upon which work has been commenced, calling for an 
expenditure of $125,000. Twenty-five thousand dollars 
has been spent in the rolling stock the past year, in- 
cluding the building complete at the local shops of three 
cars costing $11,000. A franchise also has been awarded 
B. Fietche? ani others fot a street railway from Fifth 
street to Brookiyn Heights. H. T. Richards has been 

granted a water front franchise for a railroad from th> 
city to the Colorado River, and has a force of men work- 
ing the survey. The franchise of the San Diego Eastern 
Ratiwag bes beqn extended one year, dating from Jan- 
wary 1, 1905. 

whe Scottish Rite Masonic bodies have bought a cor- 
mer lot in the center of the city upon which is to be 
erected a Masonic Temple. 

PARK, BOULEVARD ANO HARBOR. 

Thirty thousand dollars has been spent fn the city’s 

1400-acre park. The main boulevard, which is oiled, 


is three miles long, and with streets oiled and made 
& part of the park boulevard, makes a choice drive of 
six miles. One mile of boulevard has not been oiled. 
Extensive walks have been graded and over 1000 trees 
and shrubs see out. All this is preliminary to the main 
work to be done during the new year under, direction 
of Landscape Architect Parsons of New York. 
Twenty miles of streets have been built and ten mile: 


of streets have been oiled, while the work of oiling five | 


miles more ts in progress. A thousand acres has been 
pie¢ted and placed on the market, upon which additions 
many houses vave been built. An untisual amount of 
cement sidewalking has been laid. 

In the improvements of the harbor the work on the 
bar was completed with the close of last year, giving 
a depth of thirty feet at low water, the width being 100 
feet. The jetty, at the east of the entrance has been 
completed and $16,000 expended on the dredging of the 
middie ground. More money will be asked of Congress 
for widening the channel over ¢he bar and for further 
dredging of the middle ground. 

The city has reason to look for the construction of a 
coaling station, which will necessitate the moving of ‘he 
quarartine station, in the*course of the coming year. 


SOLVING WATER PROBLEM. 

The water problem promises to be solved at an early 
date. The series of dry years has had the effect of ren- 
dering the supply of water from the municipal plant in- 
adequate. Steps have been taken by the city for the 
purchase of lands a dozen miles further up the San 
Diego River than (he present source of supply, the idea 
being to install pefmanent works at a cort of about 
$400,000. 

This enterprise, however, would not be necessary if 
the Southern California Mountain Water Company 
should carry out its plan of delivering water ¢o the city 
at the rate of 4 cents per thousand gallons, as per con- 
tract. The company proposes, at an expense of $5,000. - 
(60, to compleiec its Morena and Barrett dam system and 
conned it with the Otay system, thus conveying the 
water into the c'ty mains. The watersheds which the 
company proposes to drain are in a section of the coun- 
try where, according to the figures of the Weather Bu- 
reau, more rain fails than at any cther point south of 
San Francisco. The company hopes to divert water 
from the flume line en route to the city for irrigation, 
thus benefiting a million acres, now praciically of no 
vaine, but which with water would be among the best 


land in the county. 


| JULIAN AND EL CAJON. 


Julian is the center of the apple belt, which includes 
Smith Mountain, Wynola and Descanso, the district 
covering an elevation ranging from 3000 to 5000 feri. 
The apples are free from ecale and insects and are noted 
for their keeping qualities. On account of this and 
their flavor and color they bring a premium in ¢he mar- 
keis. Of late years two Los Angeles and San Diego 
firms, acting jointiy, have bought the entire output on 
the trees, paying the growers, for first-class fruit, 2\ 
inches in diameter and, larger, from $20 to $27.50 ber 
The crop averages from 25,000 to 30,000 boxes per 
and the boxes weigh about forty-five pounds. The

, is cents per box. The district has 1000 acres 
apple trees in bearing with as many more acres 
which will soon be bearing. With better railroad fa- 
cilities ¢he section would develop greatly its agricul- 
tural and fruit-growing resources. The possible apple 
crop alone is estimated at a million boxes. 

In the past year El Cajon produced 800 tons of raisins, 
or eighty ten-fon cara Of this quanticty about 600 tons 
were seeded before going forward to market. The Ei 
Cajon Raisin Company was organized within the year 
with R. C. Allen, president. The company raised $20,000 
for the installation of a seeding plant in season to take 
care of the year's crop. Sixty-five men and giris were 
employed, the capacity of the seeding machinery being 
sixteen tons of seeded raisins in one-pound packages 
mer day. As three-fourths of all the raisins sold are 
seeded, the El Cajon growers consider ¢éhey have an im- 
portant piece of machinery. Twenty carloads of the El 
Cajon product were sold in Boston and New York, 
and the balance all the way from St. Paul to Atlanta. 


NATIONAL CITY AND CHULA VISTA. | 

A olan is being evolved for the consolidation of Na- 
tional Cty and Chula Vista, which proposition would 
afford sufficient assessable properiy to raise money for 
the purchase of a water plant, either by the acquisition 
of the Sweetwater plant, including the Sweetwrter dam. 
or the securing of a new system, The section is a choice 
lemon belt, but has suffered severely from the droucht 
the past few years. Many acres of lemon orchards 
have been abandoned. Where water is ¢o be had, how- 
ever, the results have been gratifying. 


ESCONDIDO AND OCEANSIDE. 

The year has been eventful with Escondido inasmuch 
as the $500,000 bonded indebtedness of the irrigation 
district was wiped out by the taking up and cancella- 
tion of the bonds on the basis of 5T cents on the dollar. 
The undertaking tesied the loyalty of the people, which 
wee rot found wenting. A petition is in for the dis- 
solving of the district, and steps have been taken for 
the formation of a mutual water company for the man- 
agement of the plant. The bond-burning jubilee will 
probably take place in February. A Board of Trade

has been organized for the purpose of advertising the 
valley. The raisin shioments were about two hundred 
tons. 

At Oceanside, the city has just awarded the contract 
for grading and cementing a mile of sreet walk. A 
$15,000 hotel of thirty rooms has been built. A plunce 
bath, costing $5000, has been installed, and in connec! ion 
with it has beon established an electric light plant from 
which lights will be furnished for the stree¢s, business 
houses and residences. Real estate values have ad- 
vanced from 20 to 30 per cent. in the past year. Con- 
siderable Redlands and Los Angeles capital is going in 
there. 


CORONADO BEACH. 

Coronado has an assessed valuation. real and personal, 
‘of $806,000. Important improvements were made in the 
course of the year in ¢he big hotel, under the new man- 
ager, Morgan Ross. The most notabie improvement a! 
Tent City was the installation of -an effective sewer 
system. A number of beautiful homes were establishetl 


on the beach. 


COUNTY IN GENERAL. 

The total valuation of the county for 1904 was $21,- 
772,168 as against $20,817,594 in 1903, these figures, 
however, not including the $2,500,000 valuation of the 
reilroads. The school census shows a gain in the county 
of 300 pupils, while the gain in populedion, outside the 
city of San Diego, is estimated at 2500, most of this be- 
ing on account of the developnient of the Imperial 
country. 

Because of the scarcity of weter, through a lack of 
rain covering a series-of years, very little hay and grain 
was produced, while the shipments of lemons and 
oranges, which last year aggregated 700 carloads, will 
be rather light. presumably less than half of last year's 
output. The same reason tiands for the failure of the 
honey crop, and the shortage of feed for stock, as well 
as the production of meaches, prunes, walnuts, olive and 
dried fruits. Outside the Imperial country it is esti- 
mated that, nolw*hstanding the drought, 120,000 head of 
cattle are being fed for the market, while 6000 cows 
are being milked for butter. Many-of the ranchers are 


putting in independent water plants. 

The gold mining business is being carried on exten- 
sively e¢ Cuvamaca. Hedce: and Picecbo. At the former 
place the shaft of the old Stonewall mine is be ng un- 
watered at an cxpense of thousands of dollars, while 
preparations are being made not only to sink the old 
shaft 700 feet deeper but to sink other shafts on the 


erat. 

At Hedges the yezcr has seen the Golden Cross prop- 
erty tureed over to the poard of managers, the days of 
the receivership which have covered a number of years, 
having ceased. It is expected that the mines will be 
soon working to their full capacity. 

At Picacho, the reorganization of the California Gold 
King Company has been effeved. Three months 150 
the directors voted to erpend $69,000 there for deveiop- 
ment work, the repeir of the railroad and for the im- 
provement of the mill. The last cleanup of the mines, 
thii¢een days’ run of ten hours per day, was $54,000. 

Much work bas been done in the develop- 
ment of gem deporita. Last year the production of gems 
in the county was .$125,000, while this year's estimate 
places the output of the product at Gn0e,008. 


IMPERIAL VALLEY. 

Two special articles printed elsewhere in this issue 
of The Times, deal exhaustively with the Imperial Val- 
ley, the splendid results aiready achieved and the 
bright hopes for the future. There are now 73,000 acres

MAKING GOOD INDIANS. 

The Sherman Institute for ¢he education of Indian 
beys and girls Is one of the most interesting sights of 
Riverside li is located on Magnolia avenue, five miles 
out of the city. The school site is forty acres, and on [{t 
stand taenty-two bulldings, all of them handsome and 
commodious edifices. There is also a farm site of 100 
acres, situated a few miles further along ¢he avenue. 
The pupils number 529, the boys and girls being in a!- 
most exactly equal number. Many tribes are repre- 
sented, from Southern California, Arizona, New Mex! co, 
and Oregon, tut nearly all the children may be classed 
as Mission Indians. One-half of each school day is de- 
voted to general education, ¢he other half to special in- 
dusirial training. The boys are teught farming, dairy- 
ing. and gardening, chiefly, also carpentry, biackem'th 
work, wagon-building. shoemaking, and tailoring. The 
giris are instructed ia cooking, sewing, laundry work, 
and housekeeping. generally. Indian maids trained at 
the institution are in constant demand al! over Sou‘h- 
ern California. 

The government grants $85,000 for support and educa- 
tion, and $10,000 for repairs and improvements. New 
buildings are put up by special appropriations; for ex- 
ampie, work has just been commenced on a new indus- 
| trial building for the boys, the cost of which will be

SCORING FOR BETTERMENT. 


XTENSIVE improvements at the princ'- 
pal town, striking developments in the vil 
fields, a larce owlpat of dairy products 
and heavy yields along various limes of 
agriculture and horticulture afe enumer- 
vied in the progress of the past year in 
the county of Santa Barbara. 


AT THE COUNTY SEAT. 

Among the items of bettermeré in the city of Santa 
Barbara were four miles of streets graded, curbed and 
sidewalked, aboul two and a half miles ef sewers laid 
under the Vrooman Act, and, in add‘tion, 6630 feet ci 
main sewer have been laid by the city. This was done 
at a cost of $14,000, and bridges were constructed at a 
cost Of $26,285. In the way of park improvements, the 
easierh ervtension of the Ocean boulevard is now being 
paved, under the direction of the Board of Park Com- 
missioners, and the whole of the boulevard and beach 
has been placed under their control by the City Trustees. 
The lemgih of the eastern extension is one and three- 
fifths miles. This is being paved with asphaltum, on a 
concreie base, al an expense of about $33,000, one-half 
of which is now completed. The second section is be- 
ing started. This, with the West boulevard, which was 
laid about twelve years ago, will give the city of Santa 
Barbera the «xclusive right to the water front. which 
will be ¢wo miles in length and one of the best drives on 
the Coast. The city bas acquired an additional park of 
sixteen and a half acres in the Oak Park district. There 
is a beautiful grove of live oaks on this property. and in 
time it will be improved and made one of the chief at- 
tractions of the town. The Park Commissioners ex- 
pended last year on park improvements $3170. ~. 


CITY OWNS WATER SYSTEM. 

The city of Santa Barbara owns its waier system and 
water supply, which syem was started in 1898 by tun- 
neliag into the mountain. It has steadily increased Iiis 
system, and row has thirty-three and a half miles. of 
_maias taid in the city, ten miles of which have been laid 
within the last year. The number of taps on the main 
is 1247, and the number of consumers al the present date 
1150. The receipts from the sale of water to consumers 
for last year were $22,374, and water supplied to the mu- 
nicipality amounted to $7356. The total cost of the sys- 
tem, imcluding ¢unneling, from its commencemént to 
July 1 of the past year, was $239,013, the total receipts 
from consumers and water supplied to the municipality 
amounting to $190,604. The system is under the control 
of a Board of Water Commissioners, appointed by the 
Mayor, al! contracts of which being subject to ¢he ap- 
proval of the City Trustees. 3 

The tunnel was driven to a total length of 5200 feet, 
the amount of wafer developed being about an average 
of twen'y-five inches. This, however. was an inadequate 
surly for the city.

What the island windbreak doe$ for the waters 
of the channel it also does for the lag@, and the oceaa 
breezes which tlow over Ventura county are so softenel 
and baimy that life out of doors at all @egsons is a pleas- 
ure.

“WEED PATCH” IRRIGATION.

The Amalie district 
has come prominently to the front, particu‘arly dur nz the 
last six months. It was long overlooked by prospeciors 
who sought only free, milling properties aid wuld 
look upon no other. Capital, however, has taken sever- 
al holdings and a number of rich strikes have been re- 
ported within the past few months. The principal prop- 


erties are: The old Amalie mine, now shut down on ac- 
count of litigation; the Zada, owned by H. H. Blood ot 
San Francisco; the Zenda, and the Barbarossa.

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EFYING the prophets of pessimism, 
Fresno county has during 1904 continued 
the forward strides which began a few 
years ago with the development of the 
irrigation system and subdivision of the 
original land holdings. The year shows 
rapid growth in population and in wealth, 
and notable expansion in public utilities. 

A city of over 20,000 people and a wealthy rural com- 
munity have taken possession of what not long since ap- 
peared to be a barren waste, where the cowboy, the red | 
man and the coyote contended for mastery. A soil of re- | 
markable fertility, vitalized by the irrigating ditch and | 
tilled by an energetic population, drawn from every part | 
of the globe, has wrought this change. 

In 1903 the assessed value of all property in the county 
was $34,502,205. In 1904 it was $37,526,406. The county 
indebtedness is $80,000. The exports of the county for 
the year amount to about $17,000,000, much less than 
they would have been had there not been a partial fail!- 
ure of the raisin crop. 


TONS AND TONS OF RAISINS. 

As a raisin-producing center, Fresno has become fa- 
mous the world over, and so much has this industry been 
emphasized that genuine alarm was felt last spring 
when the failure of the raisin growers’ combine was seen 
to be imminent. For several years the association of 
growers had maintained prices and made raisin growing 
an exceedingly profitable industry, and many feared that 
its failure would cause widespread depression. Because 
of divided counsels and internal etrife the association 
was compelled to disband, and the growers faced the 
prospect of an unusually heavy crop and low prices. The 
unprecedented rainfall in September completely altered 
the aspect of affairs, as a large share of the crop was 
destroyed or s0 badly damaged thaf the fruit was sold to 
the wineries. Owing to these conditions, it is diffieult 
10 arrive at an estimate of.the crop. The best authorities 
figure it at from 35,000 to 40,000 tons, with only 25,000 
tons of standard grade, as against 60,000 tons last year. 

The collapse of the association, followed by the de- 
struction of a large part of the crop, has demonstrated 
that Fresno is no longer dependent on one industry. 
There is no depression in vineyard values, and the work 
of development has proceeded along all lines as usual, 
except that little new vineyard acreage has been added. 
Because of the changed conditions, growers who have 
held their product are receiving good prices. Three cents 
in the sweatbox was freely offered early in November, 
with the market unsettied and higher prices predicted. 
In the market, standard loose Muscatels, two-crown, 
were quoted at 3% cents per pound, three-crown at 3%, 
and four-crown at 4%. ‘ 

A larger proportion than usual of the vineyard product 
has gone to the wineries. The crush of wine is esti- 
mated at 5,700,000 gallons, as compared to 5,000,000 gal- 
lons for the previous season. Several wineries which 
were idle last vear have operated. The value of the 
vineyard product of the county, including both raisins 
and wine, is in excess of $5,000,000. 


FRESNO CITY IN EXPANSION. 

Combined under the head of “Huntington in{crests,” 
owned or controlled by Henry E. Huntington, are the 
street tailway, power and water systems of the city. In 
each of these utilities the year has shown large expan- 
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sion. The Fresno City Railway Company has extended 
its line on Tulare street to Arlington Heights and-on 
Fresno street to the easterf suburbs. The total mileage 
of the system is approximately fourteen miles, with 
other extensions projecied for the near future. Rolling 
stock been added, the equipment improved, and 
schedules quickened by pew switches and passing tracks. 

The San Joaquin Power Company has completed a new 
steam plant of 1500 horse power and rebuilt its wiring 
system in the Lusiness part of town. The lines have 
been greatly extended, and the company’s investment in 
the city today is worth $175,000. Surveye have been 
made for two power-houses below the Crane Valley res- 
ervoir and above the present power-honse. The maps 
have been filed at Washington and work of construction 
is to begin as soon as authority is granted for work nec- 
- essary to be done on government land. The first of these 
powerhouses will furnish a single unit of 2500 kilowats 
and double the capacity of the plant. Ditch work cost- 
ing $15,000 has already been done and surveys have been 
completed for three new reservoir sites, one of which 
will hold 40,000 acre-feet of water. The maps for these 
have also been filed at Washington. 

When the powerhoutes are built and tied in, the com- 
pany will enter Sanger, Selma, Reedley, Kingsburg, Ma- 
dera, Lemoore, Dinuba, Sultana and Orosi, and will also 
be prepared to furnish power for pumping water in the 
citrus belt along the foothills west of Fresno, in places 
where the irrigation system cannot be extended except 
by means of pumping plants. A transforming station 
has been installed at Laton and that town supplied with 
electric lights. 

Two additional pumping plants have been constructed 
in Fresno by the Fresno Water Company, thereby equal- 
izing the pressure in all parts of the city. About two 
miles of new mains have been laid and connections 
made with 500 new houses. At Recreation Park, the 
city’s playground, striking improvements have been 
made. Ten acres have been artistically improved and 
planted under the eye of a noted landseape gardener, a 
large open-air theater erected and the seating capacity 
of the grand stand doubled. , 


A new set of gas-making machinery has been installed 


by the Fresno Gas Company to meet largely increasea 
consumption.

Details of the plans are not given out, but the survey 
has demonstrated that the line is feasible, and it is be- | 
lieveti that the cost will be brought within a figure which 
will insure the construction of the line at an early date. 
This will be of great importance to Fresno, making it 
the tourist gateway to the Yosemite, and opening up 
large tracts of valuable timber land.

MUCH FRUIT BRINGS WEALTH. 


ENERALLY prosperous has been the year 
(j 2 in Tulare county, situated midway be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco in the 


San Joaquin Valley. The deciduous and citrus 
fruit crops were excellent and as a rule brought good 
prices, the only excegtion being prunes. There 
was an abundance of the latter fruit, but prices were low. 
The year opened dry and discouraging, but ample epring 
rains made feed everywhere for stock. The wheat far- 
mers did not have time after the rains began to get In 
a large acreage. 

The second cannery was opened in Visalia in the 
summer, and the output of both canneries, principally 
of peaches, aggregated 140,000 cases. A case is twenty- 
four cans of two pounds each. In addition to the peaches 
canned in Visalia, 150 carloads of fifteen tons each were 
shipped to canneries at Sacramento, San Francisco, San

The 
best citrus crop in the history of Tulare county was 
grown this year, both as to outside appearance (it being 
smooth and highly colored and weil matured) and as 
to it# sweet and julcy qualities. The shippers have had 
no trouble in having gales confirmed, and in nearly every 
instance where dealers ordered carloads for the Thanks- 
giving trade, duplicate orders were sent back for the 
Christmas demand. 

EARLY CITRUS FRUIT. . 

Although Florida had many carloads of oranges in the 
New York and Boston markets before the Tulare county 
oranges arrived, the first sale of the Tulare fruit, com- 
prising two carloads cf Exeter navels, sold to net the 
growers $2.50 per tox, being twice the amount Floridas 
were commanding at jhe same time. And all season 
through the San Joaquin Valley oranges have been bring- 
ing proportionate prices. The citrus crop of the county 
for this ceason aggregated 1250 cars, of which 1100 cats 
were shipped by December 1. Shipments of oranges and 
lemons from Tulafe county are about equally divided 
between Porterville, Lindsay and Exeter. The averake 
net price to the grower for the season for all sizes, 
grades and quydlitics was about $1.35 per box for the 
fruit. 

Northeast of Visalla the Red Banks Orchard Company 
has begun an experiment which, if successful, will reve- 
jutionize the carly green fruit market. It is confidently 
believed that peaches, pears, plums and apricots will 
ripen in the warm foothills in Tulare county two weeks 
earlicr than in Vacaville and other favored districts of 
Northern California. This sort of land has heretofore 
been used almost exclusively for growing oranges and 
iemons. The company named has planted 300 acres in 
a variety of shipping fruits and grapes, and if the prod- 
uct is ready for market at the time hoped, it is expected 
it will mean fcriunes to the people whose land is simi 
larly situated.

COPPER AND CATTLE. 


N Arizona the year 1904 has carried a 
fair degree of progress. The copper pro- 
duction has been the greatest ever 
known within the Territory. It is prob- 
able that by the end of the coming year 
Arizona will take first place in tie 
United States in the production of the 
metal. Railroad development has been active and com- 
mercial pursuits, generally, have prospered. Agriculture 
apd the grazing industry alike have failed of proper re- 
turn, owing to drought, that broke too late. Yet the 
year was one of fullest promise to the farmer, for within 
it the greatest work of all, that of water storage, has 
passed to the stage of actual construction. A description 
' of irrigation work in progress and cantemplated in Ari- 
zona will be found in Part I. 

Arizona's copper production.for 1903 was about 150,- 
000,000 pounds. Though necessarily figured in the rough, 
the production for 1904 will be found about as follows:

By far the greater part of aoe Eee development has 
eeen in the southern part of the Territory. Early in 
Xse year the emelter of the Copper Queen company was 
moved from Bisbee to Douglas, twenty-five miles dis- 
tant, where the model reduction works of the Southwest 
had been under course of construction for the greater 
part of the previous year. The old works have been dis- 
mantied, yet Bisbee, with mine pay rolls aggregating 
$500,000 a month, has prospered only the more, and is 


now third in size among the towns of the Territory... 


Douglas within three years has gained a population of 
8000. This number will probably be doubled within a 
few years, as the town is destined to become the most 
important smelting point in the Southwest. The Copper 
Queen works afe being enlarged by the addition of threc 
of the furnaces from the old works, though with present 
capacity for turning out’ 75,000,000 pounds of Bessemer 
copper a year. At Douglas also is the smelter of the 
Calumet and Arizona Copper Company, with capacity 
for production of 36,000,000 pounds annually. Already 
the Copper Queen furnaces are working much more than 
Copper Queen ores. At Douglas are to be smelted con- 
centrates of about all the Phelps-Dodge mines, and es- 
pecially of the mines at Nacozari, Sonora. Abont 150 
tons of copper ore a day are coming from the Imperial 
Copper Company's mines in Pima county, west of Tuc- 
son. The capacity of the Calumet and Arizona smelter 
is to be doubled in 1905. 

The Imperial Company has been shipping to the 
Copper Queen smelter only during the past four montbs. 
During this period a close estimate of the production 
gives figures of 3,100,000 pounds of copper and 25,000 
ounces of silver. 

At Giobe a combination that ts practically a merger 
has been formed between the Old Dominion Company 
and the Phelps-Dodge Company, the latter corporation 
controlling the Globe Mines Company. For the past 
three months the ores of the two corporations have been 
worked in a new smelter that has already.proven a suc- 
cess, though not yet complete. It has a capacity for 
about 1006 tons of ore a day, and is equipped with coa- 
verters, the first in the district, where the carbonaté 
ores have been relied upor mainly in the past. Under 
construction above the smelter is a concentrating plant 
of large capacity, for handling the lower grade ores be- 
fore delivery to the furnaces. About $1,000,000 has beet 
spent upon these improvements. As a result, not only 
has the metal product been vastly increased, but the 
cost of production has been lowered. 

At Clifton the new works of the Arizona Copper Com- 
pany have been running without intermission for the 
year, with a product of 14,500 long tons of casting cop- 
per. The concentrator of the Shannon works was finishea 
during the year, and has added much to the effectiveness 
of the smeiter. The greater part of the Clifton district 
ores require concentration for profitable smelting, run- 
ning below 4 per cet. in weight of copper. The Detroit 
Company at Morenci is increasing the capacity of its 
concentrators. 

At Jerome the smelter of the United Verde Company 
has been running only intermittently, though fately proe 
vided with new furnaces of the largest class, with mac- 
nificent mechanical equipment. For much of the year 
the furnace at the Iron King mine in the same vicinity 
has been in operation, producing matte which is purifiea 
in the United Verde converter plant. The Iron King 
and the United Verde both are mainly owned by Senator 
W. A. Clark. 

At Benson a custom smelter of several! hundred tons 
capacity is nearly ready for “blowing in.’ The custom 
smelter at Wickenburg has done nothing during the 
year. A decided blow to the miners of Northern Arizona 
was the destruction by fire of the Val Verde emelter 
at Mayer. It is being rebuilt. The new Treadwe!! smel- 
ter, near Mayer, is to be started in February. 

It is probable that the gold production will be found 


about 20 per cent. above last year’s Gigures of $4,500,000, 


with about $1,200,000 in silver and lead. Several gola 
producers have been added during the year, to balance 
the stoppage of the Fortuna and Pearce and the dimin- 
ished product of the Congress. Most notable is the Gold 
Roads mine of Mohave county, which turned out about 
$100,000 in gold bullion during 1904, and is believed sure 
for at least $1,900,000 next year. The Octave property, 
in southern Yavapai county, has been working steadily, 
with an output unders to have been about $800,000. 
The gross output of 4 and silver will be much in- 
creased by the shipments to the El Paso smelter of a 
half dozen carloads a day of ore from the mines of the 
Tombstone Consolidated Mines Company, which is work- 
ing the old Tombstone bonanzas, incidentally pumping 
4,000,000 gallons of water a day from the long-flooded 
lower levels. An accurate estimate of the produc of 
these revived bomanzas is: Gold, 9299 ounces; silver, 
557,617 ounees; lead, 715,720 pounds. 

A score of new mills, most of them small, have beer 
erected during the year on gold properties all over the | 
Territory, but few of them have affected the preduction 
records. A mili of large size is being built at Tyson's 
Wells, in northern Yama county, and a couple more on 
mines in southern Yavapal county. With a good water 
suppiy, 1905 should be a record breaker for gold pro- 
duction in Arizona. 

The railroad progress of the year has been exceptional. 


Most important, perhaps, has been the struggle bet ween 


the Santa Fé and the Sothern Pacific systems for the 
control of the Gila Cafion pass, through the Sierra 
Madres. The Santa Fé, through a subordinate corpora- 
tidn, the Phoenix and Eastern, has construcie!] neiry 
109 miles of track, from Phoenix toward the southeast, 
passing Florence and Kelvin. To meet and block it, 
the Southern Pacific, through a constructing corporation, 
the Arizona Eastern, has occupied the Gila Calon above 
Dudieyville, and there, in a narrow gorge, is building 
a permanent road bed. Naturally, the corporations have 
clashed, and the right-of-way beyond Kelvin is in dispute 
and in the courts. The Santa Fé's plan is the construc- 
tion of an additional jine, that will have termini at some 
unspecified point in California afd at Deming, N. M. 
From Wickenburg, Arizona, within the last sixty days, 
twenty miles of grade have been built westward ana 
steel placed upon the greater part of that distance. This 
latter section is being constructed by the Arizona and 
California Railroad Company. From Wickeaburg to 
Phoenix the tracks of the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix 
Rallway will be utilized. The Southern Pacific is after

Though no ethnological periods seem to Waive been 
jumped, the Arizona Indians during the past few years 
have been advancing most encouragingly toward civili- 
zation. On every reservation they are being given in- 
struction in farming and correct living. Much work has 
been found for them, and they bave been taught to earm 
money by the labor of their hands. No 4rouble has been 
had with any of the tribes, and any disturbances upon 
the reservations have been between individual Indians. 
Far lezs difficulty has-been experienced in governing 
the 26,000 Indians them aa equal number of the white 
population. 

The principal Indian school of Arizona is that near 
Phoenix, where, at governmental expense, 800 young 
aborigines are und:r insiruction. Twenty Indian tribes 
are represented among the attendants, including many 
California Indians. This school ranks with those at Car- 
lisle and Lawrence. The boys are given practical in- 
ttruction in earpeniry work, ‘blacksmithing, talloriug, 


baking, shoe and harness dairying, gardening 
and farming. It is largely through such governmentai 
efforts that the Indians of the Southwest have made 
great strides toward capability for citizenship. It map 
take several generations more to reach the result almed 
at, but the work appears reasonably sure. Every reser 
vation has its schools and churches, and it is hard to fad 
a redskin of the younger generation who cannot speak 
English.

This system will furnish connection between the eastern 
and western parts of Northern Mexico by passage of the 
higher Sierra Madres through great forests of pine. 


One of the most unique, and one of the best, of rall. 
roads has been built up in Southern Arizona and New 
Mexico within the past year, namely, the E! Paso and 
Southwestern, owned by Phelps-Dodge & Co., magnif- 
cently built and equipped by the revenues of a singte 
mine, the Copper Queen of Bisbee. It is understood 
that the railroad owes not a cent in bonds or otherwise 
upon its 256 miles of trackage, stretching from E! Paro, 
Tex., to Benson, Ariz., by way of Douglas and Naco, 
with branches to Deming, Lordsburg, Nacozari, Bisbee 
and Tombstone. During 1904 the company has builc

IRRIGATION. 


The most valuable horticultural products of Southern 
California, including citrus fruits, are raised on iIrri- 
gated land. The water is derived from reservoirs in 
the mountains, from artesian wells, and from more 
shallow wells, that are pumped with gasoline engines, 
wind or electric power. A vast acnovuat of underground 
water has been developed in unexpected, places in the 
past few years. The water is sometimes sold outright 
with the land, at other times the la owner buys it 
from the water cOmpany. Land with ‘water will bring 
3200 or more an acre, while adjoining land, of the same 
kind, without water, cannot be sold for one-tenth of 
that price. 


MINERAL WEALTH. 


There are valuable gold deposits in Southern. Call- 
fornia. There are large and valuable deposits of gran- 
ite, sandstone and marble, which have been developed 
to a limited extent. Iron ore exists in large quantities, 
but has not yet been utilized. Tin has been mined in 
Riverside county, and a deposit has also been located 
m Orange county. Borax is shipped in large quantities. 
In Southern California mining operations may be con- 
ducted al! the year round with comfort. 


TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 


There are three transcontinental lines of rallroad, ihe 
Santa Fé, the Southern Pacific, via Ogden, and the Sun- 
set route of the Southern Pacific. To these will shortly 
be added another direct line, by way of Salt Lake City. 
Work on the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Rallway.is now going on across the desert. The South- 
ern Pacific also has a coast line of railroad between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, and the Santa Fé from 
Los Angeles -to San Diego. There are, in addition, a 
number of shorter lines and a dozen suburban electric 
lines. Work upon a systeen of 500 miles of suburban 
electric roads, reaching out in all directions, is well 
advanced. — 


PETROLEUM. 

Petroleum .is now one of the leading products of South- 
ern California. The leading petroleum flelds are in the 
counties of Los Angeles, Orange, Kern, Ventura, Fresno 
and Santa Barbara. The oil is of low gravity, making 
a first-class fuel, for which purpose it is chiefly utilized 
by factories and railroads. There are several refineries 
which manufacture lubricating oils, asphaltum, and 
other products. There are also large and valuable de- 
posits of natural asphaltum or bituminous rock. 


SOIL AND PRODUCTS. 


Like the surface of the land, and the cilmate, the soil 
of Southern California varies greatly. Within the lim- 
its of a quarter section of land may be found several 
varieties of soil, ranging from heavy, black adobe to 
the lightest of sandy lOarn. The heavy soil is usually 
devoted to grain, acd the light soil to fruit growine. 
Almost every fruit or vegetable raised in the temperate 
and semi-tropical regions may be successfully grown 
here. The chief products of the soll are oranges, lem- 
ons, Olives, walnuts, apricots, peaches, prunes, grapes 
(for raisins, wine and the table,) berries, wheat, bar- 
ley, corn, alfalfa, beans, sugar beets and celery. Ship- 
ments of citrus fruits last season amounted to 285000 
Much of the deciduous fruit is dried, canned 
and crystallized. Winter vegetables are shipped to the 
North and East. Much wine and brandy is made. There 
are four large beet-sugar factories. The dairy and 
creamery interests are Rmportant. Large quantities of 
eggs and few!ls are still imported. The Pacific Ocean 
abounds in fish. Sardines, mackerel and crawfish are

YOUNG IDEAS—THEIR TRAINING. 
The last annual report of the Country buperintendent 
of Schools, as made to thg State Superintendent of Pub- 


‘lic Instruction, shows that Los Angeles county has 135 


common school disiricts and twenty-two high schools, 
with 250 schoolhouses and 1272 teachers. There are 
60.496 children between 5 and 17 years of age; 49,825 
children were enrolled during the year and the average 
daily attendance was 27,431. Of this average dally at- 
tendance 2948 is high school and 34,483 is common schoo] 
attendance. Of the 1272 teachers 144 are men and 1123 
are women. 

In the school year 1903-1904 Los Angeles county 
gained four common school districts, four bigh schools, 
twenty-two schoolhouses, 123 teachers, of whom forty- 
seven are high school and seventy-six common school 
teachers, 8598 census children and 5046 units of daily 
attendance, of which 3619 were in the common schools 
and 1519 in the high schools. 

The rapid growth of the past two years has made 
much building necessary. In course ihe 
twenty-two new buildings were completed at an expense 
of about $700,000. 


. GOLD IN VENTURA. 

Gold was mined in Ventura county long before Mar- 
shall announced his discovery in the north end of the 
State. In the mineral belt away up in the north end of 
the caunty. and on the Kern county line, the Mexicans? 
of the early days took out gold in their crude way. The 
mines there are still in operation and gold is being 
taken out, although not in large quantities. 


THE ELM PEELER. 

The “¢im peeler” is the benefactor of mankip’. He 
is the Hoosier medicine man and is not to be spoken of 
disparagingly. 

Twelve years ago A. L. Hiller began peeling elm trees 
ir the forests surrounding Peru. His sale of the medi- 
cine “freighted” peel was smal! at first, but gradually 
chemists began to realize that the elm peel was cura- 
tive, and Hiller’s business increased with the years. 
Now he cannot get it fast enough. 

Most of Hiller’s product of the forest goes to~a Chi- 
cago medicine-manufacturing company, and he gets 9% 
cents a pound for it. Recently, with five assistant, 
Mr. Hiller gathered 7200 pounds of elm “ receiving 
$.-S4 for the shipment. It required fifteen days to gather 
the lot. ‘
